& whether you acſire to know the preſent 
d-107; rd! and future commodities of our countrie , 
or the qualities and conditions of the Inhabitants, or what 
conr ſe 15 beſt to be taken with them. 
T ouching the commodities, beſides the generall report of 
Cabccade Vaca to Charles the Emperour (who firſt tra- 
welled through a great part of the Inlund of Florida, next 
a4:oyring vpon our Virginia) That Florida was the ri- 
cheſt countric of the world; and, that after hee had 
found clothes made of cotton wooll, he ſaw gold andcyyp.;s. 
ſiluer, and ſtones of great value : Treferre you firſt to the 
rich mines of go/dreported to be in the province of Yupaha, 
and deſcrib:d in the twelſih Chapter of this T my 10 come 
within onr limits : And azaine, to the copper hatchets found 
in Cutitachiqui, ftanding vpn the Riner of Santa Hele- 
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na.nhich were ſaid te have a mixture of gold; 1tſermeth alſo 

tbat the laſt Chromicler of the Weſt Indies, Antonio dc 

Herrera, ſpeaking cf the foreſaid River of Santa Helena, 

which tandeth m 32.degrees and an halfe, alludeth to the 

Decad.z lib.#. pronince of Yupaha,in theſe words : Y cl oro, y plata,que 
_—_ hallaron, no crade aquella tierra, ſino de 60.leguas, 
adentroal nortc, de los puchlos dichos 0tpales y Ola- 
gatanos,adonde fe intiende,que ay minas de oro,plata, 
y cobrc. T hat is to ſay, T hat the goid and ſiluer which they 

found, was not of that countrie (of Santa Helena) but 60. | 
leaznes diſlant toward the North, of the townsg called Ota- 
palcs and Olagatanos,where we wnderſland that there are 
mines of gold, ſiluer, and _ By which reckoning theſe 
rich mines are inthe latitude of 35 degrees and an halfe. l 
deſire you likewiſe to take knowledge of the famons golden 
pronince of Chiſca, firetching further to the North where- 
of the Cacique of Coſte gane notice to Ferdinando de So- 

to in the rowne of Chiaha,affirming that there were mines 
of copper,and of another mettall of the ſame colour, ſaue that 
it was finer, and of a farre more perfett luſtre, and farre bet- 
ter in ſight,and that they wvſed it not ſo much, becauſe it was 
ſofier. And the ſelfeſame thing was before told the Gonernour 
in Cutifachiqui : who ſent two Chriſtians from Chiaha 
with certaine Indians which knew the countrie of Chiſca, 
and the language thereof, towiew it, and to make report of 
Chap.t3- that which they ſbould finde. We likewiſe reade not long af- 
ter,that the Gonernour ſet forward tofeekt a prowince called 
Pacaha, which hee was informed to be neere onto Chilca, 

where the Indians told him, that there was gold. And in 

Chap.:4 anothcr place hee ſaith , That from Pacaha heeſemt thirtie 

horſemen and fiftic footmen to the province of Caluca, to ſee 

if from thence he might trauell to Chiſca,where the Indians 

feid, there was a worke of gold and copper, So that here is 
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times mention, and that in ſandvie , of the rich 
an1 famous gold? mines of Chilca,and thi _—_ 
the mountaifes toward the North, over which 
able to tranell for the romghnes thereof. But what brovipps Ito 
fland pon forren teſtimonies, ſince CS Hoke. He- 
riot, « 9147 of much indgement intheſe cauſes, ſignified un- 
10 you all,at your late ſolemne meeting at the houſe of the right 
honourable the Earle of Exeter, how to the Southweſt of our 
old fort in Virginia, the Indians often informed him, that 
there was a great melting of red mettall,reporting the man- 
ner in working of the ſame. Feſides, our owne Indians haxe 
lately renealed enher this or ancther rich mine of copper or 
gold in a towne called Ritanoc, neere certaine monntames 
lying Weſt of Roamoac. 

Another ery gainſall commoditie is, the huge quantitie 
of excellent perdes and little babies and birds made of them, 
that were found in Cutifachiqui. Theabundance whereof 
is reported 10 be ſach,that if they would hane ſearched diners Chap.14.: 
graues in townes there wont, they might hane laded many of 
their horſes. Neither are the T urkie flunes and rotton woolt 

found at Guaſco to be [org01ten, nor paſſed oner in ſilence; 

But that, which 1 make no (mall arcommt of, is the malti- 
tade of Oxen, which, from the beginning of the 1640 the 
end of the 26.

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fits, their young ones may be framed to the yoke, for carting 
and tillaze of our ground. And | am in good hope,that ere it 
be long we ſhall have notice of their being neeret vs, by that 
which I reale in the Italian relation of Cabega de Vaca, 
the firſt finder of them, which writeth, That they ſpread 
themſelues within the countrie aboue foure hundred 
leagues. M-reouer, Valques de Coronado, axdlong af- 
ter him, Antonio de Eſpejo (whoſe voiages are at larze in 
my third volume ) tranelled many leagues am-ng theſe 
heards of Oxen, and found them from 33. degrees ranging 
wery farre to the North and Northeaſt. | 

CA fourth chiefe commoditie wee may account to bethe 
great number of Mulberrie trees, apt to feede Silke-wormes 
to make ſilke : whereof there was ſuch plentie in many places, 
that,thongh they ſound ſome hempe in the countr:e,the Spa- 
niards made ropes of the barks of them for their brizanaines, 
when they were to put toſ+afor Noua Hiſpania, 

A fiſth is the excellent and perfett colours,as black, white, 
green, yellow, and red, and the materials to dye withall, (0 
often ſpoken of in this diſcourſe : among which 1 haue ſome 
hope to bring you to the knowledge of the rich graine of Co- 
chonillio, ſo much eſtcemed,and of ſo great price. I ſpeake no- 
thing of the ſeuerall ſorts of paſiing good grapes for Wine 
and Raiſons. | 

Chap.z1.&zz MNetther is it the leaſi benefit, that they fonnd ſalt made 
by the Indians at Cayas,and in two places of the pronince of 
Aguacay : the manner alſo how the Inhabitants make it, is 
wery well worth the obſeruation. 

One of the chiefeſt of all the reſt may be the notice of the 

Chap.z1.& jz $. uth Sea, leading vs to lapan and China, which I fiade 
here twice to be ſpoken of. Whereof long ſince 1 h:ue written 

a diſcourſe which 1 thinke not fit to be made cucr (o:9:mon. 
For cloſing wp this point, T he diſtances of places, the qua- 
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lities of the ſoiles, the ſituations of the regions, the dinerſities 
and goodneſſe of the fraits,the ſeuerall ſorts of beaſts, the 1a- 
rieue of fowles, the difference betweene the Inhabitants of 
the monntaines and the plaines, and the riches of the Inland 
in compariſon of the Seacoaſt, are indictally ſet downe in the 
concluſion of this booke, whereunto for mine owne eaſe I re- 
ferre you. 
Tocometo the ſecond general head, which in the begin- 
ninz | propoſed, concerning the manners and diſpoſitions of 
the Inhabitants : among other things, I finde them here no- 
ted to be nc and well ſpoken, as __— Orations, 


interpreted by [ohn Ortiz,,which Gued twelne yeeres among 
them make ſufficient proefe. _And the anthor, which was 4 
zentleman of Eluas in Portugall,cploied in all the attion, 
whoſe name is not ſet downe, ſpeaking of the Cacique of Tul- 
la, ſaith,that aſwell this Cacique, as the others, and all thoſe 
which came to the Gonernour on their behalſe, delinered 
their meſſage or ſpeech in ſo good order, that no Oratour 
could viter the ſame more eloquently. But for all their faire 
and cunning ſpeeches, they are not owermuch to be truſted : 
for they be the greateſt traitors of the world, as their mani- 
fold moſt crafiie contrined and bloody treaſons,here ſet down 
at large, doe enidently prone. T hey be alſo as unconſtant as 
the wethercock,and moſt readie to take all occaſions of aduan- 
tages to doe miſchiefe. T hey are great liars and diſſemblers , 
for which fanlts often times they had their deſerued pat- 
ments. And many times they gaue good teſtimonie of their 
great valour and reſolution. T o handl: them genth, while 
gentle courſes may be found to ſerue, it will be without com- 
pariſon the beſt : but if gentle poliſhing will not ſerne, then 
we ſhall not want hammerours and rough maſons enow, 1 
meane our old ſoldiours trained vpin the Netherlan1s, to 
[quare and prepare them 10 our Preachers hands. To con- 
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clade,1 Honours and Wor ſhips wiſe inſlradtions 
—_— Ek, je 00917 
and Admiral, and other chic;je managers of the buſineſſe, ' 
all things ſhall be ſo prudently carried, that the painſall Prea- 
chers ſhall berenerenced and cheriſhed, the valiant and for- 
ward ſoldiour reſpetted, the diligent rewarded, the ceward 
embollened, the weeke and ſick relicucd, 1he mutinons ſup- 
preſſed, the reputation of the Chriſtians among the Saluzges 
preſerned,our moſt holy faith exalted,all Paganiſm and 146- 
latrie by little and little witerly extinguiſhed, And here re- 
poſing and reſling my ſelfe vpon thu [weete hope, I craſe, be- 
ſeeching the Almightie to bleſſe this good work in your hands 

to the honour and glorie of his moſt holy neme,to the inlarge- 
ment of the dominions of hu ſacred Maieſtie, and to the 

generall 200d of all the worthie Aduenturcrs and

Th any thing elſe of his owne,ſaue his

ſword and target: and for his good qualities and 
valour, Peter Arias made him Captaine of a troope of 
| horſemen, and by his commandement hee went 
with Fernando Pizarro to the conqueſt of Perz : where 
(as many perſons of credit reported, which were 
there preſent) as wellat the taking of 414b1/pa, Lord 
of Pers, 2s at the aſſault ofthe citic of Caſco, and = 
B a 
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all other places where they found reſiſtance, where- 
ſocuer hee was preſent, hee paſſed all other Capraines 
and principall perſons. For which cauſe, beſides his 
part of the treaſure of .Htabalipa,he hada your ſhare: 
whereby intime hegathered an hundred and foure- 
ſcore thouſand Duckets together, with that which fell 
to his part : which he brought into Spaize: whereof the 
Empcrour borrowed a certaine part, which he repaied 
againe with 60000 Rials of plate in the rent of the 
ſilkes of Granada, and all the reſt was deliuered him in 
the Contracation houſe o0£f7uil.He tooke ſeruants,to 
wit,a Steward, a Gentleman Vſher, Pages, a Gentle- 
man of the Horſe,a Chamueriaine, Lakics,and al other 
officcrs that the houſe of a Noble mi requireth, From | 
Siuil hee went to the Court, and in the Court, there 
accompanied him 1ohn Danuſco of Sinil, and Lew 
Moſcoſs D'aluarado, Nunno de T ouar, and lohn Roari- 
£ue7 Lobills. Except lohn Dannſco, all the reſt came 
with him from Pers: and cuery one of them brought 
fourtcene or fifteene thouſand Duckets : all ofthem 
went well and coſtly apparrelled. And although Soto 
of his owne nature was not liberall, yet becauſe that 
was the firſt time that hee was to ſhew himſelfe inthe 
Court,he ſpent frankely,and went accompanied with 
thoſe which I haue named, and with his ſeruants, and 
many other which reſorted vnto him. Hee married 
with Donna lſabella de Bouadilla, daughter of Peter Ari- 
4s of _Luila, Earle of Punno en Roftro, The Emperour 
made him the Gouernor of the Iſle of Cubs, and Ade- 
lantado or Preſident of Florida, with a title of Mar- 


ques of certaine part ofthe lands,that he ſhould con- 
qQuer.

Hen Don Ferdimandohad obtained the go- 
58 uernment, there camea Gentleman from 
© | the Indiesto the Court, named Cabega de 
ARBRY Yaca, which had been with the Goucrnor 
Pamphils de Naruaez which died in Florida,who repor- 
ted thatNaraae7 was caſt away at ſea with all the com- 
panie y went with him. And how he with foure more 
eſcaped and arriued in Nueua Eſpanna: Allo he brought 
a relation in writing of that which hee had ſcenein 
Florida , which ſaid in ſome places : In ſuch aplace I 
haue ſcene this ; and the reſt which here I ſaw, I leaue 
to conferre of betweene his Maieſtie and my ſclfe.Ge- 

nerally hereported the miſerie ofthe Countrie, and 
thetroubles which hee paſſed; and hee told ſome of 

bis kinſfolke, which were deſirous to goe intothe 1#- 

dies,and vrged him very much totell them whether 

he had ſeene any rich country in Floride,that he might 
nottellthem, becauſe hee and another, whoſe name 

was Orantes, (who remained in Nueva Eſpanna with 

purpoſe to returne into Florida : for which intent hee 

came into Spaine to beg the goucrnment thercof of 
theEmperour) had ſworne not to diſcouer ſome of 
thoſethings which they had ſcene, becauſe no man 

ſhould preuent them in begging the ſame: And hee 

informed them, That it was the richeſt Conntrie of the Florida is the 
world, Don Ferdimando de Soto was very deſirous to hehe 


rric of the 
B 3 haue world. 
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haue him with him,and made him a fauourable offer : 
and afterthey were agrecd,becauſe Soto gaue himnot 
a ſumme of money which he demanded to buy a ſhip, 
they broke off againe. Baltaſar de Gallegos, and Chriito- 
pher de Spindela,the kinſemen of Cabega de Yaca, told 
him, that for that which hee had imparted to them, 
they were reſolued to paſle with Sorg into Florida,and 
th: ctorethey prayed him to aduiſe them what they 
wcrcbeſtto doe. Cabega de Yaca told them, that the 
cauſe why he went not with Soro was, becauſe hee ho- 
ped to beg another goucrament,and that hee wasloth 
to goc vnder the command of another : and that hee 
came to beg the conqueſt of Florida - but ſeeing Don 
Ferdinando de Soto had gotten it alreadie, for his othes 
ſake hee might tell them nothing of that which they 
would know : bur hee counſelled them to fell their 
goods andgoe with him, and that in ſo doing they 
ſhould doe well. Aſlooneas he had opportunitie hee 
ſpake with the Emperour, and related vnto him what- 
ocuer hee had paſſed and ſeene, and cometoynder- 
ſtand. Of this relation madeby word of mouth to the 
Emperour, the Marques of A/terga had notice, and 
forthwith determined to ſend with Dox Ferdinendo 
de Soto his brother Doy Antenio Oſorio: & with him two 
kinſmen of his prepared themſclues, to wit, Francis 0- 
ſorio, and Garcia Oſorio. Don Antonio diſpoſſeſſed him- 
ſelfe of 60000 Rials of rent which hee held by the 
Church:and Frances Oſorio of a town of Vaſſals,which 
he Had in the Countrie de Campos. And they made 
th:ir Rendezuous with the Adelantado in Srl. The 
like did Nanzez de T owar, and Lewis de Moſcoſo, and 
. Tohn Roarigue7 Lobillo,cach of who had brought from 
Pers tourteene or fifteene thouſand Duckers. Lewis de 
f Moſeof 
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Moſcoſo carried with him two brethren : there went 
alſo Dow Carlos,which had married the Gouernours 
Neece,and tooke her with huw. From Badaoz there 
went Peter Calideran, and three kinſcmen of rhe Ade- 
lantado, to wit, Arias Tineco, Alfonſo Romo,and Diego 
Tinoco. And as Lewis de Moſcoſo paſſed through * Eb 
was, Andrew de Vaſconcelos ipake with him, and rcque- 
ſted him to ſpeake to Don Ferdinando de Sotoconcer- 
ning him,and deliuered him certaine warrants which 
he had receiuedfrom the Marques of Vila real,where- 
inhe gaue him the Capraine ip of Cewta in Barbarie, 
that he might ſhew them vnto him. And the Ade- 
lantado ſaw them; and was informed who hee was, 
and wrote vnto him,that hee would fauour him in all 
things,and by al meanes,and would giue hima charge 
of men in Florida. And from Elvas went _Anarew de 
Vaſconcelos, and Fernan Pegado, Antonzo Martinez Segw- 
rado, Men Roiz. Pereira, Iohn Cordero, Stephen Pegads, Be- 
nedict Fernandez, and Alvaro F . And out of 
Salamanca,and laenand 7 alencis,and A * 
from other partes of Spaize, many people of Noble 
birth aſſembled at Swi: infomuch thatin Saint Lucey 
many men of good account which had fold their 
goods remained behind for want of ſhipping, wheras 
torother known and rich Counrrics,they are wont to 
want men: and this tell out by occaſion of tharwhich 
Cabega de V acatold the Emperour, and informed ſuch 
perſons as hee had conference withall touching the 
Statc of that Countrie. Seto made him great offers : 
and oo agyeed to goc with him (as I haue ſaid be- 
fore)becaule he _ :

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Chriſtoper de Spindola,and Baltaſar de Gallegos went with 
Soto. Baltaſar de Gallezss ſold houſes and vineyards,and 
rent corne,and ninetic rankes of Oliue trees in the X- 
rafe of Sail : Hee had the office of Alcalde Mayor, and 
rooke his wife with him : And there went alſo many 
other perſons of account with the Preſident, and had 


the offices following by great friendſhip,becauſe they 


were offices deſired of many : to wit, Antonie de Bredma 
was Factor, 10hn Danuſco was Auditor,and lehn Gaytan 
nephew to the Cardinall of Cignen;2 had the office of 
Treaſurer.

And Anarew de Vaſconcelos told him who hee 
and theother Portugales were, and how they all were 
come toaccompany him, and ſeruc him in his voltage. 
He gaue him thanks,and made ſhew of great content- 
ment for his comming and offer. And the table being 
alrcadielaid he inuited themto dinner.” And bcing at 
dinner he commanded his ſteward to ſeeke a lodging 


torthem ncere vnto his owne,where they might bee 
lodged. 
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lodged. The Adelantado departed from Sini/to Saint 
Lncar with al the people which were to goe with him: 
And hecommandeda multerto be made,at the which 
the Portugales ſhewed themſelues armed in verie 
bright armour, and the Caſtellans very gallant with 
filke vpon filke,with many pinkings ray cuts. The Go- 
ucrnour, becauſe theſe brauarics in ſuch an action did 
not like him, commanded that they ſhould muſter a- 
nother day, and euery one ſhould come foorth with 
his armour: at the which the Portugales came as atthe 
firſt armed with very good armour. The Gouernour 
placed them in order necre vnto the ſtandard which 
the enſigne-bearer carried. The Caſtellanes for the 
moſt po did weare very bad and ruſtic ſhirts of maile, 
andall of them headpeeces and ſtecle cappes,and very 


bad lances. And ſome of them ſought to come among 
the Portugales. So thofe paſſed and were counted and 


enroled, which Soto liked and accepted of, and didac- 
companie him into Florida, which were in all {ix Sixebundred 
hundred men. He had alreadie bought ſeuen ſhips, mcawent 
and hadall neceſlarie prouifion aboord them : He ap- Kay”: ing 
pointed Captaines, and deliuercd to euery one his 

ſhip, and gaue themin a role what people euery one 

ſhould carrie with them.

TR N the yeere of our Lord 1538. inthe mo- 

8 P22 ncthof Aprill, the Adelantadodcliuered 

I 74 his ſhippes to the Captaines which were 

wp WS rogocinthem : and tooke for himſelfe 2 
new ſhip,and good of faile, and gaue another to An- 
drew de Vaſconcelos, in which the Portugales went : hee 
went ouer the barre of S. Lucar on Sunday being S. La- 
arus day, inthe morning, of the moneti and yeere a- 
foreſaid,with great ioy, commanding his trumpets to 
be ſounded,and many ſhots of the ordinance tobe dil- 
charged. Hee ſailed fore dates with a proſperous 
wind - and ſuddenly it calmed : the calmes continued 
eight daies with ſwelling ſeas, in ſuch wiſe, that wee 
made no way. The 15. day after his departure from 
S. Lucar,hee came to Gomers, one of the Canaries, on 
Eaſtcr day in the morning. The Earle of that Iſland 
was apparrelled all in white,cloke,icrkin, hoſe,ſhooes, 
and cappe, ſo that hee ſcemed a Lord of the Gypſes. 
He recetued the Gouernour with much toy : hee was 
well lodged, andall the reſt had their lodgings gratis, 
and gat great ſtore of vituals for their monte; as 
bread, wine andflcſh : and they tooke what was need- 
full for theirſhips : and the Sunday following, cight 
daies after their arriuall, they departed from the Iſl: of 
Gomert, The Earle gaue to Donna lſabellathe Adelan- 
ta los witea baſtard daughter that hee had to bee her 
waiting maid. T hey arriuedat the Antilles, inthe Iſle

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of Cuba,at the port of the City of Sant Iago vpon Whit- 
ſunday. Afone as they came thither, a Gentleman 
of the Citie ſent to the ſea fide a very faire roan horſe 
and well furniſhed for the Gouernour, and a mule for 
' Donna Iſabella : and all the horſemen and footemen 
that were in the towne came to recciuchim at the ſeca- 
ſide. The Gouernour was well lodged, viſited, and 
ſerued of all the inhabitants of that Cirtie, and all his 
companie had their lodgings freely : thoſe which de- 
ſired to goe into the countrie, were diuided by foure 
and foure,and fixe and fixe in the farmes or granges, 
according to theabilitie of the owners of the farmes, 
and were furniſhed by them with all things neceſlary.

And the ſtocke whereon 
Acta thoſe rootes doe grow is like an Elder tree : they make 
their ground in little hillocks,and in each ofthem they 

thruſt 4. or5.ſtakes;and they gather the rootesa yeere 

and an halte after they ſet them. If any one, thinking 

it is a Batata or Potato roote, chance to cate of it neuer 

ſolittle, hee is in great danger of death : which was 

ſeene by experience in a ſouldicr, which afſone as hee 

had catenavery little of one of thoſe rootes, hee died 

quicklte, They paxe theſe rootcs and ſtampe them,and 

ſqueſe 
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ſqueſe them in a thing like a preſſe: the iuyce thatcom- 
meth from them is of an cuill ſmell. The breadis of 
little taſte and lefle ſubſtance. Of the fruites of Spaine, 
thereare Figges and Oranges, and they beare fruit all 
the yeere, becauſe the ſoile is very ranke and fruitful. 
In this countrie are many good horſes, and there is Þ'</* 2899 
oreene graſſe all the yeere. There be many wild oxen 
and hogges,whereby the people ofthe Iſland is well 
furniſhed with fleſh : Without the townes abroad in 
the Countrie are many fruites. And it happeneth 
ſometimes that a Chriſtian goeth out of the way and 
is loſt 15.0r 20.daies, becauſe of the many paths in the 
thicke groues that croſle to and fro made by the oxen: 
and being thus loſt, they ſuſtaine themſclues with 
fruitcs ind palmitos: for there bee many great groues 


of Palme trees _ all the Iſland: they yeeld no 
other fruite that isof any profit, The Ifleof Cabs is The length 
300. leagues long from the Eaſt to the Weſt, andis > 4 ; 
in ſome places 3o. in others yo. leagues from North 
to South. It hath 6. townes of Chriſtians : to wit, 
S. Iago, Baracor, Bayamo, Puerto de Principes, S. Eſpirits, 
and Hawana. Euery one hath betweene 3o. and qo. 
houſeholds,except S. 1ago and Havana, which haue 8- 
bout 60. or 80, houſes. They haue Churches in each 
_ ofthem, and a Chaplen which confeſleth them and 
laith Maſle. InS. 1ago isa Monaſterie of Franciſcan 
Friers : it hath but few Friers, and is well prouided 
of almes,becauſe the countrie is rich : The Churchof 
S. 1az0 hath honeſt reuenew, and there isa Curatand 
Prebends and many Prieſts, as the Church of that 
Citie,which is the chiefe of all the Iſland. There is in 
this countrie much gold,and few ſlaucsto getit : For 
G3: many 
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many haue made away themſclues, becauſe of the 
Chriſtians cuill vſage of themin the mines. A ſtew- 
ard of Vaſques Porcallo,which was an inhabitour in that 
Iſland,vnderſtanding that his ſlaues wonld make away 
themſclues,ſtaied for them with a cudgill in his hand 
atthe rag wherethey were to meete,and told them, 
that they could neither doe nor thinke any thing, 
that hee did not know before ; and that hee came 
thither to kill himſclte with them, to the end, that 
if hee had vfed them badly inthis world, hee might 
vic them worſc in the world to come : And this was 
a meane that they changed their purpoſe, and tur- 


ned home againeto doethat which he commanded 
them. |

Gouernour and thoſe which ſtaied with him bought 
horſes and proceeded on their journie. The firſt 
towne they came vnto was Bayamo : they werelod- 
ged foure and toure, and fixe and ixe, as they went in 
company,and wherethey lodged,they tooke nothing 
tor their diet, tor nothing colt thein ought ſaue the 


Maiz 
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Maiz or corne fortheir horſes, becauſe the Gouernor 
wentto viſte them from towne to towne,and ſeaſed 
them 1n the tribute and ſeruice of the Indians. Bayamos 
is 25. leagues from the Citic of S. /ags. Neerc vnto 
the towne paſleth a great Riuer, which is called T ano; 
itis greater then Gaa4iexa,and in it be very great Cro- 
codiles, which ſometimes hurt the Indians,or the cat- 
tell which paſſeth the Riuer. In all the countne are 


neither Wolfe, Foxe, Bcare, Lion, nor Tiger. There 


are wild dogges which goe from the houſes into the 
woods and feed ypon ſwine. There be certaine Snakes 
as bigge as a mans thigh or bigger, they are very flow, 
they doe no kind of hurt. From Bayamo to Paeriedel- 
los principesare 50.leagues.In al the Iſſand from tow 
to towne,the way is made by ſtubbing vp,the vnder- 
wood : and if it bee left but one yeere vndone, the 
wood groweth ſomuch,that the way cannotbe ſcene, 
and the paths of the oxen are ſo many, that none can 
trauell without an Indian af the Countrie for a guide: 

forall the reſt is very hicand thicke woods. From P«- 
erto dellos principes the Gouernour went to the houſe of 
V aſques Porcalls. by ſea in a bote, (for it wasneerethe 
ſea) to know there ſome newes of :Downe Iſabella, 

which at that inſtant (as afterward was knowne) was 

in greatdiſtreſſe, in ſo much that the ſhips loſt ane a- 

nother : and two of them fell on the coaſt of Florids, 


_ andall of them endured great want of water and vitu- 


als. When the ſtorme was ouer, they met together, 
without knowing where they were: in the end they 


deſcried the Cape of S. Anton,a countric not inhabt- The Capeof 
S, Antonio. 


ted ofthe Iſland of Cube : there they watered ;and at 
the end of 40. daies, which were paſſed ſincetheir de- 


parture from the City of S. /ago,thcy ariued at Hanna.

Principes.. 
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The Gouernour was preſently informed thereof, and 
went to Donna Iſabella. And thole which went by land, 
which were one hundred andfiftic horſemen,being 
divided into two parts, becauſe they would not op- 
preſſe the inhabitants, trauclled by S. Eſpirits, which is 
60.1cagues from Puerto dellps prancipes. The food which 
they carried with them was Cagabe bread, which is that 
whereof I made mention before: and it is of ſuch a 
qualitic,thatifitbe wet, it breaketh preſently, where- 
by it happened to ſome to eate fleſh without bread for 
many daics. They carried dogges with them, and a 
man of the Country, which did hunt;&by the way,or 
where they wereto lodge that night,they killed as ma- 
ny hogges as they needed. Inthis iourniethey were 

well prouided of beefe and porke : And they were 
greatly troubled with Muskitos, eſpecially in alake, 
which is called the mere of Pia, which they had much 
adoeto paſſe from noone till night, the water might 
be ſome halfe Icague ouer, and to be ſ\wome about a 
croſſebow ſhot, the reſt came to the waſte, and they 
waded yp tothe knees in the mire,and inthe bottome 
werecockle ſhels, which cut their feete very ſore; in 
{uch ſort, that there was neither boote nor ſhooe ſole 
that was heleathalfe way. Their clothes and ſaddels 
were'paſſed in baskets of Palme trecs.Paſling this lake, 
ſtripped out of their clothes, there came many muski- 
tos,vpon whoſe biting there aroſe a wheale that ſmar- 
ted very much: they ſtrooke them with their hands, 
and with the blowe which they gaue they killed fo 
many, that the blood did runnedowne the armes and 
bodies of the men. That night they reſted very little 
for them, and other nights alſo in the like places and 
times. They came to Santo Eſpirito, which isatowne 
of 
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of thirtic houſes ; there _ by it alittle River: it 
is very pleaſant and fruitfull, hauing great ſtoreof O- 
ranges andcitrons, and fruites of the Countrie: One 
halte of the companie were lodged here, and the reſt 
paſſed forward 25. leagues to another towne' called 
la Trinidad of 15.01 20. houſcholds. Here isan hoſpi- 
tall for the poore, and there is none other inall the I- 
ſland. And they ſay, that this towne was the greateſt 
in all the Countrie, and that before the Chriſtians 
came into this land, asa ſhip paſſed along the coaſt, 
there came init avery ficke man, which defired the 
Captaine to ſet him on ſhore: and the Captaine did. 
ſo,and theſhip went her way : The ficke man remai- 
ned ſet 01 ſhore in that countrie, which vntill then had 
not been haunted by Chriſtians ; whereupon the In- 
dians found him,carried him home, and looked vnto 
him till he was whole, and the Lord of that towne 
maried him vntoa daughter ofhis,and had warre with 
all the inhabirants round about, and by the induſtrie 
and valour of the Chriſtian, he ſubdued and brought 
vnder his command all the people of thatIfland. A 
orcat while after, the Gouernour Diego Yelaſques went 
to conquer it, and from thence diſcouercd new Speine: 
And this Chriſtian which was with the Indians did 
pacifie them,and brought them to the obedience and

ſubieRion of the Gouernour. From this towne de/lg Fianna 


Trinidad vnto Hananaare 80. leagues without any ha- 
biration, which they trauelled. Theycame to Hanans 
inthe end of March; where they found the Gouernor, 
and the reſt of the people which came with him from 
Spaine, The Gouernour ſent from Havana John Dan- 
nuſco with a carauele & two brigantines with 50. men 


todiſcouer the hauenof Florids, and from thence hee 
| brought 
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brought two Indians, which he tooke vpon the coaſt, 
wherewith (aſwell becauſe they might be neceſlarie 
for guides and for interpretours, as becauſe they ſaid 
by fignes thatthere was much goldin Florids) the Go- 
ucrnour andall the companie receiued much content- 
ment, and longed for the houre of their departure, 
thinking in himſelfe that this was the richeſt Coun- 
eric, that vnto that day had been diſcouered.

two of them,and the other foure eſcaped; becauſe the 
countric is cumberſome with woods and bogs, where 
the horſes ſtacke faſt,and fell with their riders,becauſe 
they were weake with trauclling vpon the ſea. The 
ſame nightfollowing the Governour with an hundred 
menin the brigantines lighted vpon atowne, which 
he found without people,becauſe, that aſſoone asthe 
Chriſtians had light of land,they were deſcried, and 
ſaw along the coaſt many ſmokes, which the Indi- 
ans had made to giue aduicethe one tothe other.

nour was,on Sunday the firſt of Iune, being Trinitie 
Sunday. Thetowne was of ſeuen oreight houſes. The 
Lordes houſe ſtoode neere the ſhore vpon a very hie 
mount, made by hand for ſtrength. At another end 
of the towne ſtood the Church, and on the top of it 
ſtood a fowle made of wood with gilded eies. Heere 
were found ſome pearles of ſmall valew, ſpoiled with 
the fire, which the Indians do pierce and ſtring them - 
like beades, and weare them about their neckes and 
handwriſts, and they eſteeme them very much. The 
houſes were made of timber,and couered with Palme 
leaues. The Gouernour lodged himſelfe in the Lords 
houſes,and with him Yaſques Porcallo, and Luys de Moſ- 
coſo : and in others that were in the middeſt of the 
rowne, was the chicfe Alcalde or Iuſtice, Baltaſar de 
Gallegos lodged; andin the ſame houſes was ſet in a 
place by it ſelte,al the prouiſion that came in the ſhips: 
the other houſes and the Church were broken down, 
and euery three or fourc ſouldiers made a little cabin 
wherein they lodged. The Countric round about was 
: very fennic,and encombred with greatand hic trees. 
The Gouernor commanded to fel the woods a croſſe- 
bow ſhot round about the towne, that the horſes 
might runne,andthe Chriſtians might have the ad- 
uantage of the Indians, if by chance they ſhould ſer 
vpon them by night. In the waies and places conue- 
nient,they had their Centinclles of footemen by two 
and two in cuery ſtand, which did watch by turnes, 
and 
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and the horſemen did viſit them,and were readieto a(- 
ſiſt them, if there wereanyalarme. The Goucrnour 
made foure Capraines ofthe horſemen,and two ofthe 
foorcemen. The Captaines of the horſemen were,one 
of them Andrew de V aſconcelos,and another Pedro Cal- 
deran de Badaioz:and the other two were his kinſemen, 
to wit, Arias Tinsco, and Alfonſo Romo, borne likewiſe 
in Badaoz. The Capraines of the footemen, the one 
was Franciſco Maldonado of Salamanca, and the other 
Iuan Rodriguez Lobillo. While wee were in this towne 
of Y cita, the two Indians, which 10hn Danuſco had ta- 
ken on that coaſt, and the Gouernor caried along with 
him for guides and interpretours,through careleſlenes 
oftwo men, which had the charge ot them,eſcaped a- 
way-one night. For which the Gouernour andall the 
reſt were very ſorie, for they had alreadie made ſome 
roades, and no Indians could bee taken, becauſethe 
countrie was full of mariſh grounds, and in many pla- 
ces full of very hic and thicke woods. =

Indians: and the Captaine lob Rodriguez Lobillo 
another way with 50. footemen, the moſt of them 
were [wordmen and targettours, and the reſt were 


ſhot and croſlebowmen. They paſſed through acoun- 
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trie full of bogges, where horſes could not trauell. 
Halfe a league trom the campe,they lighted vpon cer- 
taine cabins of Indians neere a Riner: The people that 
were inthem leaped into the Riucr, yer they tooke 
fourc Indian women : And twentic Indians charged 
vs, and (o diſtreſſed vs, that wee were forced to re- 
tire. to our campe, being, as they are, exceeding rea- 
dic with their weapons, Itis a people ſo warlike and 
ſo nimble,that they care not awhit for any footemen. 
Forif their enemies charge them, they run.ne away, 
and if they turne their backs, they are preſently vpon 
them. Andthething that they moſt flec,is the ſhot of 
an arrow. They never ſtand ſtill, butare alwaics run- 
ping and traucrſing from one place to another: by rca- 
ſon whercofneither croſſebow nor arcubufe can aime 
atthem : and before onecroficbowman can make one 
ſhor,an Indian will diſcharge three or foure arrowes; 
and heſeldome mifleth what hee ſhooteth ar. An ar- 
row, where it findeth noarmour,pierceth as deepely 
as a croſſebow, Thcir bowes arevery long, and their 
arrowes are made of certaine canes like reedes, very 
heauie,& ſoſtrong,thata ſharpe cane paſſeth thorow 
a target : Some they arme in the point with a ſharpe 
bone ofa fiſh like a chiſel,and in others they faſten cer- 
taine ſtones like points of Diamants. For the moſt 
part when they light vpon anarmour, they breake in 
the place where they are bound rogether, Thoſe of 
cane do ſplit and picrce2 coate of maile, and are more 
hurtfull then the other. /ohn Roarizue7 Lobillo retur- 
ncd to the Campe with ftxemen wounded, whereof 
one died;and brought the foure Indian women, which 
Battaſar Gallegos had taken in the cabins or cotages. 
Two lcagucs from the towne, comming into the 


plaine 
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plaine field, he eſpied ten or eteuen Indians, among 
whom was a Chriſtian, which wasnaked, and ſcor- 
ched with the Sunne, and had his armes razedafter 
the wannerof the Indians, and differed nothing at all 
from them. And affoone as the horſemen ſaw them 
they ran toward them. The Indians fled,and ſome of 
them hid themſclues in a wood, and they ouertooke 
two or three of them, which were wounded : andthe 
Chriſtian, ſeeing an horſeman 7unne vpon him with 
his lance, began to crie our, Sirs, I am a Chriſtian, 
ſlay mc not,nor theſe Indians, for they haue ſaued my 
life. And ſtraightway he called them,and put them out 
of fearc,and they came foorth of the wood vnto them. 
The horſe men tooke both the Chriſtian and the Indi- 
ans vp behind them , and toward night came into the 
Campe with much toy : which thing being knowne 
by the Gouernour, and them that remained in the 
Campe,they were receiued with the like.

Philo de Narnaez was:and by his commandement with 
20,0r 30. other ina brigandine returned backe againe 
tw Florida; and comming to the port in the fight of 
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the towne,on the ſhore they ſawa caneſticking in the 
pens ndriuen atthetop, andaletter in it:and they 


elecued thatthe Gouernour had leftit thereto giue 
aduertiſement of himſelfe,when he reſolued to goe vp 
intothe land : and they demanded it of foure or fiuc 
Indians, which walked along the ſea ſhore : and they 
bad them by ſignes to come on ſhore forit : which a- 
painſtthe will of the reſt 195» Ortiz and another did. 
And aſloone as they were on land, from the houſes of 
the rowne iſſued a great number of Indians, which 
compaſſed them about, and tooke then1 in a place 
wherethey could not flee:and the other which ſought 
to defend himſelfe, they preſentlie killed vpon the 
place, and tooke John Ortiz aliue, and carried him to 
Veita their Lord. And thoſeof the brigandineſought 
nottoland, but put themſclues to ſea,and returned to 
the Ifland of Cubs. Ycits commanded to bind John 
Ortiz hand and foote vpon foure ſtakes aloft ypona 
raft, and to make a fire vnder him, thatthere he might 
bee burned : But a daughter of his defired him that he 
would not put him to death, alleaging,that one only 
Chriſtian could do him neither hurt nor good,telling 
him,thatit was more for his honour to keepe him as a 
captiue. AndYcitagranted herrequeſt,and comman- 
 dedhimtobe cured of his wounds : and affoone as he 
was whole, he gaue him the charge of the keeping of 
the Temple : becauſe that by night the wolues did 
cary away the dead corpſes out of the ſame: who com- 
mended himſelfe to God and tooke vpon him the 
charge of his temple. One nightthe wolues gate from 
him the corpes of alittle child,the ſonne ofa principal 
Indian ; and going after them he threw a darte at one 
of the wolues and ſtrooke him that carried away the 


corps, 
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corps, who feeling himſelfe wounded, left it,and fell 
downe dead neere the place : and hee not woting 
what he had done, becauſe it was night, went backe a- 
us tothe Temple : the morning being come, and 

nding not the bodie of the child, he was very ſad. Af 
ſooneas Ycita knew thereof, he reſolued to put him to 
death , and ſentby the tra, which he ſaid the wolues 
went,and found the bodie of the child, and the wolfe 
deadalittle beyond : whereat Ycita was much conten- 
ted with the Chriſtian, and with the watch which hee 
kept inthe Temple, and from thence forward eſtee- 
med him much. Three yeeres after hee fell into his 


Moc 


hands, there came another Lord,called Mocogo,who fb i.e 
dwelleth two daies ijourny from the Port, and burned daies journic 
his towne. Ycitafledto another towne thathe had in f*9® Vera 


another ſea port. Thus 7ohn Ort loſt his office and fa- 
uour that he had with him. Thele people being wor- 
ſhippers of the diuell, are wont to offer vp vnto him 
theliues and blood of their Indians,or of any other 
cople they can come by : and they report,that when 
be will hauethem doe that ſacrifice vnto him,heſpea- 
keth with them,and telleth them that he is athirſt, and 
willeth them to ſacrifice vnto him. 7obn Ort1;F had no- 
tice by the damſell that had deliuercd him from y fire, . 
how her father was determined to facrifice him y day 
following, who willed him to fleero Mecoco : for ſhee 
knew y he would vic him wel: for ſhe heard ſay,that he 
had asked for him, and ſaid hee would bee glad to ſee 
him : and becauſe he knew not the way,ſhe went with 
him halte a league out of the rowneby night, and ſet 
him in the way, & returned, becauſe ſhe would not be 
diſcouered./ohn Ortiz trauailed all that night, and by 


5 morning came yntoa Riuer,whichis inthe territorie A River,

of £Mococo:and there he ſaw two Indiansfiſhing ;and 
becauſe they were in war with the people ofYcita, and 
their languages were different, and hee knew not the 
liguage of Mocogo,he was afraid, becauſe he could not 
tell them who hee was,nor how hee camethither, nor 
was able to anſwer any thing for himſelfe, that they 
would kill him, taking him tor one of the Indians of 
Vcita, and betore they cſ{pied him,he came to the place 
where they had laid their weapons : & aſſoone as they 
ſaw him,they fled toward the rowne,and although he 
willed the to ſtay, becauſe he meant to do the no hurt, 
yet they vnderſtood him not,and ran away as faſt as e- 
uer they could. And aſlone as they came to the towne 
with great outcries, many Indians came forth againſt 
him,and began to compaſſe him to ſhooteat him: 70b# 
Ort; (ecing himſclte in ſo greatdanger, ſheilded him- 
ſelte with certaine trees,and began to ſhrecke our, and 
cric very loud,and to tell them that he wasa Chriſtian, 
and that he was fled from Ycita, and was come to ſee 
and ſerue Mocogo his Lord. Ir pleaſed God thatat that 
very inſtant there came thither an Indian thatcould 
ſpeake the language and vnderſtood him ; and pacifi- 
ed thereſt ; who told them what hee ſaid. Then ran 
from thencethree or foure Indians to beare the newes 
to their Lord : who came foortha quartcr of a league 
from the towne to receiue him; and was very glad of . 
him. He cauſcd him preſently to ſweare according to 
the cultome of the Chriſtians, that hee would not run 
away from him toany other Lord : and promiſed him 
to entreate him very well ; and that if atany timethere 
came any Chriſtians into that countric, he would free- 
Ly let him goc,and giuc himleaue togoe to them: and 
likewile tooke his oth to performe the ſameaccording 
to 


» W#, 
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to the Indian cuſtome. About three yeeres after cer- 
taine Indians, which were fiſhing at ſea two leagues 
from the towne, brought newes to Mocogo thafthey Mocogo his 
had ſeenc ſhips: and hee called 7h» 071iz, and gaue (Phe winhin 
him leauc to go his way: who taking his leaue of him, 11. mn” 
with all the haſte he could cameto the ſea, and finding 
no ſhips, hethought itto be ſome deceit, and that the 
Cacique had donethe ſame to learnehis mind. Sohe 
dwelt with Mococo nine yeeres, with ſmall hope of ſee- 
ing any Chriſtians. Aſſoone as our Gouernorarriued 
in Florida, it was knowne to Mocogo, & ſtraightway he 
ſignified to Tohn Ortiz,that Chriſtians were lodged in 
therowne of Yeita: And he thought he had icſted with 
him,as hee had done before,and told him,that by this 
time he had forgotten the Chriſtians, and thought of 
nothing elſe butto ſerue him. But he aſſured him that 
it was ſo,and gaue him licence to goe vnto them : ſay- 
ing vnto him, thatif hee would not docit, and it the 
Chriſtians ſhould goe their way, he ſhould notblame 
him, for hce had fulfilled that which he had promiſed 
him. The toy of 10hn Ortiz was ſo great,that hee could 
not belecue that it was true : notwithſtanding he gaue 
him thankes, and tooke his leauc of him : and Morogs 
one him tenneor cleuen principall Indians to beare 
im companie: and as they went tothe port where 
the Gonernour was, they met with Baſtaſar de Gallegos, 
ds I have declared before. Affoone as he was cometo 
the campe, the Gouernour commanded togiue him 
a {ute of apparrell, and very good armour, and a faire 
horſe; and enquiredof him, whether hee had notice 
of any conntrie, where there was any gold orfiluer * 
Heanſwered, No, becauſe he neuer went tenleagues 
compalle from the place where he dwelt: Butthat 
E 30. 
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30. leagues from thence dwelt an Indian Lord, which

the reſt of that coaſt paicd tribute,and that hee perad- 
ucnture might haue notice of ſome good countrie : 
and that his land was better then that of the ſea coaſt, 
and more fruittull and plentitull of maiz. Whereot 
the Gouernour recciued great contentment : and ſaid 


thathe deſired no more then to finde victuals,that hee 


might gocintothe maineland, for the land of Florida, 
was ſo large,that in one place or other there could not 
chuſe but bee ſome rich Countrie. The Cacique He- 
coco came to the Port to vifit the Goucrnor, and made 
this ſpecch following. 

Right hie and mightie Lord, 1 being leſſer in mine owne 
concen for to obey you, then any of thoſe which you haue vn- 
der your command, and greater in aeſire to dee you greater 
ſernices,doe appeare before your Lordſhip with ſo much confi- 
dence of recetuing fauour, as if in effett this my good will 
were manifeſted Unto you in workes : not for the ſmall ſeruice 


. 'Jdid wnto you tonching the Chriſtian which 1 had in my 


power ,in ztuing him freely his libertie, (For I was bound to 
doe it to preſerue mine honour, and that which I had prom:- 


ſed him :)but becauſe it is the part of ereat men to wſe great 
magnificences : And I ans perſwaded, that as in bodily per- 


fections,and commanding of good people, you doc exceede all 


men inthe world, ſo likewiſe you doe in the parts of the minge, 
in which you may boaſt of the bountie of nature. T-he fauour 
which 1 hope for of your Loraſhip is, that you would hold mee 
for yours, and bethinke your ſelfe to command me any thine, 


wherein I may doe you ſeruice. 


The Gonernour anſwered him, That although in 
treeingand ſending him the Chriſtian, he had preſcr- 


ucd his honour and promiſe, yet hethanked him, and 
held 
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helditin ſucheſteeme, as it had no compariſon, and 


thathee would alwaics hold him as his brother,and 


would fauour him inall things to the vemoſt of his 
power. Then he commanded aſhirt to be giuen him, 
and other things, wherewith the Cacique being verie 
well contented, tooke his leaue of him, aud departed 
to his owne towne.

wo ?) Baltaſar de Gallegos with 50. horſemen,and 
ESSZA 30. or 40. footemen tothe prouince of Pa-

racoſi,to view the diſpoſition of the countrie, and en- 


forme himſclfe of the land farther inward,and to ſend - 


him word of ſuch things as he found. Likewiſe he ſent 
his ſhippesbacke to the Iſland of C#ba,that they might 
returne withina certaine time with victuals. Yaſques 
Porcallo de figueroa, which went with the Gouernour 
as Captaine Generall, (whoſe principall intent was to 
ſend ſlaues from Florida, tothe Iſland of Cuba, where 
he had his goods and mines, )hauing made ſome in- 
rodes,and ſecingno Indians were to be got, becauſe of 
the great bogs and thicke woods y were in the Coun- 
trie,conſidering the diſpoſition ofthe ſarne, determi- 
nedtoreturne to Cuba. And though there was ſome 
differencebetween him &the Gouerndr, whereupon 
they neither dealt nor conuerſed together with good 
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countenance,yet notwithſtanding with louing words 
he asked him lcaue and departed trom him. Baltaſar de 
Gall:70s came to the Paracojiy : There cameto him zo. 
Indians from the Cacique, which was abſent from his 
townc, and one ofthem made this ſpeech : 
Paraciſo, the Lord of this proumnce, whoſe vaſſals we are, 
ſenduh vs wnto yorr wor ſhip,to know what it is that you 
ecke in this his Count: ie,and wherein he may doe you ſernice. 
| Baltaſar de Gallegos ſaid vnto him, that hee thanked 
them very much tor their offer, willing them to warne 
thcir Lord to come to his ctowne, and that there they 
woutldtalke and confirme their peace and friend(hip, 
which he much deſired, The Indians went their way, 
and returned the next day,and faid,thattheir Lord vas 
ill at caſe,and therefore could not come, but that they 
came on his behalfe to ſec what he demanded. -He as- 
ked them if they knew or had noticeof any rich Coun- 
tric where there was gold orfiluer. They told them, 
they did : and that toward the Weſt, there wasa Pro- ' 
uince which was called Cale, and thatothers that in- 
habited other Countries had warre with the people 
of that Countrie,wherethe moſt part of the yecre was 
ſ»mmer,and that there was much gold:and that when 
thoſe their enemies came to make warre with them of 
Cale,theſe inhabitants of Cale did wearchats of gold,in 
manner of head peeccs. Baltaſar de Gallegos, {ceing that 
the Cacique came not, thinking all thatthey ſaid was 
faincd, with intent that in the meane time they might 
ſctthcmlclucs in ſatcrie, fearing,that if he did let them 
goc, they would returne no more, commanded the 
hitty Indians to be chained,and ſent word to the Go- 
uernour,by eigat horſemen, what had paſſed: whereof 
the Goucrnour with al that were with him,at the Pore 
dc 
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next adtoyning to Uirginia. 29 
de Spirito Santo receiued great comtort, ſuppoſing, that 
that which the Indians reported, might be true. Hee 
Icft Capraine Calderan at the Port, with thirtic horſc- 
men, andſcucntie footemen, with proviſion for two 
yceres, and himſelfe with all rhe reſt marched into 
the maine land, and came to the Paraceſi, at whole, ... 
towne Baltaſar de Gallegos was : and trom thence 
with all his men tooke the way to Cale. He paſſed by a 
little rtowne,called Acela, and came to another, called Acels. 
T ocaſte : and trom thence hee went before with zo, 19:aſte. 
horſemen, and5o. footemen toward Cale, And pat are 
ſing by atowne, whence the people were fled, they wwe, 
ſaw Indians alittle from thencein a lakezto whom the , ; x... 
Interpretour ſpake. They came vnto them and gaue 
them an Indian fora guide: and hee came toa Riuer A ſwift River. 
withagreatcurrent,and vpon atree,which was in the 
mid(t of it, was made a bridge, whereonthe men ey 


ſed : the. horſes ſwam oucr by a hawſer, that t 
were pulled by from theotherfide: for one, whic 
they droue in at the firſt without it, was drowned. 
From thence the Governour ſent two horſcmen to 
his people that were behind, to make haſte afterhim ; 
becauſe the way grew long, and their viuals ſhort. 
Hee cameto Cale, and found the towne without Cale. 
ple. He tooke three Indians which were ſpics,and tar- 
ried there for his people that came after, which were 
ſore vexed with hunger and euill waies, becauſe the 
Countrie was very barren ot Maiz,low,and full of wa- 
ter,bogs, and thicke woods; and the vicuals, which 
they brought with them from the Port de Spirito Sante, 
wereſpent. Whereſoeuerany towne was found, there: 
were ſome bectes, and hee that came firſt gathered 


them, and ſodden with water and ſalt,did cate them 
E 3 with- 
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without any other thing : and ſuch as could not get 
them, gathered the ſtalkes of Maiz and catc them, 
which becauſe they were young had no Maiz in them. 
when they came to the Riucr which the Gouernour 
had paſſed,they found palmitos vpon low Palmetrees 
like thoſe of THndalugia. There they met with the two 
horſemen which the Gouernour ſent vnto them, and 
they brought newes that in Ca/ethere was plentie of 
Maiz ; at which newcs they all reioyced. Afoone as 
they came to Cale, the Gouernour commanded them 
to gather all the Maiz that was ripe in the field, which 
was ſufficient for three moneths. At thegathcring of 
itthe Indians killed three Chriſtians, and one of them 
which were taken told the Gouernour, that within ſe- 
uen daies iournie,there wasa very great Prouince,and 
plentifull of Maiz, which was called Apalache. And 
preſently hee departed from Cale with 50. horſemen, 
and 60, footemen. He leftthe maſter ofthe Campe 
Luys de Moſcoſo with all the reſt of the peoplethere, 
with charge that hee ſhould not depart thence vntill 
he had word from him. And becauſe hitherto none 
had gotten any ſlaues, the bread that euery one was to 
eate, he was faine himſelfe to beate in a morter made 
inapceceof timber with a peſtle, and ſome ofthem 
didfiftthe lower through their ſhirts of maile. They 
bakcd their bread vpon certaine tileſhares which they 
ſet oucr the fire, inſuch ſort as heretofore I haue ſaid 
they vic to doe in C#ba. It is ſotroubleſome to grind 
their Maiz, that there were many that would rather 


not eate it, then grind it : anddideate the Maiz parch- 
edand ſodden.

He 11. dayof Auguſt 1539. the Go- 
uernour departed from Cale ; hee 


| andthe next day in another called 
| Potaxo, and the third day atYtina- 
a 4, and came to another towne, 


wit peace ; becauſe an Indian came 1n peace, faying, 
That he was the Cacique, and thathe with his people 
would ſerue the Gouernour, and that if he would ſet 
free 28. perſons,men and women, which his men had 
taken the night before, he would command prouiſion 
to be brought him,and would give him a guide to in- 
ſtruthim in his way: The Gouernour commanded 
them to be ſetatlibertie, and to keepe him in ſafegard. 
Thenextday inthe morning there came many Indi- 
 ans,and (et themſelues round about the rowne neere 

to a wood, The Indian wiſhed them to carrie him 
neere them ; and that he would ſpeake vnto them,and 
aſſurc them,and that they would doe whatſocuer hee 
commanded them. And when he ſaw himſclfe neere 
vnto them he brake from them, and ranaway ſo ſwift- 
ly from the Chriſtians, that there was none that could 
ouertakehim,andall of them fled into the woods. The 


Gouernour commanded to looſe a grayhound, which 
was | 


| lodgedinalittle town called Trara, "5: 


which they named the towne of E- The towne of 
Euill peace. 
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p 
was alreadie ficſhcd on them, which paſſing by many 


other Indians, caught the counterfait Cacique, which 
had c{caped trom the Chriſtians,and held himtill they 
came to take him. From thence the Gouernour lod- 
gedata towne called Cholupahs : and becauſe it had 
ſtore of Maiz init, they named it YViliafarta. Beyond 
ARiuet. theſamethere wasa Riuer,on which he madeabridge 
of timber, and traucllcd two daics through a deſert. 
Cauquen., The 17. of Auguſt,he came to Caliquen, where he was 
informed ofthe Prouince of Apalache : They told him 

that Pamphilo de Naraaef had bin there; and that there 
hee tooke ſhipping, becauſe hee could find no way to 
oe forward : Thatthere was none other towne at al, 
utthat on both ſides was all water. The whole com- 
panie were very ſad for theſe news; and counſelled 

the Gouernour to goe backe to the Port de Spirito San- 

to, and to abandon the Countric of Florida, leſt hee 
ſhould periſh as Nareae7 had done : declaring, that if 

he went forward, he could not returne backe when he 

would, and that the Indians would gather vp that 

ſmall quantitic of Maiz which was left. Whercunto 

the Gouernouranſwered,that he would not go backe, 

till he had ſeene with his cies that which they repor- 

ted : ſaying,that he could not beleeuc it, and that wee 

ſhould be put out of doubt beforc it were long. And 

he ſent to Lays de Hoſcoſs to come preſently from Ca- 

le,and that he tarried for him here. Lys de Moſcoſo and 

many others thought, that from Apalrche they ſhould 

rcturne backe , and in Cale they buricd their yron 
to0tes,and divers other things, They came to Calrquen 

with great trouble, hecauſe the Countric, which the 

Goucrnor had patſed by, was ſpoiled and deſtitute of 
Maiz. Afterall the people were come together, hee 

| com- 
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commanded a bridge to bee made ouera Riuer that A Ruer. 


paſſed neerethe towne. Hee departed from Caliquen 
the 10. of September, and carried the Cacique with 
him. After hee had trauelled three daies, therecame 
Indians peaceably, toviſit their Lord, and every day 
met vs onthe way playing vpon flutes: which 5a to- 
ken that they vſe, that men may know thatthey come 
in peace. They ſaid,that in our way before there was a 
Cacique,whoſe name was Yzacbil, a kinſeman ofthe 
Cacique of Caliques their Lord,waiting for him with 
many preſents,and they deſired the Gouernor that he 
would looſe the Cacique. But he would nor, fearing 
' that they would riſe, and would not giue him any 
guides, & ſentthem away from day to day with good 
words, Hetrauelled fiue daies,he paſſed by ſome ſmal > 
townes,he came toatowne called Napetuca,the 15.day 


of September. Thither came 14. 0r 15. Indians, and Napewca. 


belought 5 Gouernor to let looſe the Cacique of Ca- 
l;iquen their Lord. Heanſwered them thathe held him 
. not in priſon, but that hee would hauc him to accom- 
, panic him toYzechil. The Goucrnour had notice by 
Tohn Ortiz, that an Indian told him how they deter- 
mined to gather themſelues together, and come vpon 
him,and giue him batrell, and take away the Cacique 
from him. The day that it was agrced vpon, the Go- 
ucrnour commanded his men to beein arcadines,and 
that the horſemen ſhould bee readic armed and on 
horſebackeeuery one in his lodging,becauſe the Indi- 
ans mightnot ſeethem,and ſo more confidently come 
to the towne. There came foure hundred Indians in 
ſight of the campe with their bowes and arrowes, and 
p: ccd themſclues in a wood, and ſent two Indians to 


d the Gouernour to deliver them the Cacique. The

Goucrnour with ſixe footemen leading the Cacique 
by the hand,and ralking with him, to ſecure the Indi- 
ans, went toward the place where they were: Andſee- 
ing afit time, commanded to ſound a trumpet: and 
preſcatly thoſe that were in the towne in the houſes; 
both horſe and foot, ſet vpon the Indians,which were 
ſo ſuddenly aſſaulted,thar the greateſt care they had 
was which way they ſhould flee: They killed two hor- 
ſes; one was the Goucrnours, and hee was preſently 
horſcd againe vpon another. There were 30. or 40. 
Indians flange, The reſt fled to two very great lakes, 
that were ſomewhat diſtant the one from the other: 
There they were ſwimming,and the Chriſtians round 
aboutthem. The calicuermen and crofſebowmen ſhot 
atthem fromthe banke , butthe diſtance being grear, 
and ſhooting afarre oft, they did them no hurt. The 

Gouernour commanded that the ſame night th 
ſhould compaſſe one of thelakes,becauſe they —_— 
great, that there were not me enow to compaſſe them 
oth: being beſer,aſſoone as night ſhutin, the Indians, 
with determination to runne away, came {wimming 
very ſoftly to the banke; and to hide themſelues, they 
puta water lillie lcafe on their heads. The horſemen aſ- 
ſooneas they perceijuedit toſtirre, ran into the water 
tothe horſes breaſts, and the Indians fled againe into 
thelake. So this night paſſed without any reſt on both 
fides. 10hn Ortiq perilwaded them, that ſeeing they 
could not eſcape,they ſhould yeeld themlſelues to the 
Gouernour : which they did, enforced thereunto by 
the coldnes of the water; and one by one, hee firſt 
whom the cold did firſt ouercome, cried to John 0rt77, 
dcliring thatthey would not kill him, for he cameto 
put himſcltc into the hands of the Gouernour. By the 
morning 
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morning watch they made an end of yeelding them- 
ſelues : only 12. principall men, being more honora- 
ble and valorous then the reſt, reſolued rather to dic 
then to come into his hands. And the Indians of Para- 
coſii, which were now looſed out of chaines, went 
{wimming tothem, and pulled them out by the haire 
of their heads,and they were all put in chaines; and 
the next day were divided among the Chriſtians for 
their ſeruice. Being thus in caprtiuitie, they determi- 
ned torebcll; andgaue in charge to an Indian, which 
was interpretour,and held to be valiant, that aſſoone 
as the Gouernour did come to ſpeake with him, hee 
ſhould caſt his handsabout his necke, and choke him: 
Who,wh@ he ſaw opportunitie,laid handson the Go- 
uernour,and before he caſt his handsabout his necke, 
he gaue him ſuch a blow on the noſtrils,that hee made 
them guſh out with blood, and preſently allthe reſt 
didriſe. Hethat could ger any weapons at hand, or 
the handle wherewith he did grind the Maiz, ſought 


to kill his maſter,or the firſthee met before him : and 


| hee that could get a lance or ſword athand, beſtirred 
himſelfe in ſuch fort with it, as though he had vſed it 
all his life time. One Indian inthe market place enclo-

{ed between 15. or 20. footemen, madea way like a 


bull with a ſword in his hand, till certaine halbardiers 
of the Gouernour came, which killed him. Another 
gat vp witha lance toa loft made of canes, which they 
build to kcepe their Maiz in, which they call a Barba- 
coa,and there hee made ſuch a noiſe, as though tenne 
men had been there defending the doore : they flew 
him with a partiſan. The Indians were in all abouttwo 
hundred men. They wereall ſubdued. And ſome of 


the youngeſt the Gouernour gaue to them which had

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good chaines,and were careful] tolooke to themthat 
they gatnot away. Al the reſt he commanded tobeput 


' to death, beingticd to aſtake inthe midſt ofthe mar- 


ket place : and the Indians of the Parecoſisdid ſhoote 
them to death. 


Cuay, XII. 
How the Gonernour came to Apalache, and was infor- 
med that within the land,there was much gold. 


He Gouernour departed from. Ngpeince 
1 the 23. of September : helodgedby a Ri- 
| ger, where two Indians brought him a 
buck from the Cacique of Y7zachi/. The 
next day he paſſed by a great towne called 
Hapaluys ; and lodged at Y7achil, and found no-peo- 
ple in 1t, becauſe they durſt not tarrie for the notice the 
Indians had of the 7 Jroreak of Napetuca. Hefoundin 
that towne great ſtore of Maiz, french beanes, and 
* pompions, which is their foode, and that where- 
with the Chriſtians there ſuſtained themſelues.. The 
Maiz is like courſe miller,and the pompions are better 
and more ſauorie then thoſe of Spaine. Fromthence 
the Goucrnou: ſent two Captaines eacha ſundry way 
to ſeeke the Indians. They tooke an hundred menand 
women: of which nay hom as in other places where 
they made any inrodes,the Captaine choſe one or two 
for the Gouernour, and diuided the reſt to himſelte, 
and thoſe that went with him. They led theſe Indians 
in chaines with yron collars abour their neckes ; and 
they ſerued to carrie their ftuffe, -and to grind their 
Maiz,and for other ſeruices that ſuch captiues. could 
doc. Sometimes it happened that going for wood or 
Matz 
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Maiz with them, they killed the Chriſtian that led 

them,and ran away with the chainc: others filed their 

chaines by night with a peece of ſtone, wherewith 

they cut them,and vſcitin ſtead of yron.: Thoſe that 

were percciued paid for themſclues, and for the reſt, 

becauſethey ſhould not dare to doe the likeanother 

time. The women and young boyes, when they were 

once an hundred leagues from their Countrie, and 

had forgotten things, they let goe looſe, and ſothey 

ſcrued; and ina veryſhort ſpace they vnderſtood the 

language of the Chriſtians. From YFachil the Gouer- 

nour departed toward C4palache, and in two daies 

tournic, hee came to a towne called A4xile, and from Axille. 

thence forward the Indiaps were carelcſſe, becauſe 

they had as yet nonotice of the Chriſtians, The next 

day inthe morning, the firſt of Oober, he departed , ,.. _ 

from thence,and commanded a bridgeto bee made 0- | 

ver a Riuer which hee was to paſſe. The deepe of the 

Riuer where the bridge was made, was a ſtones caſt, 

and forward a croſſebow ſhot the water came to the 

waſtezand the wood, whereby the Indians came to ſee 

if "= could defend the pailage, and diſturbe thoſe 

which made the bridge, was very hieandthicke. The 

croſſebow men ſo beſtirred themſclues that they made 

them giue back : andcertain plancks were caſt into the 

Riuer, whereonthe men paſſed, which made good the 

| any a The Gouernor paſſed vp6 Wedneſday,which 

was S. Francs his day, and lodged at a towne which 

was called Yitachuco, ſubietto Apalache : he found it Viachues. 

burning ; for the Indians had fer it on fire... From 

thence torward the countrie was much inhabited, and 

had great ſtoreof Maiz. Hee paſſed by many granges 

like hamlets.On Sundaythe 25, of October, he came Oober x 5/ 
to. 
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Vzcla., . toatowne,which is called Yzels,and vpon Tueſday to 
Anaica Apa- CAnaica Apalache, where the Lord of all that Coun- 
hache, trte and Province was reſident : in which towne the 
Campemaſter, whoſe office it is to quarter our, and 

| lodge men, did lodgeall the companie round about 

within a league, and hakfe a league of it. There were 

other townes, where was great ſtore of Maiz, Pompi- 

ons, French Beanes,and Plummes of the Countrie, 

which are bettcr then thoſe of Spaine, andthey grow 

inthe fields without planting. The victuals that were 

thought neceſlarie to paſſe the winter, were gathered 

Apalache fromtheſe townes to Anaica_Apalache. The Gouer. 
withinzo. nour was informed, that the ſca wasten leagues from 
—_ he thence. Hee preſently ſeat a Capraine thither with 
2 horſemen and footemen : And fixe leagues on the 


Ochere.* way,hefound a towne, which was named Ochere, and 
Trelea.  focametothe ſea; and found a preattree felled, and 


cut into peeces,with ſtakes ſer vp like mangers,and ſaw 
theskulles of horſes. Hee returned with this newes. 
And that was hcld for certaine,which was reported of 
Pamphilo de Naruaez, that there hee had builded the 
barkes wherewith he went out of the land of Florida, 
and was caſt away at Sea. Preſently the Gouernour 
ſent 1ohn Danuſco with 30. horſemen to the port de Spr- 
ritu Santo, where Calderan was, with order, that they 
ſhould abandonthe port, andall of them come to A- 
palache. He departed on Saturday the 17, of Noucm- 
ber. In YFachiand other townes that ſtood in the way 
he found great ſtore of people alreadie carclefſe. Hee 
wouldtake none of the Indians, for not hindring him- 
ſclfe,becauſeit behooued !.im to gige them no leaſure 
to gather themſelues together. He paſſed through the 
townes by night,and reſted without thetownes three 

or 
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_ orfoure houres. In tennedaies he cameto the Port ThePorrde 
 deSpirito Santo. Hecarried with him 20. Indian wo. Pi San 
men, which he tooke in 71ers, and Potano, necre vnto journictrom 
Cale, and ſent them to Donna Iſabellsin the two cara- *p4lache. 
ucls, which hee ſentfrom the Port de Spirits Santoto. 

Cuba. And hecarriedall the footemen in the brigan- 
dines,and coaſting along the ſhore, came to Apalache. 

And Calderan with the horſemen, and ſome croſle- 
bowmen on foote went by land; and in ſomeplaces 

the Indiansſert vpon him, and wounded ſome of his 

men. Aſſoaneas he came to Apalache, preſently the 
Gouecrnour ſent ſawed plankes and ſpikes to the ſea- 

ſide, wherewith was made a piragna or barke,whercin 
wereembarked zo. men well armed; which went our 

of the Bay to the Sea, looking for the brigandines. 
Sometimesthey fought with the Indians, which pal- 
ſedalong the harbour in their canoes. Vpon Satur- 

day the 29. of Nouember, there came an Indian Nouew.:s. 
through the Watch vndiſcouered, and ſet the rowne 

on firc,and with the great wind thatblew,two parts of 

it were conſumed ina ſhorttime.On Sonday the 28.of 
December came lobn Danuſco with the brigandines, Pecan.28. 
The Gouecrnour ſent Franciſco Maldonadoa Captaine 

of footemen with 50. men todiſcouer the coaſt Weſt- 
ward.,and to ſceke ſome Port, becauſe he had determt- 

ned to goby land,and diſcouer y part. That day there 

went out eight horſemen by commandement of the 
Gouernor intothe ficld, two leagues about the towne 

toſeeke Indians : for they were now ſo emboldencd, 

that within two croſſebow ſhot of $camp, they came 

_ andſlew men. They found two men and a woman ga- 

thering French Beanes : the men, Bo they might 


hauefled, yet becauſe they would not leaue the wo- 
man,

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man,which was one oftheir wiues, they reſolged to 
dic fighting : and before they were laine,they woun- 
ded three horſes, whereof one died within a few 
daics after. Calderan going with his men by the Sea- 
coaſt, from a wood that was neere the place, the In- 
dians ſet ypon him,and made him forſake his way, and 
many of them that went with him forſooke ſome ne- 
ceſſarie victuals, which they carried with them. Three 
or foure daies atter the limited time giuen by the Go- 
2ucrnour to Maldonado tor his going and comming, be- 
ing alrcadie determined and refolued, if within eight 
daics he did not come,to tarrie no longer for him, he 
camc, and broughtan Indian from a Prouince, which 
was called 0chus,ftxtie leagues Weſtward from CMpa- 
lache , where he had "$a agood Port of good depth 
and defenſe again{t weather. And becauſe the Goucr- 
nor hoped to finda good countrie forward,he was vc- 
ry well contented. And he ſent Maldonado for victuals 
to Hauana,with order, that he ſhould trarrie for him at 
the Port of Ochus, which hee had diſcoucred, for hee 
would goc ſ[ceke it by land : and if heſhould chance to 
ſtay,and not come thither that ſummer, that then hee 
ſhould returne to Havana, and ſhould come againe the | 
next ſummer after, and tarrie for him at that port : tor 
hee ſaid hee would doc none other thing but goe to 
ſecke Ochns. Franciſco Maldonado departed, and in his 
place for Capraine ofthe tootemen remained 1ohn de 


» Gutman. Ot thoſe Indians which weretaken in Na- 
,» petuca, the treaſurer /ohn Gaytan had a young man, 
,» Which ſaid, that he was not of that Countrie, butof a- 
,» nother farre off toward the Sunriſing, and that it was 
,» long ſince he had trauelled to ſee Countries ; andthat 
- iis Countrie was called 74p«/4,and thata woman did 


goucrne 
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gouerneit : and thatthetowne where ſhe was reſident | 
was of a wonderfull bigneſle, and that many Lords , 

round about were tributarics to her : and ſomegaue 

her clothes, and others gold in abundance: and hee Abundance 
_ told, how it was taken out of the mines,and was moul. 891d: 
ten and refined,as it hee had ſcene itdone, or the diucl , 

had taughtithim. So that all thoſe which knew any , 
thing concerning the ſame, ſaid that it was impoſſible 
to giue ſo you a relation, without hauing ſcene it : 
And all of them, asif they had ſeeneir, by the ſignes 
that he gaue, belecued all that he ſaid to be true.

How the Gonernour departed from Apalache to ſeeks 


Yupaha, aud of that which happened vnto him.

|N Wedenſday the third of March, ofthe | 


[ycere 1540, the Gouernor departed from 
| Anaica Apalache to ſceke Tupaha, He com> 
>==<8s) manded his men to goe prouided with 
Maiz for ſ1xtie leagues of deſert. The horſemen car- 
riedtheir Maiz on their horſes, and the footemen at 
their ſides : becauſe the Indians that were for ſcruice, 
with their miſerable life that they lead that winter, be- 
ing naked and in chaines,died forthe moſt part. With-, _ _. 
in foure daies iournie they cametoagreat Riuer :'and FT 
they madea piragua or ferrie bote, and becauſe of the 
great current,they- made a cable with chaines, which 
they faſtened on both ſides of the Riuer; and the fer- 
ric bote wentalong by it; and the horſes ſwam ouer, 
oy drawne with capſtans. Having paſſed the Riuer, 
In a day and an halfe, they came to a towne called Cs Capachiqui. 
pachiqui, Vpon Friday, the 11. of March, they found

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Indiansin armes. The next day fiue Chriſtians went 
to ſecke morters, which the Indians baue to beate their 
Maiz.and they wentto ccrtaine houſes on the back- 
fide of the Campe enuironed with a wood: And with- 
in the wood were many Indians which came to ſpie 
vs; ofthe which came other hue and ſer vpon vs.One 
of the Chriſtians came running away, giuing an a- 
I:rme vnto thc Campe. Tholc which were moſt readie 
anſwcred the alarme. They found one Chriſtian dead, 
and three ſore wounded. The Indians fled vntoa lake 
adioyning neerea very thicke wood, where the horſes 
could notenter. The Gouernour departed trom C4 
pachiqui, and paſſed through a deſert. On Wedneſday 
the 21. ofthe moneth he came toa towne called T o- 
all: : Andfrom thence forward there wasa difference 
in the houſes. Forthoſe which were behind vs were 
thatched with ſtraw, and thoſe of Toa/i were couered 
with reeds,in manner of tiles. Theſe houſesare verie 
cleanly. Some of them had walles daubed with clay, 
which ſhewed like a mudwall. Inall the cold Coun- 
trie the Indians haue euery onea houſe for the winter 
daubed with clay within and without, and the doore 
is very little : they (hutit by night, and make fire with- 


-1n; ſo thattheyare in itas warme asinaſtoue: andſo 


it continueth all night that they need not clothes : and 
beſides theſe, they haue others for ſummer ;and their 
kitchins neere them, where they make fire and bake 
their bread : and they haue barbacoas wherein they 
keepe their Maiz ; which isan houſe ſct vpintheaire 
vpon foure ſtakes, boorded abour like a chamber, and 
the floore of itis of cane hurdles. T he differece which 
Lords or principall mens houſes haur. from the reſt, 
beſides they be greater, is, that they haue great galle- 
rics 
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ries in their fronts, and vnder them ſcates made of 
canes in manner of benches : and round about them 
they hauc many lofts, wherein they lay vp that which 
the Indians doe giue them for tribute, which is Maiz, 
Deeres skins,and mantles oi the Countrie, which are 
like blankets: they make them of the inner rinde of the 
barkes of trees, and ſome ofa kind of grafle like vnto a ,,an wwe 
nettles, which being beaten, is like vnto flaxe. The wo- flaxe. 
men couer themſelues with theſe mantles, they pur 
one about them from the waſt downeward ; and ano- 
ther ouer their ſhoulder, with their rightarme out, like 
ynto the Egyptians. The men weare but one mantle 
vpon their ſhoulders after the ſame manner: and haue 
theirſecrets hid with a Decres skin, made likea linen 
breech,which was wontto be vſed in Spaine. Theskins 
are well corried, and they giue them what colour they Excell:or 
lit, ſoperfeR, thatif itbe red, it ſeemetha very fine ©9\9u's. 
cloth in graine,and the blackeis moſt fine: and of the 
ſameleather they make ſhooes;and they dictheir man- 
tles in the ſame colours. The Gouernour departed 
from Toalithe 24. of March : he came on Thurſday art 
cuening toaſmall Riuer, where a bridge was made A wall 
whereon the people paſſed, and Benit Fernande; a Por- Kiver. 
tugall fell off from it, and was drowned. Afſſoone as 
the Gouernour had paſled the River, alittle diſtance 
thence he found a towne called TA1cheſe, The Indians 
hadno notice of the Chriſtians: they leaped into a ***© 
Riuer : ſomemen and women were taken; among 
which was one that vnderſtood the youth which gui- 
ded the Gouernour to T#paha : whereby that which 
he had re was more confirmed. For they had 
paſſed through Countries of diuers languages, and 


ſome which he vaderſteod not. The Gouecrnour ſent 
G 3 by 
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by oneof the Indians that weretakento call the Caci- 
que,which was on the other {ide of the Riuer, Hee 
came and made this ſpeech following: 

Right hizhyight _ and excellent Lord ghoſe things 
which ſeldome happen doe cauſe admiration, What then may 
the ſight of your Lordſhip, and your people doe ro mee and 
mine,whom we nener ſaw ? eſpecially being mounted on ſuch 
fierce beaſts as your horſes ave, entring with ſuch violence 
and furie into my Countrie, without my knowledge of your 
comming. It was a thing ſo ſtrange, and cauſed ſuch feare 
and terrour in our mindes, that it was not in onr power to 
ſlay and reccine your Lordſhip with the ſolemmitie due 10 ſo 
hizh and renowned a Prince, as your Lordſhip is. And tru- 
ſtins in your greatneſſe and [ingular vertues, 1 doe not onely 
hope to be freed from blame,but alſo tareceiue fauours : and 
the firſt which I demandof your Lordſhip 6, that you will we 
me,my Countrie, and ſubietts as your owne: and the ſecond, 
that you will tell mee who you are,and whence you come, and 
whither you goe, aud what you ſeeke, that I the better may 
ſernue you therein. 

The Gouernour anſwered him, that hee thanked 
him as much for his offer and good will, as if hee had 
receiued it, and as if hee had offered hima greattrea- 
ſurc: andtold him that he was the ſonne of the Sun, 
and came fiom thoſe parts where he dwelt,and trauel- 
led through that Countric, and ſought the greateſt 
Lord,and richeſt Pronince that was in it. The Caci- 
que told him , that farther forward dwelta great Lord, 
and that his dominion was calle Ocute. He gaue hima 
guide,and an intcrpretour for that Prouince. The Go- 
ucrnour commanded his Indians tobeeſet free, and 
traucll:d through his Countrie vp a River very well 
inhabited. He departed from his townethe firſt of - 

pits 
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prill; and left a very high croſſe of Wood ſet vpinthe 
middeſt of the market place : and becauſe the time 
gaue no morelea{ure, hee declared ro him onely, that 
that croſſe was a memorie of 5 ſarne, whereon Chriſt, 
which was God and man, and created the heauens 
and theearth, ſuffered for our ſaluation: thereforehe 
exhorted them thatthey ſhould reuerenceit: and th 
made ſhew as though they would doe ſo. Thetourt 
of Aprill the Gouernour paſſed by atowne called A+ atramacs. 
zamaca, and the 10, of the moneth he came to Ocwte, |. 
The Cacique ſent him two thouſand Indians with a 
preſent, to wit, many conies, and partriges, bread of conies, Parri- 
Maiz,two hens, and many dogs: which among the ge» Hens, 
Chriſtians were eſteemed as if they had been fat we- "25% 
thers, becauſc ofthegreat want of fleſhmeate and ſalt, 
and hereof in many places, and many times was great 
need; and they were ſoſcarſc, that it a man fell licke, 
there was nothing to cheriſh him withall : and with a 
ſickneſſe,that in another place caflie might haue been 
remedied, he conſumed away till nothing but skinne 
and bones wereleft : and they died of purc weaknes, 
ſomeofthem ſaying, If Thad aflice of mcate, or a few 
cornes offalt, I ſhould not die, The Indians wantno 
fleſhmeat : for they kill with their arrowes many 
dcere,hennes,conies, and other wild fowle : for they 
are very cunningatit : which skill the Chriſtians had 
not: and though they hadirt, they had no leafuretro 
vieit: forthe moſt of the time they ſpent in trauell, 
anddurſtnot preſume to ſtraggleaſide. And becauſe 
they were thus ſcanted of fleth, when fixe hundred 
men that went with Soto, came to any tone, and 
found 30.0r 40. dogs,he that could get one and kill it, 
wought himſelfe no ſmall man: and hethar killed ir, 
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and gaue not his Captaine one quarter, ifhe knew it, 
he frowned on him, and made him fecle it, in the wat- 
ches,or inany other matter of labour that was offered, 
wherein hee might doe him a diſpleaſure. On Mon- 
day the 12. of Aprill, the Gouernour departed from 
Ocute: The Cacique gaue him two hundred T amenes, 
to wit, Indians to carrie burdens: hee paſſed through 
atowne, the Lord whereof was named Cofaqui, and 
came to a prouince of an Indian Lord, called Pato- 
fa, who,becauſe he was in peace with the Lord of 0cu- 
fe, and with the other bordering Lords, had many 
daies before notice of the Gouernour, and defircd to 
ſeehim: He came to viſit him, and made this ſpeech 
following. 

 CHightie Lord, now with goodreaſd reaſon I will craue of for- 
tune to requite thu my ſo great proj /peritie with ſome ſmall ad- 
werſitic ; and I will count my ſel One rich, ſeeing 1 hawe 
obtained that, which in this world 1 m of cnt which i, to 


ſee,and bee able to doe __ Lordſhi ſome ſeruice. And al- 


thiuzh the tongue bee the image of thatwhich & in the heart, 
and that the contentment which 1 feele in my heart 1 cannot 
diſſemble,yet ts it not ſufficent wholly to manifeſt _— 
Where did this your Countrie, which I doe gouerne,deſeruc 
ro be viſited of ſo ſoueraigne, and ſoexcellent a Prince, whom 
all the reſt of the world ought to obey and ſerue? And thoſe 
which inhabit it being ſo baſe, what ſhall bee the iſſue of ſuch 
pp corn if their memorie doe not repreſent vuto them ſome 
erſitie that may betide them,accordine to the order of for- 
tune? If from this day forward we may þ capable of thus be- 
nefit that your Lordſhip will hold ws for your owne,we cannot 


faile to be ſamoured and maintained in true iuftice and rea- 
ſon, and to hane the name of men. For ſuch as are void of 


reaſon and iuſlice, may bee compared to brate beaſls, For 
mine 
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mine owne part,from my very heart with rexerence due to 
ſuch a Price, Ioffer my {a wnto your Lordſhip, & ocſeech 
you; that in reward of thu my true good will,youwill vouch- 
ſafe to make wſe of mine owne perſon, my Countrie, and 
ſabiects. 
The Gouernour anſwered him, that his offers and 
good wil declared by the cffeR,did highly pleaſe him, - 
whereot he would alwaies be mindfull ro honourand 
 fauour him as his brother. This Countrie, from the 
fi:ſt peaceable Cacique, vnto the Prouince of Patefa, | 
which were fittie leagues,is a fat Countrie, beautifull, —_—_ 
and very fruittull, and very well watered, and full of NH mg 
g00d Riucrs. And from thence to the Port de Spiri- 
to Santo, where wee firſt ariued inthe land of Florida, 
(which may bee 350. leagues, little more or leſle) is 
a barren land, and the moſt of it groues of wild Pine- 
trees.low and full of lakes, and in ſome places very hie 
and thicke groues, whither the Indians that were in 
armes fled, ſo that no man could find them, neither 
could any horſes enter into them. Which was an 
inconuenience tro the Chriſtians, in regard of the 
vituals which they tound conuecied away ; and ofthe 
trouble which they had in ſeeking of Indians to bee 


their guides.

How th- Goutrnour departed from the Prounce of Pato- 
fa,and went through a deſert where he and all humen 


fe l into great diftreſſe,and extreme miſerie. 


N the towne of Parofa the youth, which the Go. . 
uernour carried with him for an interpretour and 
4 guide, begin to fome at the mourh, and rum- 


ble onthe ground, as one poſſeſſed with the diuelt: 
They. 
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They ſaid a Goſpell ouer him;and the fit left him. And 

he ſaid, that foure daies iournie from thencetoward 

the Sunne riling, was the prouince that he ſpake of. 

The Indians of Patofa ſaid, that toward that part they 

knew no habitation ; butthat toward the Northweſt, 

they knew a Prouince which was called Coca, a verie 

plentifull countric, which had very great townes in it. 

The Caciquetold the Gouernour, that if he would go 

thither,he would giue him guides and Indians for bur- 

dens;and if he would goe whitherthe youth ſpake of, 

that he would likewiſe giue him thoſe that he needed : 

and ſo with louing wordsand offers of courtefie,they 

tooke their leaues the one of the other. Hee gaue him 

ſeuen hundred Indians to beare burdens. He tooke 

Maiz for fouredaics iournie. Hee trauelled (1xe daies 

by a _ which grew narrow more and more,till it 

was loſt altogether : He went where the youth did 

Twoſwifs leadhim, and paſſed two Riuers which were wadcd : 
ues. eachofthem was two crofſcbowſhot ouer : the water 
came to theſtirrops, and had ſogreata current, thatit 
 wasneedfull for the horſcmen to ſtand one before a- 

nother, that the ftootemen might paſſe aboue them lea- 

Another ning vnto them. He cameto another Riuer of a grea- 
greater RET. ter current and largenes, which was paſſed with more 
trouble, becauſe the horſes did {iwimatthe comming 

out about a lances length. Hauing paſſed this Riuer, 

the Gouernor cametoa groue of pinctrees,and threat- 

ned the youth, and made as though hee would haue 

caſt him tothe dogges, becauſe hc had toldhim alie, 

Nine dance Taying, it was but foure daies iournic, and they had 
12u:nis Trauclled ninc,and cucry day 7. or 8. leagues, and the 
men by this time were growne wearic and weake,and 


the horſes leane through the great [canting of the 
Maiz, 
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Maiz. The youth ſaid, that hee knew not where hee 
was. Itſaued him that he was not caſt to the L 
that there was neuer another whom bu 07777 did vn. 
derſtand. The Gouernour with them two,and with 
ſome horſemen and footemen, leauing the Campe in 
a groue of pinetrees,trauclled that day 5. or.6. leagues 
to ſcek a way, and returned at night very comforrlc le, 
and without finding any figne of way or towne, The 
nextday there were ſundrie opinions deliuered, whe- 
ether they ſhould goe backe,or what they ſhould doe : 
and becauſe backward the Countrie whereby they 
had paſſed was greatly ſpoiled and deſtitute of Maiz, 
and that which they brought with them was ſpent, 
and the men were very weake, and the horſes likewiſe, 
they doubted much whether they might come to any 
lace where they might helpe themſclues. And be- 
ides this,they were of opinion, that poingin that ſort 
out of order, that any Indians would P_ to ſet 
vpon them, ſo that with hunger, or with warre, they 
could nor eſcape. The Goucrnour determined to 
ſend horſemen from thence cuery way to ſceke habi- 
tation : and the next day he ſent fourc Captaines,cue- 
2 & mg ſundrie way with eight horſemen. Arnight 
they came againe, leading their horſes, or driving 
them with a ſticke before, for they were ſo wearie, 
thatthey could not lead them;neither found they any 
way nor figne of habiration. The next day, the Go- 
vernour ſent other foure with as many horſemen that 
could fwim,to paſſe the Oſe and Rivers which they 
ſhould find, and they had choice horſes the beſt that 
were inthe Campe. The Captaincs were Baltaſar de 
Gallegos, which went vpthe Riucr; and John Dannſco, 


downethe Riucr: A!onſs Romo, and lobn Rearignee 
ES. 
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Lobills went into the inward parts of the land. The

ſowes,and had by this time three hundred ſwine: He 
commanded cuery man ſhould haue halfea pound of 
hogs fleſh.cuery day : and this hee did three or toure 
daies after the Maiz was all ſpent. With this ſmall 
quantitie of flcſh,and ſome ſodden hearbs, with much 
trouble the people were ſuſtained. The Gouernour 
diſmiſſed F Indians of Patofa, becauſe hee had no food 
to giue them; who deſiring to accompanie and ſerue 
the Chriſtians in their neceſſtie, making ſhew that it 
gricucdthem very muchto returne,vntill they hadleft 
them in a peopled Countrie, returned to their owne 
home. 1ohn Danuſcocame on Sunday late in the euc- 
ning, and brought newes that he had found a little 
towne 12.0r 13.lcagues from thence: he brought a wo- 
man and a boy that he tooke there. With his commin 
and with thoſ. newes, the Gouernour and all the re 
were {oglad, that they ſeemed at that inſtant to haue 
net from death to life, Vpon Monday,the twen- 
tiefxe of Aprill, the Gouernour departed to goe to 
the towne, which was called 4ymay,; and the Chriſti- 
ans named it the towne of Relzefe. He left where the 
Camp had lien atthe footeof a Pinetree a letter bu- 
ried, and letters carued in the barke of the pine, the 
contents whereof was this: Dig here atthe foot of this 
pine,& you ſhal find aletter, And this he did, becauſe 
when the Captaines came, which were ſent to ſeeke 
{>me habiration, they might ſeethe letter, and know 
what was become of the Gouernour, and which way 


| he ws gone. There was no other way to the town, but 


the markes that 70h» Danuſcolc ft made vpon the trees. 
The Goucrnour with ſome of them that had the i 
horſes 
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horſes came to it on the Monday : And all the reſt in- 
forcing themſclues the bcſt they could, ſome of them 
lodged within two leagues of the towne, ſome within 
three and fourc,cuery one as he was abletogoe, and 
his ſtrength ſcrucd him. There was foundin the towne 
a ſtorehouſe fullot the Aowre of parched Maiz ; and 
ſome Maiz,which was diſtributed by allowance. Here 
were foure Indians taken, and none of them would 
conteſſe any other thing, but that they knew of none 


other habitation. The Goucrnour commanded @Sne am 19-9m 
ec 


of them tro be burned ; 8 preſently another confeſſed, 1,40 


that two daics iournic trom thence, there was a Pro- 
uince that was called Catifa-Chiqur. Vpon Wedneſday 
came the Captaines Ba/taſar de Gallegos, Alfonſo Roms, 
and John Rodriguez, Libillo : for they had found the let- 
ter,and followed the way which the Gouernour had 
taken toward the towne. Two men of /obn Rodrigues 
companie were loſt, becauſe their horles tired : the 
Goucrnour checked him very ſore for leauing them 
behind,and ſentto ſecke them : and afloone as they 
came, he departed toward: Cutifa-Chiqui. In the way 
three Indians were taken, which ſaid,thatthe Ladie of 
that Countrie had notice alreadie of the Chriſtians, 
and ſtaied for them in a towneof hers. The Gover- 
nour ſent by one of them tooffer her his friendſhip, 


and to aduertiſe her how hee was comming thither. FER: 
The Gouernour came ynto thetowne : and preſently ; an 


there came foure canoes to him; in one of them came 
a ſ1'*cr of the Ladie,andapproching to the Goucrnour 


ſhe ſaid thcſe words : 
Excelient Lord, my ſiſter ſendeth wnto you by me 10 biſſe 


your Loraſhips hands,and to [\21ifie unto you, that the cauſe

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The Gouernour gaue her thankes,and ſhe returned 
to the otherſide of the Riuer; Within alittle while the 
Ladic-came out-of the towne in a Chaire, whereon 
certaine of the principall Indians brought her to the 
Riuer. She entredintoabarge, which had the ſterne 
tilted ouer,and on the floore her matreadielaied with 
two cuſhions vpo it one vypon another, where ſhe ſate 
her downe;and with her came her principall Indians 
in other barges, which did wait vpon her. She went 
tothe place where the Gouernor was,and at her com- 
ming he made this ſpeech following : 

Excellent Lord, 1 wiſh this comming of your Lordſhip in- 
to theſe your Countries,to be moſt happie : although my power 
be not anſwerable to my wil, and my ſernices be not according 
to my deſire, nor ſuch as ſo hizh a Prince, as your Lordſhip, 
deſerueth,yet ſince the good will is rather to be accepted, then 
all the treaſures of the world, that without it are offered,with 
moſt unfaileable and manifeſt effettion,1 offer you my perſon, 
Lands, and ſubieits, and this ſmall ſeruice. 

And therewithal ſhe preſented vnto him great ſtore 
of clothes of the Countrie, which ſhee brought in 0- 
ther canocs; to wit, mantles and skinnes; and tooke 
from her owne neckea great cordon of perles, and 
caſt it adout the necke of the Goucrnour, entertaining 
him with very gracious ſpeeches of loue and courtechie, 
and commanded canocsto be brought thither, where- 
inthe Governour and his people paſſed the Riuer. AC. 
ſoone as hee was lodged in the towne, ſhe ſenthim 2-- 
nother preſent of many hens. This Countrie was ve-- 

ric 
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rie pleaſant, fat, and hath goodly meadows by the Ri- 


vers. Their woods are thin, and ful of walnut trees and Walnut treer, 
Mulberrie trees. They ſaid the ſea was two daics iour- pivery irees 


nic from thence. Within a league, and haltfe a league Theſes wwo 
about this towne,were greattownes diſpeopled, and 4es ivunic 
ouergrowne with grafle ; which ſhewed,that mn had * 
been long without inhabitants. The Indians faid,that 
two yeere before there wasa plague in that Countric, 
and that they remooued toother townes. There was 
in their ſtorchouſes great quantitie of clothes, mantles —_—_—_ it. 
of yarne made of the barkes of trees,and others made ,,.., 
of feathers, white,greene,red,andyellow, very fine af- Maniles of 
tertheir vſe,and profitable for winter. There were al- ***%** 
ſo many Deeres skinnes, with many compartiments 
traced in them, and ſome of them made into. hoſe, 
ſtockings,and ſhooes. Andthe Ladie perceiuing,that 
the Chriſtians eſteemed the perles, aduiſed the Go- 
uernour to ſend to ſearch certaine graues that were in 
that towne,and that hee ſhould find many : andthatit 
hee would fend to the diſpeopled townes,hee might 
load all his horſes. They ſought the graues of that 
towne,and there found fouretcene rooues of perles, Three hun- 
and little babies and birds-made of them. The people drcdninerie 
were browne, well made,and well proportioned, and ris te 
more ciuill then any others that were ſcenein all the 
Countrie of Florida, and all of them went ſhod and 
clothed. The youth rold the Gouernour, that hce be- 
gan now to enter into the land which he ſpake of : and 
lome credit was giuen him that it was ſo, becauſe hee 
vnderſtood the _—_— of the Indians : and hee re- 
Pony thathe might bee Chriſtened, for he ſaid hee 

efired to become a Chriſtian : Hee was Chriſtened, 
and named Peter; and the Goucrnour commanded 

H 3 him 
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him to bee looſed froma chaine, in which vntill that 

time he had gone. This Countrie,as the Indians repor- 

ted, had been much inhabired,and had the fame of a 

good Countrie, And,asit ſecmeth, the youth, which 

was the Goucrnours guide, had heard of it, and that 

which he knew by herclay, hee athrmed that hee had 

ſeene,and augmentcd at his pleafurc. In this rowne 

was found a | compa beades, that had belonged to 

Thiszowue Chriſtians. The Indians reported,rhat Chiifſtians had

2» | fontheha This towne,many yeeres agoe, Hee that came thither 
- | uenof Sama was the Goucrnour, the Licencrate Lucas YVaſqurz, de 
I Helena, LAylion,which wentto conquer this Countrie,and at 
lathe ycere his comming to the Port hee died; and there was a 

464 diuiſion,quarrels andflaughters berweene ſome prin- 

cipall men which went with him, for the principall 

g2uernment : And without knowing any thing of 

the Countrie, they returned home to Hiſpaniola. All 

Icisinzz, the Companie thought it gdod to inhabit that Coun- 

degrees = trje,becaulſe it was ina remperatclimate: And that if it 

werc inhabited, al the ſhippes of New Spaine,of Pers, 

Santa Martha, and Tierra firme, in their returne for 

| Spaine, might well rouch there : becauſe it was in their 

bs way; and becauſe it was a good Countrie,and fired fie 
co ratie cormmoditic. The Goucrnour,fince his intent 

was to ſecke another treaſure, like that of Htabalipe 

Lord of Peru, was not contented with a good Coun- 

tric, nor with pearles, though many of them were 

worth their weight in gold. Andit the Countrie had 

been diuided among the Chriſtians, thoſe which the 

Indians had fiſhed for afterward, would haue been of 

more value : forthoſe which they had, becauſe they 

burnacd them inthe fire, did lecſe their colour. The 

Gouecrnour 
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Gouernour anſwered them, that vrged him to inha- 

bit, That in all the Countric, there were not victualsto 

ſuſtaine his men one moneth; and that it was needtull 

to reſort to the Port of vcus, where Maldanado was to 

ſtay for them : and that if no richer Countrie were 

- found, they might rerurne againe to that whenſocuer 

they would: and in the meane timethe Indians would 

ſow their fields, and it would be better furniſhed with 

Maiz. He inquired of the Indians, whether they had 

' notice of any great Lord farther into theland. They 

told him, that 12. daies journie from thence, there was Chiaha tz. 

a Prouince called Chzaba, ſubiet to the Lord of Coga, 4aics journie 
Preſently the Gouernour determined to ſecke thatyggun*, 
land. And being a ſterne man, and of few words, Coſte 7. daics 
though he was glad to ſift and know the opinion ofall ormie non 
men, yetafter hee had deliuercd his owne, hee would which iowne 
not be contraried,and alwaies did what liked himſclfe, *t Coſte, hey 
and fo all men did condeſcend vnto his will. And c.chup.is. 
though it ſeemed an crrour to leaue that Countrie, 

(for others might haue been ſought round abour, 

where the people might haue bcen ſuſtained, vniill the kn 
harueſt had been readie there,and the Maiz gathered) 

etthere was none that would ſay any thing againſt 


im, after they knew his reſolution.

the third day of May. And becaule the Indi- 
ans had reuoked,and the will of the Ladie was 


percetued,that if ſhe could, ſhe would depart without

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giuing any guides or men for burdens,for the wrongs 
which the Chriſtians had done to the Indians : (for 
there neuer want ſome among many ofa baſe ſort,that 
tor alittle gaine doc put themlclues and others in dan- 
ger of vndoing.) The Gouernour commanded her to 
be kept in ſafegard, and carried with him, not with fo 
g00d mes as ſhe deſerued for $ good wil the ſhewed, 
and good entertainement that ſhe had made him. And 
he verifiedthat old proucrb which ſaith, For weldoing 
I receiue evill. And ſohe carried her on foot with his 
bondwomen to looke vnto her. In all the townes 
where the Goucrnour paſſed, the Ladie commanded 
the Indians to come and carrie the burdens from one 
towne to another. We paſſed through her Countrie 
an hundred leagues,in which,as we ſaw,ſhe was much 
obeyed. For the Indians did all that ſhe commanded 
them with great efficacie and diligence. Peter the 
youth that was our guide,ſaid,thatſhe was not the La- 
dic her {clfe,but a neece of hers, which came to that 
rowne to execute certaine principal men by comman- 
dement of the Ladic,which had withheld hertribute: 
which words were not belecued, becauſe ofthe lies 
which they had found in him before ; but they bare 
with all things, becauſe of the need which they had of 
him, todeclare what the Indians ſaid. In feuen daies 
ſpace the Gouernour came toa Prouince called Chala- 
qae,the pooreſt Country of Maiz that was ſeene in Fle- 
rida, The Indians fed vponrootes and herbes which 
they ſecke in the fields, and vpon wild beaſts, which 
they kil with their bowes and arrowes: and it isa veric 
entle people. All of them goe naked, and are very 
cane. There was a Lord, which fora great preſent, 
brought the Goucrnour two Decresskins: andthere 
Were 
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were in that Countrie many wild hennes. In one 790- Hennes, 


townethey made him a preſent of 700. hennes,and ſo 


- inothertownes they ſent him thoſe which they had 
orcould get. From this Prouince to another,which is 


called Xua/la, he ſpent fiue daies : here he found very Xuallag. daics 


little Maiz , and for this cauſe, though the people were 
 wearied,and the horſes very weake, he ſtaied no more 
buttwo daies. From Ocate to Catifa-chiqui, may bee 
ſome hundred and thirtie leagues, whereof 80. are 
wilderneſſe. From Catifa-chiquito Xualla,two hundred 
and fiftic,and it isan hillie Countrie., T he Gonernour 


departedtrom X#a/latoward Guaxule: he palled very, 
_ roughandhie hilles. In that iournic,the Ladie of Ca- wo les. 


tifa-chiqui (whom the Gouernour carried with him, 
as is afore ſaid, with purpoſeto carrie her to Guaxue, 
becauſc her territoric reached thither) going on a day 
with the bondwomen which lead her,went out of the 
way,and centred intoa wood, ſaying, ſhe went tocaſc 
her ſelfe,and ſo ſhe deceiued them, and hid her ſelfein 
the wood, and though they ſought herthey could not 
find her. She carried away with her alittle cheſt made 
of canes in manner of a coffer, which they call Peraca, 
full of vnbored perles. Some which could judge of 
them,ſaid, that they were of great value. An Indian 
woman that waited on her did carrie them. The Go- 
uernour not to diſcontent her altogether, left them 
with her,making account that in Geaxe/ehe would ask 
them of her, when he gaue herleaueto returne: which 
coffer ſhe carried away,and went to Xualla with three 
flaues which fled from the Campe,and one horſeman 
which remained behind, who wh, ax of an ague 
went out ofthe way. and was loſt. This man, whoſe 


name was Alimames, dealt with the ſlaucs to change 
I their

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their cuill purpoſe, and returne with him tothe Chri- 
ſtians : which two of them did; and Alzmamoes and 
they ouertooke the Gouernour 50. leagues from 
thence ina Prouince called Chiaha; and reported how 
the Ladie remained in Xua//a with a ſlaue of Hndrew 
de Y aſconcellos, which would not come backe with 
them,and that of a certaintie they liued as man and 
wite rogether,and meant to goe both to Cutifa-chiqui. 
Within fiue daics the Gouernour came to G#axule. 
The Indians there gaue him a preſent of 300. dogges, 
becauſe they ſaw the Chriſtians eſteeme them, and 
ſoughtthem tofeed on them : for among them they 
arenoteaten. In. Geaxale, and all that way, was very 
little Maiz. The Gouernour ſent from thence an In- 
dian with a meſſage to the Cacique of Chiaha,to delire 
himto gather ſome Maiz thicher, that he mightreſt a 
few daies in Chiaha. The Goucrnour departed from 
Guaxnule,and intwo daics iournic came toa towne cal- 
led Canaſazua. There met him on the way 20. Indians

'there met him 15. Indians loaden with Maiz,which 


there be many,and thoſe very good, from Cutifa-chiqus 
thither, and ſo forward in other Prouinces,and alſo 
nuts and plummes. And the trees grow in the fields 
without planting or dreſſing them, and are as big and 
as rancke,as though they grew in gardens digged and 
watcred. From the time that the Gouernour depar- 
ted from Canaſagua, hee iournied fiue daies through a 
deſert; and two leagues before hee came to Chiaha, 


the Cacique had ſent; and they told him onhis be- 
halfe,that he waited his comming with 20. barnes full 
of it;and farther, that himſelfe,his Countrie, and ſub- 


ices, & al things cls were at his ſeruice. On the 5.day of 
| __ Tune 
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Iune,the Gouernor entred into Chiaha : The Cacique lune x. 
voided his owne houſes, in which he lodged, & recei- (ai fue 
ued him with much ioy,ſaying theſe words following: o&:od 10, 
HMightie and excellent Lord, 1 hold my ſelfe for ſs hapie leagues trom 
4 man, in that it hath pleaſedyour Lordſhip 10 wſe me, thas i 
nothing could haue happened wnto me of more contentment, 
wor that 1 would haue eſteemed ſo much. From Guaxulc 
your Lordſhip ſent vnto me, that 1 ſhould prepare CMairz: 
for yow in thu towne for two moneths : Here I haue for you 
20. barnes full of the choiſeſt that in all the Countrie could 
be found. If your Lordſhip bee not entertained by me in ſuch 
ſort,as us fit for ſo hie a Prince, reſpect my tender age, which 
 excuſeth me from blame,and receine my good wil, which with 
much loyaltie,truth, and ſinceritie, I will alwaies ſhewin any 
thing which ſhall concerneyour Lordſhips ſeruice. 
The Gouernor anſwered him, that he thanked him 
very much for his ſeruice and offer, and that he would 
alwaies account him as his brother. There was in this 
towne much butter in gourds melted like oile : they The fac of 
ſaid it was the fat of beares. There was found alſo ><. 
great ſtore of oile of walnuts, which was cleare as but- Oile of wal- 
ter,and ofa good taſte,anda pot full of honic ofbees, P's 
which neither before nor afterward was ſeene inall xc... 
the Countrie. The towne was in an Ifland betweene Chiaha ſcared 
' two armes of a Riuer, and was ſeated nigh one of '*** Hand: 
them. The Riuer diuideth it fclfe into thoſe two 
branches two croſſebow ſhot aboue the towne, and 
meeteth againea league beneath the ſame. The plaine 
berweene both the branches is ſomctimes one croſle- 
bow ſhor, ſometimes two crofſebow ſhort over. The | 
branches are very broad, and both of them may be 
waded ouer. There were all along them verie good 
meadows, and manie fields ſowne with Maiz. And

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becauſe the Indians ſaiedin their towne,the Gouer- 
nour only lodged in the houſes of the Cacique, and 


his peopleinthefields ; wherethere was cuer atree,e- 


ueric one tooke one for himſelfe.- Thus the Camplay 


ſeparated one from another, and out of order. The 
Gouernour winked atit, becauſe the Indians were in 
peace, and becauſe it was very hot, and the people 
ſhould haue ſuffered great extremitie,if ithad not bin 
ſo. The horſes came thither ſo weake, that for teeble- 
neſſe,they were notable to carrietheir maſters: becauſe 
that from Cutrfa-chigni, they alwaies trauelled with ve- 
riclittle prouender,and were hunger-ſtarued and tired 
euer ſince they came from the defer of Ocute. And be- 
cauſe the moſt of them were not in caſe to vſc in bat- 
tell, though need ſhould require, they ſent them to 
teedinthenightaquarterofa league from the Camp. 
The Chriſtians were there in great danger, becauſe 
that if atthistime the Indians hadſet vpon them, they 
had been in cuill caſe to haue defended themſelues. 


20.Daicsreſt. The Goucrnour reſted there thirtie daics, in which 


time, becauſe the Countrie was very fruitfull, the hor- 
ſes grew fat. Atthe time of his departure, by the im- 
porrunitie of ſome, which would haue more then was 
reaſon, heedemanded of the Cacique 3o. women to 
make {laues of. Hee anſwered that he would conferre 
with his chiefe men. Andbeforcheercturned an an- 
{were,one night all of them with their wiues and chil- 
dren forſooke the towne,and fled away.” The nextday 
the Gouernour purpoſling to goeto ſecke them, the 
Cacique came vnto him, and at his comming vſed 

theſe words vntothe Gouernour: 
AMightie Lord, with ſhame and feare of your Lordſhip, 
becauſe my ſubietts againſt my will haue done amiſſe in ab-

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we themſelues, I went my way without your licenſe ; and 
tet, I come to yeeld my ſeife into your power, 10 diſpoſe of mee 
at your owne pleaſure. For my ſubiet}s do not obey mee, nor

gonerneth this Countrie for me,ontill 1be of a perfett age. If 
your Lordſhip will purſue them. and execute on them that, 
which for their dj ce they deſerne,l will be your guide, 
ſince at this preſent my fortune will not ſuſſer me to per forme 
more. . | 
""Traktanly the Gouernour with zo. horſemen, and 
as many footemen, wentto ſecke the Indians, and paf+ Cnwine 
ing by ſome townes of the principall Indians which © 
hadabſented themſclues, hee cur and deftroyed great 
fhelds of Maiz, and went vp the Riuer, where the In- 
dians were in anIfland, where the horſemen could 
not come atthem. There he ſent them word byan In- - 
dian to returneto their towne and feare nothing, and 
that they ſhould giue him men to carrie burdens, as al 
thoſe behind had done; for he would haueno Indian 
women, ſeeing they were ſoloth topart with them.. 
The Indians accepted his requeſt,and cametothe Go- 
uernour to excuſe themſelues; and fo all ofthem re- 
turned to their towne. A Cacique ofa Prouince cal- 
eld Coe, came to this towne to viſitthe Gouernour.

As hee was talking with him, there went from 
the Campe certaine footemen tothe toiwne toſceke 
ſome Maiz,and notcontented with it, they ranſacked 
and ſearched the houſes, and took? what they found. 
With this deſpite the Indians began to rife and to take 
theirarmes : and ſome of them with cudgils in their 
hands, ran vpon fiue or fixe Chriſtians, which had 
done them wrong, and beat them at rhcir pleaſure, 
The Gouernour ſeeing them al in an vprore,and him- 
ſelfeamong them with ſo few Chriſtians, to eſcape 
their hands vicd aſtratagem,farre againſt his owne d! 
poſition, being,as hee was, very francke and open:and 
though it gricued him very much that any Indian 

ſhould be ſo bold, as with reaſon, or withoutreaſonto 
deſpiſe the Chriſtians, he tooke vp a cudgel,and tooke 
their parts againſt his owne men; which was a meanes 
to quietthem : Andpreſcntly heſent word by a man 
very ſecretly to the Campe, that ſome armed men 
ſhould come toward the place where he was; and hee 
tooke the Cacique by the hand,vſing very mild words 
vnto him, and with ſome principall Indians thatdid 
accompanie him,he drew them out ofthe towne into 
a plaine way, and ynto the ſight ofthe Campe, whi- 
ther by little andlittle with good diſcretion the Chri- 
ſtians began to come andto gather about them. Thus 
the Gouernour led the Cacique, and his chicfe men 
 vntill heentred withthem into the Campe : andneere 
vnto his tent, hee commanded them to be putin ſafe 
cuſtodie: and told them, that they ſhould not depart 
without giuing bim a guide and Indians for RR 


CA wiſe fira- 
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andtill certaine ficke Chriſtians were come, which he 

had commanded to come downe the Riuerin canoes 

from Chiaha, and thoſe alſo which hehad ſent to the 
Prouinceof Chiſcea: (for they werenotreturned, and 

'  hefearedthatthe Indians hadfſlaine the one, and the 

Thoſe which. other.) Withinthree daies after,thoſe which were ſent 
ſecke Chilra to Chiſca returned, and made report, that the Indians 
returne- Had carried them through a Countrie ſo poore of 
High moun- . . $$ £ 
ce, Maiz, and fo rough, and ouer fo high mountaines; 
that it was impoſſible for the armieto trauell that way; 
and thatſeeing the way grew very long, and thatth 

lingred much,they conſulted to returne from a little 

Aliule poor poore towne, where they ſaw nothing that was of any 
row kide Profit, and brought an oxe hide, which the Indians 
with hairelike gauethem, asthinne as a caluesskinne, and the haire 
he yp, [ke a ſoft wooll,berweene the courſe and fine wooll 
Hiſtor. Gene- Of ſheepe. The Cacique gaue a guide, and menfor 
4 "ai burdens, and departed with the Gouernours leaue. 
4 The Gouernour departed from Co#ethe ninth of Tu- 
from Colte, lie,and lodged at atowne called Ta/4: The Cacique 
came Conch to receiuehim on the way, and made this 

ſpeech : 

Excellent Lord and Prince,worthie to be ſerned and obey- 
ed of all the Princes in the world; howſoener for the mofl part 
by the outward phyſiognomie,the inward vertae may bee tud- 
ged,and that who you are,and of what flrength,was knowne 
wnto mee before now : 1 will not inferre hereupon how meane 
I am in yoar preſence, to hope that my poore ſeruices will bee 
gratefull and acceptable : ſince whereas flrength faileth; the 
w:ll doth not ceaſe 10 be praiſed and accepted! And for this 
cauſe I preſume toreque#t your Lordſhip,that you willbe plea- 
ſed onely to reſpect the ſame, and conſider wheremn you will 
command my ſeruice in this your Conntrie. 

The 
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The Gouernour anſwered him, that his good will 
and offer was as acceptable vnto him, as if he had offe- 
red himall the treaſures of the world, and that hee 
would alwaies intreate, fauour, and eſtceme him as if 
he were his owne brother. The Cacique commanded 
prouiſion neceſlarie tor two daies, while the Gouer- 
nour was there, to be brought thither : and atthe time 
of his departure, he gaue him foure women and two 
men,which hee had need of to beare burthens. The 
Gouernour trauelled fixe daics through many townes 
Ra 


ſubte& to the Cacique of Coca: & as he entred into h 
Countrie many Indians came vnto him euery day 
from the Cacique,and met him on the way with mef- 
ſages, one going, and another comming. Hee came 
to Coca vpon Friday, the 26. of Iulie. The Cacique Cog. 
came foorth toreceiue him two croſſebow ſhot from !=be 26: 
the towne in achaire,which his principall men carried 
on their ſhoulders, fitting vpona cuſhion, and cauered 
with a garment of Marterns, ofthe faſhion and bignes Mare. 
of a womans huke : hec hadon his head adiadem of 
teathers, and round about him many Indians playing 
vpon flutes,andfinging. Afſoone as he came ynto the 
ouernour, he did his obeyſance, and vitered theſe 
words following : TRE 1 
Excellent and mightie Lord, about all them of the earth, 
although 1 come but now to receineyou, yet I hanereceined 
you many daits agoe in my heart, to wit, from the day 
wherein 1 had. firtt notice of your Lordſhip ; with ſo great 
deſire to ſerue you, with ſogreat pleaſure and contentment, 
that thu which I miake ſhew of, s m— regard of 
that which &s in my heart, neither can it any kind 
of compariſon. T his you may hold for certaine, that to ob- 
taine the dominion of the whole world, would not hane re- 
K 
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ioyced me ſo muchas your ſight, neither would I hane beld it 
forſa __ 4 felicitie. Doe not looke for me 10 offer you that 
which « your owne : to wit,my perſon,my lands and ſubietts: 
onely I will buſie my ſelfe in commanding my men with all di- 
lizence and due reverence to welcome you from hence 10 the 
towne with playing and ſinging, where your Lordſhip ſhall be 
lodzed and attended wpon by my ſelfe and them : and all that 
I poſſeſſe, your Lordſhip ſhall ſe as it were your owne. For 
your Lordſhip ſhall doe mee a wverie great fanour in ſo doing. 
The Gouernour gaue him f Jus, and with great 
toy they both went conferring together, till they came 
The tomne- tg thetowne : and he commanded his Indians to void 
their houſes, wherein the Gouernor and his men were 
lodged. There was in the barnes, and in the fields, 
great ſtore of Maiz and French Beanes : The Country 
Manygreaz Was greatly inhabited with many great townes, and 
townes. many ſowne fields, which reached fromthe one to the 
other. It was pleaſant, far, full of good meadows vpon 
Manyplum- Riuers. There were in the fields, many Plum trees, aſ- 
rreesot di- yell of ſuch asgrow in Spine,as ofthe Countrie : and 
Twolors of Wild tall vines, that runne vp the trees ; and be- 
grapes. AFfidestheſe,there were other low vines with big and 
{ſweet grapes ; but for want of digging and dreſſing, 
they had greatkirnels inthem. The Gouernour vſed 
obey guard onerthe Caciques, becauſe they ſhould 
not abſent themſclues, and carried them with him, till 
he came out of their Countries : becauſe that carry- 
ing them along with him, he lookedto find people in 
the townes,and they gaue him guides,and men to car- 
rie burdens : and before hee went out oftheir Coun- 
tries, he gaue them licence toreturne to their houſes, 
and to their porters likewiſe, aſſoone as he came to any 


other Lordſhip,where they gaue him others. The _ 
O 
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of Coca ſeeing their Lord detained,tooke it in cuil part, 
and TT and hid themſelues in the woods, alwell 
thoſe of the towne of the Cacique, as thoſe of the 0- 
ther townes obs principall ſubiets. The Gouernor 
ſent out foure Captaines, cucry one his way to ſecke 
them. They ole many men and women, which 
were put into chaines: They feeing the hurt which 
they receiued,and how little they gained in abſenting 


themſelues,came againe, promiſing to do whatſoeuer 
they were commanded. Of thoſe which were taken 


priſoners, ſome principall men were ſet at libertie, 
whom the Cacique demanded : and cuery one that 
had any,carried the reſt in chaines like (laues, without 
letting them goeto their Countric : neither did any 
returne, but ſome few, whoſe fortune helped them 
with the good diligence which they vſed to file off 


their chaines by night, or ſuch as in their trauelling 
could {lippe akide out of the way, ſeeing any neglt- 


gence in them that kept them: ſome eſcaped away 
with the chaines, and with the burdens, and clothes 


which they carried.

uer ſuffercd him to paſſe,he fet forward, and lodgedat 
2townenamed /llibahals. There camg to him on the 
way,on the nam we behalfe of that Prouince, tenor 
twelue principall Indiansto offer him his ſeruice all 
of them had thcir plumes of feathers, and bowes and 
arrowes, The Goucrnour comming to the towne 
with twclue horſemen, and ſome footemen of his 
guard, lcauing his peoplea croſſeboiy ſhot from the 
towne,entred into it, hee found all the Indians with 
their wcapons:andas farreas he could gheſle, they ſee- 
med to haue ſome euill meaning. It was knowneaf- 
terward, that they were determined to take the Caci- 
que of Coca from the Gouecrnour, if hee had requeſted 
it. The Goucrnour commanded all his peopletoen- 


walled 0ut. terthe towne, which was walled about, and neereyn- 
The faſhion of £O it paſſed a ſmall Riuer. The wall, aſwell of that,as of 
thetr walles. others, which afterward wee ſaw, was of great poſts 


Artowne. 


thruſt deepe into the ground and very rough, and ma- 
ny long railcs as big as ones arme laid acrofſe between 
them,and the wall was about the heightofa lance,and 
it was daubed within and without with clay, and had 
loope holes. On the otherſide of the Riucr was a 
towne, where atthat preſent the Cacique was. The 
Gouernour ſent to call him, and hee came preſently. 
After he had paſſed with the Gouernourſome words 
of offcring his ſeruices, he gaue him ſuch men for his 
cariagesas he needed,and thirtie women forſlaues. In 
that place was a Chriſtianloſt,called Mangan, borne 
in Su/amanca,ot noble parentage, which went aſtray to

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from thence, he lodged atatowne ſubict tothe Lorg * 
of /liibahals : and the next day hee came to another 
towne called Toaſi, The Indians gauethe Gouernour Toab. 
thirtie women,and ſuch men for his cariages as he nee- 
ded. Hee trauelled ordinarily 5. or 6. leagues a day He walled 
when he trauclled through peopled Countries : and vp war = 
going through deſerts, he marched as faſtas he could, a ay. 
to eſchew the want of Maiz. From Toſi, paſling 
through ſome townes ſubieQtoa Cacique,which was 
Lord of a prouince called Ta/l;ſe, hee trauclled fiue 
daics: Hecameto Taliſethe 18. of September: The 
towne was great, and ſituated neere yntoa maine Ri- Toli<a gear 
- uer.On the other ſide of the Riuer were otber townes, September 18, 
and many fields ſowne with Maiz. On both ſides it A maine Ri- 
was a very plentifull Countrie,and had ſtore of Maiz: *** 
they had voided the towne. The Gouernour com- 
manded to call the Cacique;who came,and betweene 
them paſſed ſome words of loue and offer of his ſerui- 
ces,and hee preſented vnto him 4o. Indians. There 
cametothe Gouernour in this towne a principall In- 
dian in the behalfe of the Cacique of Taſcalsca, and 
made this ſpeech following: 
HMightie, wertuous, andeſicemed Lord,the great Caci- 
we of Taſcaluca my Lord, ſendeth by me to kiſſe your Lord- 
ips hands, and to ket you underfland, that he hath notice, 
how you iuſily rauiſh with your perfettions and power all mens 
on the earth , and that enerie one by whom your Lordſhip 
paſſeth doth ſerue and obey you , which he acknowledgeth to 
be due nts you, and d:ſireth,as his lifeto ſte, and toſerne 
your Lordſhip. For which cauſe by me he offereth himſelfe, 
hu lands and ſubieits,that when your Lordſhip pleaſeth togs 
through his Countrie,you may be receiued with all peace and 


lout;ſerued and obeyed ; and that in recompenſe of the _— 
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Caliſte a great 


twOwne. 
Taicaluca. 
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he hath to ſee you,you will doe him the ſanonr to let him know 
when you will come : for how much the ſooner, ſo much the 
greater fanonr he ſhall receiue. 

The Gouernour recciued and diſpatched him gra- 
ciouſly,giuing him beades, which among them were 
not much eſteemed,and ſome other things to carrie to 
his Lord. And he gaue licenceto the Cacique of Coga 
to returne home to his owne Countries. The Cacique 
of Talhſe gaue him ſuch men for burthens as he nee- 
ded. And after he had reſted there 20. daics, hee de- 
parted thence toward Taſcaluca. That day when hee 
went from Talliſe, hee lodged ata great towne called 
Caſifte. And the next day paſſed by another,and came 
toa {mall rowne of Si | Hay and the next day hee 

campedina wood two leagues from the towne where 
the Caciquereſided, and was at that time. And he ſent 
the Maſter of the Camp, Luys de Moſcoſo, with 15. 
horſemen, to let him know how hee was comming. 
The Cacique was in his lodgings vndera Canopic: 
and without doores, right againſt his lodgings, in an 
high place, they ſpread a mat for him, & two cuſhions 
one vpon another, wherc he ſat him downe,and his In- 
dians placed themſelues round about him,ſomewhat 
diſtant from him, ſo that they madea place, and a void 
roome where he late : and his chieteſt men were nee- 
reſt to him, and onewith aſhadow of Deeresskinne, 
which keept the Sunne from him,being round,and of 
the bignes of a target,quartered with black and white, 
hauinga rundellin the middeſt : a farre off it ſeemed 
to be of taffata, becauſe y colours were very perfeR.It 

was ſeron a {mall ſtaffe ſtretched wide out. This was 

the deuice which hce carriedin his warres. Hee was a 


man of a very tall ſtature, of greatlimmes, and ſpare, 
and 


next adioyning to Uirginia, 71 
and well proportioned, and was much feared of his 
neighbours and ſubiets. He was Lord of many terri- 
tories and much people : In his countenance hee was 


very graue. Afterthe Maſter of the Campe had ſpo- 
ken with him, he and thoſe that went with him cour- 


ſed their horſes,pranſing them to andfro,andnowand - 


then toward the place wherethe Cacique was, who 
with much grauitie and difſimulation now and then 
lifted vp his cies, and beheld them as it were with dif- 
daine. At the Gouernours comming, hee made no 
offer at all toriſe. The Gonernour tooke him by the 
hand,and both of them ſat downe together on a ſeate 
which was vnderthecloth of eſtate. The Cacique ſaid 
theſe words vnto him : 

Mighty Lord,I bid your Lordſhip right hartily welcome.1 
receine a4 much pleaſure and contentment with your {\-phenp 
if you were my brother whom 1 dearely loued : pon thupoint 
it ts not needfull to uſe many reaſons , ſince it is no diſcretion 
to ſpeake that in many wordes, which in few may bewvitered. 
How much the greater the will is, ſo much more giueth it 
name 10 the workes, and the workes gine teſtimonie of the 
truth, Now touching my will, by it you ſhall know, how cer- 
tain & manifeſt it s,and how pure inclination I hane to ſerue 
you. Concerning the fauour which you did me, in the thing: 
which you ſent me, 1 make 4s much account of them as ts rea- 
ſon to eſteeme thems + and chiefly becauſe they were yours. 
Now ſee what ſeruice you will command me. 

The Gouernor ſatisfied him with ſweet words,and 
with great breuitie. When hee departed from thence 
hedetermined to carrie him along with him for ſome 
cauſes, and attwo daics iournie hee came toatowne 


called Piache,by which there paſſed a great River. The | Ra fiecs, 


Gouernour demanded canoes of the Indians: wy 
aid, 


Piache. 
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* ſaid, they had them nor, but that they would make 
rafts of canes and drie timber,on which he might paſſe 
well enough: And they made them with all diligence 
and ſpeed, and they gouerned them; and becaule the 
water went very ſlow, the Gouernour and his people 
paſſed very well. 

From the Port de Spirit Santoto Mpalache, which 
is about an hundred leagues, the Goucrnour went 
from Eaſt to Weſt : And from Apalache to Cutifa-chi- 
qui,which are 4.30. leagues, fromthe Southweſt ro the 
Northeaſt : and from Cutifa-chiqui to Xualla,which are 
about two hundred and fiftic leagues, from the South 
tothe North : And from X#a/la to T aſcaluca, which are 
two hundredand fiftie leagues more, an hundred and 
ninetieofthem he trauclled from Eaſt to Welt,to wit, 
tothe Prouince of Cos - and the other 60. from Coce 
to T aſcalaca from the North to the South. 

Hauing paſſed the Riuer of P;ache,a Chriſtian went 
from his companie from thence to ſeeke a woman 
ſlaue that was runne away from him, and the Indians 
cither tooke him captiue, or ſlue him. The Gouer- 
nor vrged the Cacique that he ſhould giueaccountof 
him,and threatned him, thatif he were not found, he 
would neuerlet him looſe. The Cacique ſent an In- 

 dian from thence to Mama, whither they were tra- 
uelling,which was a towne ofa principall Indian and 
his ſubieR, ſaying, thathe ſent him toaduiſethem to 

[makereadie victuals, and men for carriages. But, (as 
afterwardappeared) hee {ent him to aſſemble all the 
men of warre thither, that hee had in his Countrie. 

The Gouernour trauellcd three daies; andthe third 
Milla, day hepaſſedallday through a peopled Countrie:and 
16. Oi Otto: he cameto x arg vpon Monday the 18. of _

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ber. Howem before the Oampwith/t5C boricaven: 
and zo.footemen. And frowrhetowncamea Chri-: 
ftian, whom he had ſentto three or 
foure daics before, becauſe he netadfent him- - 
ſelfe,and roy tolearne in what fortthe Indians were : L.

purpoſe: for while hee was there, there\ came ma- 
nie people into the towne, and many.weapons, and 
that they made great haſte to forrifi the wall.

| He Gouernour: ſeeing the determi- 
nation, and furious anſ{were of the 
Cacique, went about to pacific 
himwith faire words : towhichhe 
gave na an{were;'but rather with 
much pride and diſdaine, with- 

—_—_ qrewhimſclfewherethe Governor 
tnot ſec him; nor ſpeake with him. As a princi- 
m.- Indian paſſed that way, the Gouernot called him, 
ro ſend him word, that hee might remaine athis plea- 
ſure in his Countrie, and that 1t would pleaſc him to 
giue _ a guidc, and men for carnages, to ſee it hee 
e him with mild words, The Indians an- 
{were with grear pride, that;hce wauld nothearken 
vnto him. Baltaſar ds Gallegss, whichſtood by, tooke 
hold ofa gowne of marterns which hee bad on, and 
hee caſtitouer his head, andleft itin his hands : and 
becauſe all of them immediady began to ſtirre, Bal- 
ta/ar de Galtegos gave bim ſuch awound with his cou- 
tikas,” that hee opencd him downe the backe, and 
preſently all the Indians with a prear'crie came out 
of the houſes ſhooting 'rheir arrowes. The Goucr- 
nour confideiag, that if hee tarried zhere, hee could 
notefcape, and if hee cainmanded his men to come 
in, 


— - » wa 
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in, which were without the towne;the Indians with 
inthe houſes might kill their horſes, and:doe much 
hurt, ranne out of the towne, and beforchee came 
out, hee fell twice or thrice, and thoſe that were 
with him did helpe hint vp agaime;' and he and thoſe 
that were with him were ſore wounded: andina mo- 
ment there were fiue Chriſtians ſlaine inthe rowne. 
The Gouernour came running. outof the towne,cry- 
ingout, thateuery man ſhould ſtand farther off, be- 
cauſe from the wall chey did them-much hurt. The In- 
dians ſceing that the Chriſtians retired, and ſome of 
 them,orthe moſt part,more thenan ordinary paſe,ſhor 
withigreat boldneſle atrhem,and ſtrooke downe fuch: 
asthey could ouertake. TheIndians whichthe Chri- 


ſtians did lead with them in chaines, had laid downe 


their burthens neerc vntothe wall : and aſſooneas the 
Gouernour and his men were retired,the men of Ms- 
a:{l; laid them on the Indians backs againc, and rooke 
them intothe towne,and looſed them preſently from 
their chaines, and gaue them bowes and arrowes to 
fight withall. Thus they 


had been alwaies peaceable vntill wee came to this 
place, ſome of our men had their weapons in their far- 
dels and remained ynarmed.' And from others that 
had entredthe towne with the Goucrneur they had 
taken ſwords and halebards, and-fought with them. 
When the Gouemour was gotten into the ficld, hee 


called for an horſe, and 'with ſome that accompanied 


him,hee returned and flewtwoorthree Indians; Al 

the reſt retired themſehues to the towne, and ſhor with 
their bowes from the wall. And thoſe which _

clothes and perlcs, - and all-that the Chriſtians had, the Ctvittians 
which their ſ{laues carried. And becauſe the Indians were loft.

oed them, they retired themlclues at: their leaſure 
io-the towne,: Art the:time that the: broile bi 
there were irt-thc, rowne /a Fricr,-avd n.Prieſt, and 
a ſeruant of the Gonernour,witha woman ({aue : and 
they had notine to come out of the towne : and they 
tooke an houſe, and ſo remained inthe towne. . The 
Indians being beconte Maſters of the place, they thuc 
 thedoore with a eld gate : andamongi1ttiem was one 
fword which the Gouernours ſeruant had, and with it 
he ſet himſelfe behind the doore, thruſting at the Indi- 
ans which ſought ro come into them : and the Frier 
and the Pricſt ſtood. on the othet fide, cach ofthem 
with a barre in their hands ro bcate bjzm downe that 
firlt came in.. The Indians ſceing they could-notger 
in by the doore, began to vncouer the houſetop. By 
this time, all the horſemen and footemen which were 
behind:wete come to LHasilla. Here there were ſun- 
drieopinions,whetherthey ſhould charge the Indians 
renter the towne, or whether they ſhould leaue ir, 
becauſe it was hard to enter : and in the endit was re-- 
folued ro fetyponthem. ' _—

nat haue gon away: burtthey vrged him ſo much, thar 
with fiftcenc or twentie Indians of-his owne, hee wetie 
out of the towne,and cartiedawayaskarlatcloke, and 


other things ofthe Chriſtians goods; as much ashee 
was able to:carrie,and ſcemed beſt ynto bim. The Go- 


ucrnour was informed how therewent men outof the 
towne,and hee commanded thehorſemen to beſet ir, 
and ſent in cuery: ſquadron of footcemenonefouldier 
withafi toſerfireon the houſes, thatthe Indi- 
ans might-haue no-defenſe : allhis men being ferin- 
order, hee commanded an'harcubuz to bee ſhot off.. 
Theſigne beiog giuen, the fonre ſquadrons, cueryone 
by it ſelfe with great furie,  gaue the onſet, and-with: 
greathurt on both fades they. entred the rowne. -The 
Frierand the Prieſt, and thoſe that-were with them-in- 
the houſe were faned, which coſtthe lines of two men. 
of account,and valiant, which camethither co ſuccour 
them.. The Indians fought with ſuch: courage, that: 
many times they draucour men out ofthe rowne. The 
fightlaſted fo long, that for ———— and great thirſt.

manyof the Chriſtians went toa poole that was neere 
the wal,to drink, which was all ſtained with the blood 
of the dead,and then came againe to fight. The Go- 
uernour ſeeing this, entred among the footemen into 
the towne on horſeback, with certaine that accompa- 
nied him,and was a meane that the Chriſtians came to 
ſer fire on the houſes, and brake and ouercamethe In- 
dians,who running out of the towne from the foote- 
men,the horſemen without draucin at the gates again, 
where being withoutall hope of life,they toughe vali- 
antly, & after the Chriſtians came among the to han- 
dy blowes,ſecing themlelues in great diſtrefſe without 
any ſuccour,many of them fled into the burning hou- 
ſes, where one vpon another they were ſmothered 
and burntinthe "ah The whole number of the Indi- 
ans that died in this towne, were two thouſand and 
five hundred, little more or lefle. Of the Chriſtians 
there died cighteene, of which one was Don Carlos, 
brotherin lawto the Gouernour,and a nephew ofhis, 
and one lohn de Gamez,and Men Roariguet Portugals, 
and lohn Vazquez de Villanous de Barca Rota, all men of 
honour,and of much valour : the reſt were footemen. 
Beſides thoſe that wereſlaine, there were an hundred 
and fiftie wounded with 700. wounds of their ar- 
rowes: and it pleaſed God that of very dangerous 
wounds they were quickly healed. Moreouer, there 
weretwelue horſes {laine, and ſeuentie hurt. All the 
clathes which the Chriſtians carried with them to 
clothe themſelues withall, and the ornaments to ſay 
Maſle, and the perles, were all burnt there : and the 
Chriſtians did ſet them on fire themſclues , becauſe 
they held fora greaterinconuenience, the hurt which 
the Indians might doe them from thoſe houſes, where

they had gathered all thoſe goods together, thenthe 

bo barony Here the Gouernour vnderſtood, that 

Franciſce (Maldonado waited for him at the Port of The Por: of 

Ochuſe,and that it wasfixe daics iournic from thence , Fora 
and hedealt with Jobs Ortiz to keepe it fecret, becauſe from Meville, 
he had not accompliſhed that which he determined to 

doc; and becauſe the perles were burntthere, which 

he meant to haueſentto Cabefor a ſhew, that the peo- 

ple hearing the newes, might be defirous tocome to 

that Countric. He feared alſo, thatifthey ſhould haue 

newes of him without ſecing from Floride neither 
old nor 6luer, nor any. thing of value, it would ger 
uch a name, that noman would ſecke to goe thither, 

whenheſhould haue needeofpeople. And ſohede- 

termined to ſend nonewes of humſelfe, yntill hee had 

found ſome rich Countrie.

The'Indians on rhe other fide 
cried out,threatning the Chriſtians to kill them,jif rhey 
ſought to paſſeit. The Governour commanded his 
mento make a barge within the rowne,beranſcthe In- 
dians ſhould not percewueit: it was finiſhed in foure 
daics,and being ended,he commanded it to be carried 
one night vpon ſleds halfe a league vp the River. In 
the morning there centred intoit thirtic men well ar- 
med. The Indians perceiued what was attempred, 
andthoſe which were neereft, cameto defend the paſ- 
ſage. Theyreſiſted what they could, till the Chriſti | 
ans cameneerethem, and ſecing that the barge came 
Canwzales. to the ſhote,they fled away into the groues of canes. 
The Chriftians mounted on horſebacke,and went. vp 
the River to make good the paſſage, whereby the Go- 
ucrnour and his companie paſſed the Riuer. There 
Some townes. WETE Hlong the Riucr ſome rownes well ſtored with 
Maizand French Beanes. 1From thenceto Chicecathe 
Gouernour trauclled five daics through a deſert. Hee 
ARiuer. cametoaRiuecr,where on the otherfide were Indians 
to defend the paſſage. He made anotherbarge in two 
dates ; and when it was finiſhed, the Gouernovur fent 
an Indian to requeſt the Cacique to accept of his 
friendſhip, and peaceably to expe his comming : 
whom the Indians that wereonthe other ſide the Ri- 
ucr ſlew before his face, and preſently making a great 
{houtwent their way. Hauing paſſed the Riner, the 
December 17. n;xt day,being the 17. of December,the Gouernour 


came 
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came to Chicas,a ſmall towne of twentic houſes, And 


after they were come to Chicacas,they were much trou- 
bled with cold, becauſe it was now winter and it ſnow- 
ed,while moſt of them were lodged in the field, be. 
fore they had time to make themſclues houſes. This 
Countrie was very well peopled, and the houſes ſcat- 
tered likethoſe of Mails, fat and plentifull of Maiz, 
and the moſt of it was fielding: they gathered 
as much as ſufficed to paſſe the winter. Some Indians 
were taken, among which was one whom the Caci- 
queeſteemed greatly. The Gouernour ſent an Indi- 
an to ſignifie to the Cacique,that he delired toſee him 


- andto have his friendſhip. The Cacique came vnto 


Chicaca. 


Snow and 
much cold. 


him, to offer him his perſon, Countric and ſubieds, 


and told him,that he would cauſe two other Caciques 
tocometo him in peace; who within few daics after 
came with him,and with their Indians: The one was 
called 4/mams, the other Nicalaſa. They gaueapre- 
ſent vnto the Goucrnourofan hundred and fiftie co- 
nies,and ofthe Countrie garments, to wit,of mantles 
and skinnes. The Cacique of Chicacs came to viſit 
him many times; and ſometimes the Gouernour ſent 
tocall him,and ſenthim an horſe to goe and come. He 
complained ynto him,thata ſubie of his was riſena- 
engrs him and depriued him of his tribute, requeſting 

is aide againſt him, for hee meantto ſeeke him in his 
Countrie,and to puniſh him according to his deſert. 
Which was nothing els but a fained plot. For they de- 


termined, aſſoone as the Gouernour was gone with 


him, and the Campe was diuided into two parts, the 
one part of them to ſet ypon the Gouernour, and the 
other vypon them that remained in Chicaga. Heewent

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brought with him ewo hundred Indians with their 
bowes and arrowes. The Gouernour tooke thirtic 
horſemen,and cightic footemen, and they went to Sa- 
quechuma (tor ſo was the Prouince called of that chiefe 
man,which he ſaid hadrebelled.) They found a wal- 
led rowne, without any men : and thoſe which went 
with the Cacique ſet fire onthe houſes, to diſſemble 
thcirercaſon. But by reaſon of the great carc and heed- 
fulneſſ:., tat was as well in the Gouernours people 
which hee carricd with him,as of thoſe which remai- 
ned in Chicaga,they durſt not aſſault them at thurt time. 
The Gouernour inuited the Cacique, and certaine 
principall Indians,and gauethem hogyges fleſh to eate. 
And though they did not commonly vſeit, yet they 
were ſogreedic of it,that eucry night there came Ind. 
ans to certaine houſes a crofſebow ſhot from the 
Camp, where the hogges lay, and killed, andcarried 
away as many asrthey could. Andrhree Indians were 
taken inthe manner. T woot them the Gouernor com- 
manded to be ſhottodeath with arrowes ; & to cut off 
the hands of the other, & he ſent him ſo handled tothe 
Cacique. Who madeasthough itgricucd him y they 
had offended the Governor, and thathe was glad that 
he had executed that puniſhment on them. He lay ina 
plaine Countric halfe a league from the place, where 
the Chriſtians lodged. Foure horſemen went a ſtrag- 
ling hither, to wit, Franciſco Oſorio, and aſeruant of the 
Marques of .A/torga, called Reyneſo, and two ſeruants 
of the Gouernour, the one his page called Ribera, and 
the other Faentes his Chamberlaine : and theſe had 
taken from the Indians ſomeskinnes, and ſome man- 
tles, wherewith they were oftended,and forſooke their 


houſes. The Gouernour knew of it, and commanded 
them 
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chem to bee apprehended; and condemned to death 
Franſciſco Oſor#o, and the Chamberlaine as principals, 
andal of them toloſſe of goods. The Friers and Prieſts 
and other principall perſons were earneſt with him to 
pardon Franciſco Oſorio his life, 8 to moderate his ſen- 
rence, which hee would not grant for any ofthem, 
While he was readie tocommand them to be drawne 
tothe market place to cut off their heads, there came 


certaine Indians from the Cacique to complainc of 


them. John Ortiz, at the requeſt of Baltaſar de Gallegos 


and other perſons, changed their words, and toldthe 


Gouernour,that the Cacique ſaid,he had notice how 
his Lordſhip held thoſe Chriſtians in priſon for his 
ſake, and that they were in no fault, neither had they 
done him any wrong,and that if he would do him any 
fauour,hc ſhould ſet them free. And he told the Indi- 
ans; That the Gouernour ſaid, he had them in priſon, 
and that he would puniſh them in ſuch ſort,that they 
ſhould beean exampleto others. Hereupon the Go- 
uernour commanded the priſoners to be looled. Afl- 
ſoone as March was come, hee determined to depart 
from Chicaga,and demanded of the Cacique two hun- 
dred men for cazjages. He {ent him anſ{were, that hee 
would ſpeake with his principall men. Vpon Twel- 
day the cight of March, the Goucrnour went to the 
towne where he was, to aske him for the men : Hee 
told him, he would ſend them the next day. Aſſoone 
asthe Gouernour was come to Chicaga,he told Luys ae 
MHMoſcoſothe Camp-maſter, that hee miſliked the Indi- 
ans,and that he ſhould keepe a ſtrong watchthatnight, 
which hee remembred butalitrle. The Indians came 
atthe ſecond watch in foure ſquadrons, cuery oneby 


ieſelfe,and aſſoone as they were deſcried, they ſoun- 
M 2 ded 
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deda drum,and gauethe aſſaule with a great cry, and 
with ſo great celerirtie, that preſently they entred with 
the ſcoures, that were ſomewhat diſtant from the 
pens. or Campe. And when they were perceiued of them 
ladianss Which were in the towne, halfe the houſcs were on 
fire, which they had kindled. That night three horſe- 
men chanced to bee skouts, two of them were of baſe 
calling,and the worſt men in all the Camp, andthe o- 
ther, which was a nephew of the Gouernour, which 
vntill then was held for a tall man, ſhewed himſelfe 
there as greatacoward,as any of them : forallof them 
ran away. And the Indians without any reſiſtance 
came and ſet the towne on fire; and taried without 
behind the doores for the Chriſtians, which ran out of 
the houſes,not hauing any leaſure to arme themſelues; 
and as they ran hither and thither amazed with the 
noiſe,and blinded withtheſmoke 8 flame of the fire, 
they knew not which way they went, neither could 
they light vpon their weapons, nor ſaddletheir hor- 
ſes, neither ſaw they the Indians that ſhot at them. Ma- 
nicofthe horſes were burned in theſtables, and thoſe 
which could breake their halters gatlooſe. Thediſor- 
der and flight was {uch,that eucry man fled which way 
+ hecould,withoutleauing any to reſiſt the Indians.But 
God, (which chaſtiſeth his according to his pleaſure, 
andin the greateſt neceſſities and dangers ſuſtaineth 
them with his hand,)ſo blinded the Indians, that they 
ſaw not what they haddone,and thought that the hor- 
ſes which ran looſe, were men on horſebacke, that ga- 
thered themſclues together to ſet vpon them. The Go- 
vernour only rod on horſebacke,and with him a ſoul- 
dier called Tapia,and ſet vpon the Indians,and ſtriking 
thefirſt he met with his lance,the ſaddle fell VO, 
which

which with haſte was euil] girded,and ſo hee fell from 
his horſe. Andall the people that were on foote were 
fled toa wood out ofthe towne, and there aſſembled 
themſelues together.” And becauſe it was night, and 
that the Indians thought the horſes were men on 
horſebacke which came to ſet ypon them, asI ſaid be- 
fore,they fled; and one onely remained dead,and that 
was he whom the Gouernour flew with his lance. The 
towne lay all burnt toaſhes. There was a woman bur- 
ned, who, after ſhee and her husband were both gone 
out of their houſe, went in againe for certaine perles, 
which they had forgotten, and when ſhe would haue 
come out, the fire was ſo greatat the doore thatſhee 
could not,neither could her husband ſuccour her. O- 
ther three Chriſtians came out of their lodgings ſo 
cruelly burned, that one of them diced within three 
daics, and the other two were carried many daies cach 
of them ypon a couch bertweene ſtaues, which the In- 
dians carried on their ſhoulders, for otherwiſe they 
could not trauell. There died inthis hurliburlie cleuen 
Chriſtians, and fiftic horſes ; and there remained an 


hundred hogges,and foure hundred were burned. If The increas 
any perchance had ſaued any clothes from the fire of * M*88e> 


Maxilla,here they were burned,and many wereclad 
inskinnes,for they had no leaſureto take their coates. 
They endured much coldin this place, andthe chie- 
feſt remedie were great fires. They ſpentall night in 
turnings without ſleepe: for ifthey warmedone fide, 
they freeſed on the other. Some inuented the wea- 
uing of certaine mats of dric iuic, & did weare one be- 
neath, and another aboue: many laughed at this de- 
vice, whom afterward neccſſitic inforced to doe the 
like. The Chriſtians were ſo ſpoiled,and in ſuch —_ 
; 3 | O 
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of ſaddles & weapons which were burned, that if the 
Indians had come the ſecond night, they had ouer- 
come them with little labour. They remooued thence 
to the towne where the Cacique was wont to lie, be- 
cauſe it was in a champion countrie. Within cight 
daics aftcr, there were many lances and ſaddles made. 
There were aſhtrees in thoſe parts, wherofthey made 


as good lances as in Biſcay.

S=2Pon Wedneſday the 15. of March 1541. 

&7 aftcr the Gouernour had lodged 8. daics 
/& ina plaine, halfe a league from theplace 

FR\ C2 which he had wintered in, after he had ſer 
vpa forge,and tempered the ſwords which in Chicags 
were burned,and made many targets,ſaddles, and lan- 
ces,on Tueſday night,atthe morning watch,many In- 
dians came to aſſault the Campein three ſquadrons, 
euery oneby themſelues : Thoſe which watched gaue 


thealarme. The Gouernour with great ſpeed ſet his 


men 1n order in other three ſquadrons, and leauing 


ſome to defend the Campe, went out to incounter 
them. The Indians were ouercome and putto flight. 


The ground waschampion and fit for 5 Chriſtians to 


tzke the advantage ofthem ; and it was now breake of 
day. But there happeneda diſorder, whereby there 
were not paſt thirtie or fortic Indians ſlaine: and this 


it was: that a Frier cried outin the Campe with out 
any 
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any iuſt occaſion, To the Campe, To the Campe: 
Whereupon the Goucrnour and al the reſt repaired 
thither, and the Indians had time to ſaue themſclues. 
There were ſome taken, by whom the Gouernourin- 
formed himſclte of the Countrie,through which hee 


was to paſſe, The 25. of Aprill,he departed from Chz- *5-*f Aprill. 


caca, and lodged ata ſmall rowne called _Alimams. Alimamu. 


They had very little Maiz,and they were to paſſe a de- 
ſert of {euen daies iournie. The next day, the Gouer- 
nour ſent three Captaines euerie one his way with 
horſemen and footemen to ſeeke prouiſion to paſle 
the deſert. And /ohn Dannuſcothe Auditor went with 
fitteene horſemen,and 40. footemen that way that the 
Gouernour was togoe, and founda ſtrong fort made, 
where the Indians ſtaied for him, and many of them 
walked on the top of it with their weapons, AE 
their bodies,thighes and armes okered and died wit 


blacke, white, yellow and red, ſtriped like vnto panes, Blacke, white, 


ſo that they ſhewed as though they went inhoſe and y<11ow and 


doublets : and ſome of them had plumes, and others 
had hornes on their heads,and their faces blacke, and 
their eies done round about with ſtrakes of red, to 
ſeeme more fierce. Aſſoone as they ſaw that the Chri- 
ſtians approched, with a great crie ſounding two 
drummes with great furie they fallicd foorth to re- 
ceiue them. 1obhn Dannuſce and thoſe that were with 
him,thought good toauoid them, and to acquaint the 
Gouernourtherewith. They retircd to a plaine place, 
a croſſebowſhot from the fort in ſight of it, the foote- 
men,the croſſebowmen, and targetters placed them- 
ſclues before the horſemen, that they might nothurt 
the horſes. The Indians fallied out by ſeucn andſeuen, 
and eight and eighttoſhootetheir arrowes, and rett-

red colours. 
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redagaine: andin ght of the Chriſtians they made a 
| fire,and tooke an Indian, ſomeby the feete, and ſome 
by the head,and made as though they wenttocaſt him 
into the fire, and gaue him firſt many knocks onthe 
| head: ſignifying, that they meant ſo to handle the 
Chriſtians.104» Danuſcoſentthree horſemen toaduer- 
tiſe the Goucrnour hereof. He came preſently: for his 
intent was to driue them from thence, ſaying,that it he 
did it not,they would be emboldned to charge him a- 
nothertime, when they might doe him more harme. 
He made the horſemen toalight, and ſct his men in 
foure ſquadrons : The ſigne being given, they ſet vp- 
the Indians,which made reſiſtance till the Chriſtians 
came neere the fort, and aſſoone as they ſaw they 
could not defend thclues,by a place where a brooke 
paſſed neere the fort, they ran away, and fromthe 0- 
therſide they ſhot ſome arrowes : and becauſe at that 
inſtant weknew no ford forthe horſes to paſle, they 
had time enough to get out of our danger. Three In- 
dians were flaine there, and many Chriſtians were 
hurt, whereof within few daies, there died fifteene by 
the way. All men thought the Gouernour to beein 
fault,becauſc he ſent not to ſee the diſpoſition of the 
place on the otherſide of the Riuer, and toknow the 
paſſage before hee ſet vpon them. For with the hope 
they had toſaue themſelues by flight that way, when 
they ſaw none other meanes,they fought til they were 
broken,and it was an incouragement to defend them-

And 
becauſe inthe towne where the Gouernour lodged, 
there was ſmall ſtore of Maiz, he remooued ro another 
halfealcague from Rio Grande, where they found plen- 
ticof Maiz: And he went to ſeethe Riner, and found, 
that neere vnto 1t was great ſtore of timber to make 
barges, and good ſituation of ground to incampe in. 
Preſently he remooued himſeltethither. They made 
houſes, and pitched their Campe in a plaine ficlda 
croſſcbow ſhot from theRiver.

bowes and arrowes, painted, and with great plumes of canoes. 


white feathers,and many other colours, with ſhields in 
their hands, wherewith they defended the rowers on 
both fides, and the men ot warre ſtood from the head 
to the ſterne, with their bowes and arrowes in their 


hands. The canoe wherein the Cacique was, had a 


tile ouer the ſterne, and hee fate vnder the tile; and ſo 
were other canoes of the principall Indians. And from 
vnder the tilt where the chicfe man ſar, hee gouerned 
and commanded the other people. All ioyned toge- 
ther,and came within a ſtones caſt of the ſhore, From 
thence the Cacique ſaid to the Gouernour, which 
walkedalong the River ſide with others that waited 
on him, that he was come thither to viſit, to honour, 
and to obey him ; becauſe he knew he was the greateſt 
and mightieſt Lord onthe carth : thereforc he would 
{ce what he would command him to doe. The Goucr- 
nour yeelded him thankes,and requeſted him to come 
on ſhore,thatthey might the better communicate to- 
gether. And without any anſwereto that point, hee 
ſent him three canoes, oh was great ſtore of fiſh 


and loaues, made of the ſubſtance of prunes like vnto x.,yes made 
brickes. Afterhe had receiued al, he thanked him, and ot prunes, 


prayed him againe to come on ſhore. And becauſe 
the Caciques purpoſe was, to ſee if with diſſlimulation 
hemight doe ſome hurt, when they ſaw that the Go- 


ucrnour and his men were in readineſſe, they began to 
| | N2 g0C 
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goe from the ſhore: and with a greatcrie, the crofle- 
bowmen which were ready, ſhot at them,and flue fiue 
orſixeot them. They retired with great order : none 
did cave his oare,though the next to him wereſlaine; 
and ſhiclding themſclues;they went farther off, Atrer- 
ward they came many times and landed : and when 
any ot vs came toward them, wel fed vnto their ca- 
nocs, which were veric plcaſant to behold: for they 
were very great and well made, and had their tilts; 
plumes,paueles,and flagees, and withthe multitude of 
pcoplethat were inthem,they ſeemed to be a faire ar- 
mie of gallics. In thirtic dates ſpace, while the Go- 
uernour remained there, they made foure barges: In 
three of which hee commanded twelue horſemen to 
enter, in cach of them fourc;in a moraing.three houres 
before day, men which hec truſted would land in de- 
ipight of the Indians,and make ſure the paſſage,or die, 
nd ſome footemen being croſſebowmen went with 
them,and rowers to ſet them on the other fide. And 
inthe other barge he commanded /ohn de Guzmanto 
paſſe with the footemen, which was made Captaine 
in ſtcad of Frexciſco Maldonado, And becauſe the 
ſtreame was ſwift, they went a quarter ofaleagne vp 
the River along the bancke, and croſſing ouer, fell 
downe with the ſtreame,and landed right ouer againſt 
the Camp. Twoſtones caſt before they came to land, 
the horſemen went out of the barges on horſebacke to 
a ſandie plot very hard andcleere ground, where all of 
them landed withoutany reſiſtance. Afﬀſoone as thoſe 
that paſſed firſt, were on land on the other ſide,the bar- 
ges returned to the place where the Gouernour was : 
and within two houres after Sunne-riſing, all the peo- 


halfe a league ple were ouer. The Riuer was almoſt halfe a-league

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broad. Ifa man ſtood ſtill on the other.fide, it could 
not bediſcerned, whether he were a manor no. The 
Riuer was of great depth, and of aſtrong current : the 
water was alwaics muddie : there came downe the 
Riucr continvally many trees and timber, which the 
force of the water and ſtreame brought downe. There 
was great ſtore of fiſh in it of ſundrie ſorts, and the 
moſt of ir diftering from the freſhwater fiſh of Spaine, 
as hereafter ſhall beſhewed. Net

'Auing paſſed Rio grande, the Gouernour 


; E " # trauclled aleague andan halfe, and came 


AUS 5 to a great towne of 4quixs,which was dil- 
LS $ pcopled before hee came thither. They 
clpicd thirtic Indians comming ouer aplaine, which 
the Cacique ſent,to diſcouer the Chriſtians determt- 
nation : andaſſoone as they had fſight.of them, they 
tooke themſclues to flight. The horſemen purſued 
them,and flue ms fifteene. And becaufe 
the rowne, whither the Gouernour went, was necre 
vnto the Riuer, he ſent a Captaine, with as many men 
as he thought ſufficient to carrie the barges vp the Ri-. 
ner. And becauſe in his trauelling by land many times 
he went farre fromthe Riuerto compaſle the creekes 
that came from it,the Indians tooke occaſion to ſer vp- 
on them of the barges, and pur them in greatdanger, 
becauſe that by reaſon of the great current, they durſt 


notlcaue the ſhore, and from the bancke they ſhot at-

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them. Aſſoone as the Gouernour was come to the 
rowne, hee preſently ſent croſſebow men dowae the 
Riucr, which came to reſcue them: and vpon the com- 
ming of the barges to the rowne, hec commanded 
them to bee broken, and to ſaue the iron for others, 
when it ſhould bee needfull. Hee lay there one night, 
and theday following, hee ſet forward toſecke a Pro- 
uince,called Pacaha : which hee was informed to bee 
neere vnto Chiſca, where the Indians told him there

ſhels, 


which were all abandoned for feare of the Chriſtians. 
Hee vnderſtood by certaine Indians that were ta- 
ken,that three daics tournic from thence dwelt agreat 
Cacique, whoſe name was Ca{qui. Hee came to a 
ſmall River, where a bridge was made, by which 
they paſſed : that day till Sunſer, they went all in wa- 
ter, which in ſome places came co the waſte, andin 
ſome to the knees. When they ſaw themſelues on dry 
land, they were very glad, becauſe they feared they 
ſhould wander vp anddowneas forlorne men al night 
in the watcr. Atnoonethey cameto the firſt towne of 
Caſqui : they tound the Indians careleſſe, becauſe they 
had no knowledge of them. There were many men 
and women taken, and ſtore of goods,as mantles and 
Skinnes,as well in the firſt towne, as in another, which 
ſtood ina field haltealeague from thence inſight of it, 
whither the horſemen ran. This Countrieis higher, 
drier, and morc champion, then any part bordering 
neerec the River,that vntill then they had ſecne. There 
were in the fields many Walnut trees, bearing ſoft 
ſhelled Walnuts in faſhion like bullets,and in the hou- 
ſes they found many of them, which the Indians had 


laid vp in ſtore. The trecs differed innothing elſe from 
thoſe 
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tholc of Spaine, nor from thoſe which we had ſeene be. 
fore, but onely that they hauea ſmaller leaſe. There 
wcre _ Mulberrie trees and Plum trees, which Nang: df 
barered plums like thoſe of Spaine, and other gray, ,q4iun 
ſomewhat differing,bur farre better. Andall the trecs nees. 
areall the yecre {oftruitfull, as if they were plantedin 
orchards : and the woods were verie thinne. The Go- 
ucrnour trauelled twodaies through the Countrie of 
Caſqui, before hee came to the towne where the Caci- 
que was : andthe moſtofthe way was alway by cham- 
pion ground, which was full of great townes, ſo that Many greaz 
from one towne,you might ſee two orthree. He ſent 99m. 
an Indian to certifie-the Cacique, thathee was com- 
ming to the place where hee was, with intent to pro- 
cure his friendſhip, and to hold him as his brother. 
Whercunto he anſwered, That he ſhould be welcome, 
and that he would receiue him with ſpeciall good wil, 
and accompliſh all that his Lordſhip would command 
him. Hee ſenthim apreſent vpon the way; to wit, 
Skinnes, mantles, and fiſh : And after theſe comple- 
ments,the Gouernour foundall the trownes, as he pal- 
ſed, inhabited with people, which peaceablie atten- 
ded his comming, and offercd himskinnes, mantles, 
and fiſh. The Cacique accompanied with many Indi- 
ans came outof the towne, and ſtaied halfc aleague 
on the way to receive the Gouernour, and when hee 
came to him, he ſpake theſe words following : 

Right hieh right mighty,and renowned Lord,your Lora- 
ſhip moſt Lend welcome. CA [ſoone 45 1 had notice of your 
L: raſhip, of your power and your perfettions, although you 
came mto my Countrie, killing and taking cadtiaes the inha- 
bitants thereof and my ſubreits: yet I determined to conforme 


my will Unto yours and as your owne to interpret in good we 
4 
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all that your Lordſhip did : beleening, that it was conuenient 
it ſhould be ſo for ſome inſt reſpett,to preuent ſome future mat- 
ter renealed unto your Lordſh'p,and concealed from me. For 
well may a miſchiefe be permitted toauoid a greater and that 
good may come thereof : which I beleeue will ſo fall ont. For 
it 1s no reaſon to preſume of ſo excellent a Prince, that the no- 
bleneſſe of his beart, and the effect of his will would permit 
bim to ſuffer any wmiuſt thing. My abilitie 6 ſo ſmall to 
ſerue you as your Lordſhip deſerueth, that if you reſpect not 
mine abundant zood will, which humblie offereth all kind of 
ſernice, 1deſerue but little in your 59 apps But if it bee rea- 
ſon that this be eſteemed yecrine the ſame,my ſelſe, myCoun- 
trie,and ſubiets for yours,and d.ſpoſe of me and them at your 
pleaſure. For if I were Lord of all the world, with the ſame 
good m_ ſhould your Lordſhip by me be receined,ſerued and 
obeyed. : 

The Gouernour anſwered him to the purpoſe, and 
ſatiifhed himin few words. Within a while after both 
of them vied words of great offers & counteſic the one 
to the other, and the Cacique requeſted him to lodge 
in his houſcs. The Gouernour, to preſerue the peace 
the better, excuſed himſclfe, ſaying, that hee would 
lodge inthe fields. And becauſe it was very hor, they 
camped neere certaine trees a quarter of a league from 
the towne. The Cacique went to his towne,and came 
againe with many Indians ſinging. Aſſoone as they 
came tothe Gouernour, all of them proſtrated them- 
ſelues vpon the ground. Among theſe came rwo In- 
dians that wereblind. The Cacique made a ſpecch: 
to auoid tediouſneſſc, I will onely tell in tew wordsthe 
ſubſtance of the matter. Heeſaid, that ſecing the Go- 


_ vernour was the ſonne of the Sunne,and a great Lord, 


hebeſoughthim to doe him the fauour to giue ſight 


tO 
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tothoſe two blind men. The blind men roſe vp pre- 
ſently, and very earneſtly requeſted the ſame of the 
Goucrnour. He anſwered, That in the bigh heaucns 
was he that had power to giue them health, and what- 
ſocucrthey could aske of him ; whoſe ſeruant he was: 
And that this Lord made the heauens and the carth, 
and man after his owne likeneſle, and that he ſuftered 
vponthe crofſe toſaue mankind, and roſe againe the 
third day, and that he died as he was man,and as tou- 
ching his diuinitie,he was, and is immortall; and that 
he aſcended into heauen, where he ſtandeth with his 
armes open to receiue all ſuch as turnevnto him : and 
 ftraightway he commanded him to make a veric high 
croſle of wood, which was ſet vp inthe higheſt place 
of the towne, declaring vnto him, that the Chriſtians 
worſhipped theſame inreſemblanceand memoric of 
that whe Chriſt ſuffered. The Gouernour and 
his men kneeled downe before it, and the Indians did 
the like. The Gouernour willed him,that from thence- 
foorth hee ſhould worſhipthe ſame, and ſhould aske 
whatſocuer they ſtood in need of,ofthat Lord that he 
told him was in heauen, Then he asked him how far 
it was from thence to Pacaha: He ſaid,one daies iour- 
nic,and thatat the end of his Countric, there was a 
lake like a brooke which falleth into R7o Grande, and 
that hee would ſend men before to make a bridge 
whereby he might paſſe. The ſame day thatthe Go- 
uernour departed thence,he lodged ata towne belon- A romne be. 
ging toCaſqui: andthe nextday hee paſſed in ſightof Dr A 
othertownes,and cameto the lake, which was halfc a Other towns, 
croſſebow ſhot ouer, ofa great depth andcurrenr. Ar 


theume ofhis comming, the Indians had made an 
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end of the bridge, which was made of timber, laid one 


" trceafteranother: and on one fide it hadacourſe of 


ſakes higher then the bridge, for them that paſſed to 
take hold on. The Cacique of Cafquicame to the Go. 
ucrnour,and brought his people with him. The Go- 
uernour ſent word by an Indianto the Cacique of Pa- 
caha,that though hee were enemieto the Cacique of 
Caſqui,and though hee were there, yet he would doe 
him no diſgrace nor hurt,if he would atted him peace- 
ablie, and embrace his friendſhip ; butrather would 
intrcate him as a brother. The Indian, which the Go- 
uernour ſent, cameagaine,and ſaid, that the Cacique 
made none account of that which hee told him, but 
fled withall his men outatthe other {1de of the towne. 
Preſentlie the Gouernour entred,and ran before with 
the horſemen,that way,by which the Indians fled; and 
at another towne diſtant a quarter of a league from 
thence,they tooke many Indians : and aſſooneas the 
horſemen had taken them, they deliuered themto the 
Indians of Caſqai, whom, becauſe they were their ene- 
mies, with much circumſpeion and reioycing, they 
brought to the towne where the Chriſtians were: and 
the greateſt griefe they had, was this, that they could 
not get leaue to kill them. There were found in the 
towne many mantles, and Deere skinnes, Lions skins, 
and Bearcs skinnes, and many Cats skins. Many came 


Beares 8kin*, ſo farre poorcly apparrelled, and there they clothed 
themſclues : of the mantles,they made them cotes and 
caſſocks,and ſome made gownes, and lined them with 
Cats skins ; and likewiſc their caſſocks. Of the Deeres 
$skinnes, ſy>me made them alſo iterkins,ſhirts, hoſe and 


ſhoocs : and of the Beare skinnes, they made them ve-

Within a league and halte a league were great townes 

all walled.

tred into a ditch that went round about the towne, 

wanting but a little to enuiron it round. From the 

lake to the great Riuer was madea weare by the which 

the fiſh came into itz whichthe Cacique kept for his 

recreation and ſport : with nets,that were found in the Nets found. 

towne,they tookeas much as they would : and tooke 

they neuer ſo much, there was no want perceiued. 

There was alſogreat ſtore of fiſh in many other lakes 

that were thereabour, bur it was ſoft, and not ſo good 

as that which came from the Riuer, and the moſt of it 

was different from the freſhwaterfiſh ot Spare. There T1, givers

t was head, and it had on both ſides the giiles, and Cn 
O 2 along 
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along the ſides great pricks like very ſharpeaules:thoſe 
of this kind that were in the lakes were as big as pikes : 
and in the Riuer, there wcre ſomeof an hundred, and 
ot an hundred and fiftic pounds weight, and many of 
them were taken with the hooke. There was another 
fiſh like barbilles; and another like breames, headed 
likea delicate fiſh, called in Spaine beſugo, betweene 
red and gray. This was there of moſt eſteeme. There 
was another fiſh called a pele fiſh: it had a fnout of a 
cubiclong,andatthe end ofthe vpper lip it was made 
likeapecle. There was another fiſh like a Weſterne 
ſhad : And all ofthem had ſcales, except the bagres, 
and the pelc fiſh. There wasanother hſh, which ſome- 
times the Indians brought vs, of the bignes of an hog, 
they called it the Pereo fiſh : it had rowes oftecth be- 
neath and aboue. The Cacique of Caſqui ſent many 
eimes great preſents of fiſh,mantles, and skinnes. Hee 
told the Gouernour, that he would deliuer the Caci- 
que of Pacaha into his hands. He wentto Caſqui, and 
ſent many canoes vp the Riuer, and came himſelfe by 
land with many of his people. The Gouernour with 
40.horſemen,and 60. footemen tooke him along with 
him vp the River, And his Indians which were in the 
canoes, dilcouered where the Cacique of Pacaha was 
inalittle Iſland, ſituated betweene two armes of the 
River. And fiue Chriſtians entred into a canoe, where- 
in Don Antonio Oforio went before, to ſee what peo- 
ple the Cacique had with him. There were in the 
Ifle fiue or fixe thouſand ſoules. Andaſſooneas they 
ſaw them, ſuppoſing that the Indians which were in 
the other canoes were alſo Chriſtians, the Cacique, 
and certaine which were in three canoes, which they 
had there with the, fled in great haſte to the other fide 
LT of 
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of the Riuer : The reſt with great feare and danger, 
o_ incothe Riuer,where much people was drowned, 
eſpecially women, and little childreo. Preſently the 
Gouernor which was on land,not knowing what had 
happened to Dor Antonio, and thoſe that went with 
him, commanded y Chriſtians with all ſpeed toenter 
with the Indians of Caſquz in the canoes, which were 
Gen with Don Antonio in the little Ifland, where 
they tooke many men and women, and much goods. 
Great ſtore of goods, which the Indians had laid vp- 
on hurdles of canes,and rafts of timber to carric oucr 
tothe other ſ1de,draue down theriuer, wherewith the 
| Indians of Caſqui filled theircanoes : and for feare leſt 
the Chriſtians would take it from them, the Cacique 
went home with them downe the Riucr, without ta- 
king his leaue of the Gouernour : whereupon the 


Gouernour was highly offended with him : and pre- 


fently returning to Pacahs, he ouerran the Countrie 
of Caſquithe ſpace of two leagues, where hee tooke 
ewentic or thirtic of his men. And becauſe his horſes 


were weatic, and he wanted time that day to goe any 


farther, hce returned to Pacaha, with determination 
withinthree or fouredaies aftcr to inuade Caſqui. And 
ey he letlooſe one ofthe Indians of Pacahs, and 
ent word by him to the Cacique, thatif hee would 
haue his friendſhip, he ſhould repaire vnto him, and 


that both of them would make warre vpon Caſqui And 


preſently came many Indians that belonged to Paraa, 
and brought an Indian, in ftead of the Cacique, 


which was diſcoucred by the Caciques brother which: 


was taken priſoner, The Gouernour wiſhed the Indi- 
ans that their Maſter himſelfe ſhould come: for hee 
knew very well that that wasnot hee, and told them,

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that they could doe nothing, which he knew not be-

iecs,yet he would not therefore refuſ.: to bee his, 2nd 
that he would alwaies be at his commandement. T ae 
Goucrnour commanded his brother to be looled, and 
other principall Indians that were taken priſoners. 
That day came an Indian from the Cacique of Caſe, 
and ſaid,that his Lord would come the ncxt day to cx- 
cuſe himſelfe of the error which he had committed, in 
going away without licence of the Gouernour, The 
Gouecrnour willed the meſſenger to ſ1gnifie vato him, 
that if he came not in his owne perſon, he would ſecke 
him himſelfe,and giue him ſuch puniſhmentas he de- 
{crued. The next day with all ſpeede came the Caci- 
que of Caſqui,and broughta preſent to the Gouernour 
of many mantles, skinnes, and fiſh, and gaue hims 
daughter of his,ſaying,that hegreatly deſired to match 
his blood with the blood of ſo grcat a Lord as he was, 


. and therefore he brought him his davghter, and defi- 


red him totake her to his wife. Hee madealong and 
diſcreet oration, giuing him great commendations, 
and concluded, ſayine,th1thcocſhovid pardon his go- 
ing away without licence, for that Cioflcs ſake, which 
he had lctt wit hin: : protePing, tiat hee went away 
forſhame of tF at wlitch his men had done without 
his conſent, The Goucrnour anſiered him, that hee 
had choſen, a rood patron ; and that if he had not 


come to excuic hunſclic, hcc nad dytcrimined to ſeeke 
him 
p 
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him, to burne histownes, to kill him and his people, 
and to deſtroy his Countrie. To which he replied, 
laying : 

CALy Lord, I and mine are yours, and my Countrie like- 
wiſc is yours: therefore if you had done ſo, you ſhould haue 
deſtroyed your owne Conmtrie, and haue killed your ewne peo- 
ple : whatſoener ſhall come unto me from your hand, I will re- 
ceine a5 from my Lord,aſwell puniſhment as reward : And 
know yon that the fauonr which you did me inleauine me the 
Croſſe, I do acknowledge the ſame to be avery great one,and 
greater then [ haue euer deſerued. For you ſhall underſtand, 
that with great drouzhts, the fields of Maiz of my Countrie 
were withered, and aſſoone as I and my people kneeied before 
the Croſſe, and prayed for raine, preſently our neceſiitie was 
relicued. 

The Gouernour made him,and the Cacique of Pa- 
caha friends; and ſet them with him at his table to 
dine with him: and the Caciques fell atvariance a- 
bout the ſeatcs, which of them fhould ſiron his righe 
hand. The Gouernour pacified them, telling them, 
that among the Chriſtians,all was one to fit on the one 
ſ1de,oron the other, willing them ſoto behauethem- 
ſelucs,ſceing they were with him,that no bodie might 
heare them, and that cuery one ſhould fit in the place 
that firſt hee lighted on. From thence he ſent thirtte 
horſemen,and fiftie footemen to the Prouince of Calu- 
ca, toſee it from thence hee might trauell to Chiſca, Goldand cop- 
where the Indians ſaid, there was a wotke of gold and © i® Gulca, 
copper. Thcy trauel]cd ſeuendaies iournic through a 
deſert,and returned verie wearie, cating greene plums 
and ſtalkes of Maiz, which they found in a poore 
towneoffixe orſcuen houſes.

At the time of his 
departure, the Cacique of Pacahs 
gauc him two of his ſiſters, faying, that in figneof loue 

that he might remember him, he ſhould take them for 

| his wiues: the ones name was ©Hacanoche, and the 0- 

thers Mochila : they were well proportioned,tall of 

bodie, and well acſhed. eMacanoche was of a good 
countenance, and in her ſhape and phyſtognomie 

looked like a Ladie: the other was ſtrongly made. The 

Cacique of Caſqui commanded the bridge to be repat-

he abſented himſelfe: The rowne was the greateſt T1. greaen 
that was ſcene in Florida, The Gouernour and his towne kecne in 
people lodged inthe one halfe of it : and within few F!5i%a. 
dais, ſeeing the Indians becameliars, he commanded 
the other halfe to be burned, becauſe it ſhould not bee 
a ſhelter for them, if they cameto aſſault him by night, 
nor an hindrance to his horſemen for the refiting of 
them. There came an Indian very well accompanied 
with many Indians, ſaying, that hee was the Cacique. 
He deliuercd him ouer tothe men of his guard to look 
vnto him. There went and came many Indians, and 
brought mantles and skinnes. The counterfeit Caci- 
= ſeeing lo little opportunitie to execute his euill 
thought, as hee went one day abroad talking withthe , 
Gouernour,he ſhewed him ſucha paire of heeles, that 
there was no Chriſtian that could ouertake him, and 
heleaped into the River, which was a croſſebow ſhot 
from the towne : and aſſoone as hee was on the other 
de, many Indians that were thereabout making a 
great crie began to ſhoote, The Gouernour paſſed 
preſently ouertothem with horſemen and footemen, 
but they durſt not tarrie for him. Going forward on 


his way, hee came toa towne wherethe people were **9me- 
P fled, 
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fled,andalittle further to a lake,where the horſes could 
'  _Notpaſſe, and on the otherfide were many women. 
The tootemen paſled, and tooke many of them, and 
much ſpoile. The Gouernour came to the Camp: 
And that night was a ſpie of the Indians taken by 
them of the watch. The Gouernour asked him, whe- 
ther he would bring him where the Cacique was 7 he 
ſaid, he would. And he went preſently to fecke him 
with twentic horſemen, and fittie footemen : andaf- 
3 tcr he had ſought him a day, andan halfe, hee found 
3 1 him ina ſtrong wood : And aſouldiour not knowing 
him,zcaue him a wound on the head, and he cried out, 
that he ſhould not kill him,ſaying,that he was the Ca. 
; cique : ſo he was taken, & an hundredand fortic of his 
3 men with him. The Gouernour came againe to Qut- 
"  gaute, and willed him to cauſe his men to come to 
IF ſeruethe Chriſtians : and ſtaying ſome daies for their 
comming,and ſceing they came not, he ſent two Cap- 
taines, cuery one his way on both ſides of the Riuer 
2 with horſemen and footemen. They tooke many men 
# 7 and women. Now ſecing the hurt which they ſuſtai- 
Þ ned for their rebellion, they came to ſce whatthe Go- 
= uernour would command them, and paſſed toandfro 
A many times, and brought preſents of cloth and fiſh, 
On. The Cacique and his two wiucs were inthe lodging 
of the Gouernour looſe, and the halbardiers of his 
guard did kceepe them. The Gouetnour asked them 
which way the Countrie was moſt inhabited £ They 
laid, that toward the Soinh downe the River, were 
great townes and Caciques,which commanded great 
Colizoa nezre Countries, and much people : And rhat rowardthe 
to certains Northiveſt, there was a Prouince neere to certaine 


Nonhaen, MOUNtaincs, that was called Cc/zgoa. The es 
an 
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andall the reſt thought good to goe firſt to Coligee : 
ſaying,that peraduenture the mountains would make 
ſome difference of ſoile, and that beyond them there 
might be ſome goldor ſiluer : As for 2nigaute,Caſqui, 
and Pacaha,they were plaine Countries, fat grounds, 
and full of good medowes on the Riuers, where the 
Indians ſowed large fields of Maiz. From Taſcalucs 
to Rio grande,or the great Riuer, is about 3oo. leagues: 
itisa very low Countrie, and hath many lakes, From 
Pacaha to Quigaute may bee an hundred leagues. 
The Gouernour left the Cacique of 2uigaute 1n his 
ownetowne: Andan Indian, which was his guide, 
led himthrough great woods without any way ſcuen 
daics iournic through a deſert, where, atcuery lod- 
ging, they lodged in lakes and pooles in veric ſhold 
water: there was ſuch ſtore of fiſh, that they killed 
them with cudgils, and the Indians which they carri- 
cd in chaines, with the mud troubled the waters, and 
the fiſh being therewith, as it were, aſtonied, came to 
thetopof the water, and they tooke as much as they

liſted. The Indians of Colj2oz had no knowledge of cligea. 


the Chriſtians, &when thcy came ſo neere thetowne, 


thatthe Indians ſaw them,they fled vpa Riuer, which A River, 


paſſed neere the towne, and ſome leaped into itz but 
the Chriſtians went on both ſides of the Riuer, and 
tooke them. There were many men and women ta- 
ken, and the Cacique with them. And by his com- 
mandement within three daies came many Indians

k2ues, thebankofameaneRiuer, of the bigneſſe of Cayzs, the 
Riuer that paſſeth by E#remadura. It was a fat ſoile 
and fo plentifull of Maiz,that they caſt out the old, to 
bring in the new. There was alſo great plentie of 

French beanes and pompions. The French beanes 

wcre greater,and better then thoſe of Sparze, and like- 

wiicthe pompions,and being roſted, they hauc almoſt 

the taſte of cheſtnuts. The Cacique of Co/rgoa gaue a 

3 .  guideto Cayas, and ſtaied behind in his owne rowne. 
"= The trounce Wee trauelled fiue daies, and came to the Prouince of 
A | Paliſema. Te houſe otthe Cacique was found couc- 
red with Deeres skinnes of diuers colours and works 

drawnein them, and withthe ſame in manner of car- 

pets w2s the ground of the houſe couered. The Caci- 

queleftit ſo,that the Gouernour mightlodge init, in 

token that he ſought peace and his friendſhip. But hee 
: durſt not tarric his comming. The Gouernour, ſeeing 
== he had abſented himſclfe, ſent a Captaine with horſe- 
; men and footemen to ſecke him : Hee found much 
people, but by reaſon ofthe roughneſle of the Coun- 

trie, he tooke none ſauea few women and children. 
Thetowne was little and ſcattering, and had very lit- 

tle Maiz, For which cauſe the Gouernour ſpecdilic 

departed from thence. Hee came to another towne 

Tataticcya, Called T atalicoya, hee carried with him the Caciquec 
thereot, which guided him to Cayas. From T ataliroya 

are fourc daies 1gyrnie t0 Cayes. When hee cameto 

C21 a3, Cayas,and ſaw the towneſcattered; hee thought they 


had told him alic,and that it was notthe Prouince of 
Cay,

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Cayas, becauſe they had informed him that it was well 
inhabited : Hethreatned the Cacique, charging him 
ta tellhim where hee was : and he and other Indians 
which were taken neere about that place, affirmed 
that this was the towne of Cayas, and the beſt that was 
in that Countric,and that though the houſes were di- 
ſtant the one from the other, yetthe ground that was 
inhabited was great, and that there was greatſtore of 
people,and many fields of Maiz. This towne was cal- 


led T anico - he pitched his Campein the beſt part Of Tanico, 


itneere vatoa Riuer. The ſame day thatthe Gouer- 
' nour came thither, he wenta league farther with cer- 
taine horſemen, and without finding anypeople, hee 
found many skinnes in a pathway, which the Cacique 
hadleft there, that they might bce found, intoken of 
peace. For ſo is the cuſtomein that Countrie.

Jug He Gouernor reſted a moneth in the Pro- 
93) uince of Cayes. In which time the hoiſes 
KW fattencedand thrived more, then inother 
i Places in a longer time, with the great 
plentie of Maiz and the leaues thercof, 


which I thinke was the beſt that hath been ſeene, and 
they dranke of a lake of very hot water, and ſomewhat

brackifh, and they dranke ſo much, that it ſwelled in ,qy4 omewbar 
their bellics when they brought them from the wate- brackiſh wa- 
ring. Vntill that time the Chriſtians wanted ſalt, and fe _ - 
there they made good ſtore, which they carried along mai ar 
with them. The Indians doe carric it to other places ©7795

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,, to exchange it forskinnesand mantles. They make it 
along the River, which when it ebbeth, leaueth it vp- 
"on the vpper part of the ſand. And becauſe they can- 
" not make it, without much ſand mingled with it, they 
' throw it into certaine baskets which they have for 
that purpoſe, broad atthe mouth, and narrow at the 
bottom, and ct itin theaire vpon a barre, andthrow 
"— water into it,and (ct aſmall veſlellvnder it, 'wherein it 
" falleth: Being ſtrained and ſer to boile vpon the fire, 
. when the water is ſodden away, the ſalt remaineth in 
, the bottome of thepan.On both ſides of the Riuer the 
* Countrie was full of ſowne fields,and there was ſtore 
of Maiz. The Indians duiſt not come ouer where wee 
were : & when ſome of them ſhewed themſclues ,the 
ſouldicrs that ſaw them called vnto them; then the In- 
 dianspaſſedthe Riuer,and came with them where the 
* Gouernor was. He asked the forthe Cacique. They 
ſaid,that he remained quict, but that he durſt not ſhew 
himſelfe. The Gouernour preſcntly ſent him word, 
that he ſhould come vnto him, and bring him a guide 
andan interpretour for his tournicyif he madc account 
of his friendſhip : and it he did not ſo, he would come 
himſelfe to ſecke him, and thatit would bce the worſe 
forhim. Hee waited three daies, and ſecing he came 
not,he went to ſeckehim, and brought him priſoner 
with 150. of his men. He asked him, whethcr hee had 
notice of any great Cacique, & which way the Coun. 
trie was bl inhabited. Hee anſwered, that the bcſt 
Countrie thereabout was a Prouince toward the 
South,a day and an halfes iournic, which was called 
Tulla, and that he could giue him a ouide, but noin- 
eerpretour, becauſe the ſpeech of that Countric was 


different from his, and becaule he and his anceſtors 
had 
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had alwaics warres with the Lords of that Province, 
therefore rhey had no commerce,nor vnderſtood one 
anothers language. Immediatly the Gouernour with 
certaine horſemen, and 50, footemen, departed to- 
ward Twlla, to ſee if the Countrie were ſuch, as hee 
might paſſe through it with all his companie : and al- 
ſoone as he arriued there, and was eſpicd ofthe Indi- Tulla. 
ans, the Countric gathered together, andafſlooneas 
15. and 20. Indians could afſemblethemſtlues, they 
ſetvypon the Chriſtians : andſeeing that they did han- 
dle them ſhrewdly, and that the horſemen ouvertooke 
them when they fled,they gat vp into the tops of their 
houſes, and ſought todeftend themſelues with hel ar- 


rowes : and being beaten downe from one, they gat 
vp vpon another. And while our men purſued ſome, 
others ſet ypon them another way. Thus theskirmiſh 
laſted fo long, that the horſes were tired, and they 


could not make them runne. The Indians killed there 

one horſe,and ſome were hurt. There were 15. Indi- 

ans {lainethere, and 40. womenand boies were taken 

priſoners. For whatſocuer Indian did ſhoot at them,if 

they could come by him, they put him tothe ſword. 

The Gouernour determined toreturne toward Cayas, 

before the Indians had time to gather-a head; and 

preſently that eucning, going part of F night toleaue 
Tulla,helodged by the way, and the next day came to 

Cayzs : and within three daics after he departed thece The Gover- 
toward Twlla with all his companie : He carried _topanmaay rt 
Caciqucalong with him,and among all his men,therc1,/\@uh all his 
was not one found that could vnderſtand the ſpeech companee. 
of Tu{{z, He ſtaicd three daies by the way, and the 

day that he came thither,he found the towne abando- 


ned : for the Indians durſt not tarric his comming.

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But aſſoone as they knew that the Goucrnour was in 
T«lla,the firſt night about 5 morning watch,they came 
in two ſquadrons two ſeuerall waies,with their bowes 
and arrowes, and long ſtaues like pikes. Aſſooneas 
they were deſcried,both horſe and toor ſallied out vp- 
on them,where many of the Indians were flaine: And 
ſome Chriſtians and horſes were hurt : Some of the 
Indians were taken priſoners, whereof the Gouernour 


Indians haue (nt fixe to the Cacique, with their right hands and 


cheir right 


hands andno- noſes cut off : and ſent him word, that if he came not 
ſexcuroff, © to himto excuſeand ſubmit himſelfe, that hee would 
cometo ſeeke him,and that hee would doe thelike to 
him,and as many of his as hee could find, as hee had 
done to thoſe which hee had ſent him : and gaue him 
threedaies reſpit for to come. And this he gaue them 
to vnderſtand bylignes,as well as hee could, for there 


was no interpretour. At the three daies end, there 

Oxe hides. camean Indian laden with Oxe hides. He came wee- 
ping with great ſobs, and comming tothe Gouernour 
caſt himſelfe downe at his feete: He rooke him vp,and 

he made aſpeech, butthere was none that vnderſtood 

him. The Gouernour by ſignes commanded him, to 

returne to the Cacique, and to will him, toſendhim 

an interpretor, which could vnderſtand the men of Ca- 

345. The next day came three Indians laden with oxe 

Oxchides, hides; and within three dajes after came 20. Indians, 
and among them one that vnderſtood them of Cay : 
Who,aftera long oration of excuſes ofthe Cacique, 

and praiſes of the Gouernour, concluded with this, 

that he and the other were- comethither onthe Caci- 

ques behalfe, to ſee what his Lordſhip would com- 

mand him to doe, for he was readieat his commande- 

ment. The Gouernourand all his companic were ve- 

rie 
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rieglad. For in no wiſe could they traucll without an 
interpretour. The Gouernour commanded him to 
be kept ſafe, and bad himtell the men that came with 
him,that they ſhuld returneta the Cacique,and f1gni- 
fie vnto him,that he pardoned him forthat which was 
paſt,and thanked him much for his preſenes and intcr- 
pretour, which he had ſent him, and that he would bce 
glad to ſee him, and that he ſhould comethe next day | 
to talke with him. Afrertarecdajes,the Cacique came, The Cacque 
and 80. Indians with bim : and himſelfe and hismen * 1*7- 
came weeping intothe Camp, in token of obedience 
and repentance forthe crrour paſled, after the manner 
of that Countrie: He broughr a preſent of many oxe þ13"Y ©® 
hides : which, becauſe the Countric was cold, were wooll 0:

Tuila, which might be abour 80. leagues, and that it 
Was 2 plcnti: ull Countric of Maiz. And becauſe win-

_ Avinecrof three moneths in the yeere for cold, waters,and ſnow: 
hs andtcaring,thatit they ſhould ſtay ſolong intheſcat- 
tered dwelling,they could notbe ſuſteined ; and alſo 
becauſe the Indians faid,that neere to Autiamque was 
a orcat watcr,and according totheirrcJation, the Go-.

And 
meaſuring the ground by paſcs, hee appointed euery 
one his part to doc according to-the number of Indi- 
ans which he had : preſently the timber was brought 


by them; and in three daics there was an incloſure 


made of very hie and thicke poſts thruſt into the 
ground, and many railcs laid acrofſe. Hard by this 
towne paſſed a Riuer,that camc out of the Prouince of 
Cayas; and aboueand beneath it was very well 
pled. Thirhercame Indianson the Caciques behalfe 
with a preſent of mantles and skinnes; and an haltin 
Caciquz,ſubieto the Lord of Awtiamgae, Lordofa 
townc called T zetiquagus, came many times tavilitthe 
Goucrnour, andto bring him' preſents of ſuch as hee 


had. The Cacique of Aatiamque ſent to know of the. 


Gouernour, how long time hee meant to ſtay in his 
Countric? And vnderſtanding that he meant to ſtay a. 
bouethree daics,he ncuer ſent any more Indians, nor 
any other mciage, but conſpired withthe lame Caci- 


que to rebell. Diuers inrodes were made, wherein 


there were many men and women taken, and the 
lame Cacique among the reſt. The Goucrnour re- 
{pccting theſeruices which he had receiued of him, re- 
prchended and admoniſhed him. and ſerhim at liber- 
tic, and gane him two Indians tocarrie him in achaire 
vpon their thoulders, The Cacique of Auiamgne de- 


firing tothruſt the Gouernour ont of his Countrie, ſet 


{pics ouer him. And an Indian comming one night 
to the gate of the incloſure, a ſouldier that watched eſ- 


picd him,and ſtepping bchind the gare,as he came in, 
he

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he gaue him ſuch athruſt, that he fell downe; and fo 
hecarried him to the Goucrnour: and as hee asked 
him whereforc he came, not being able to ſpeake, hee 
fell downe dead. The night following the Gouernor 
commanded a ſouldiour to giuc thealarme, andto ſay 
that he had ſcene Indians,to fee how ready they would 
be to anſwere the alarme. And hee did ſo ſometimes 
as well there,as in other places, when he thought that 
his men were carelefle, & reprehended ſuch as were 
ſlacke. Andas well for this cauſe,as in regard of doing 
their dutie, when the alarme was ginen, cuery one 
ſought to be the firſt that ſhould anſwere. They fMaied

And in Astazzque the Indians taught them how to 
take them : which was, with great ſprindges, which 
lifted vp their feete from the ground : And the ſnare 
was made with a ſtrong ſtring, whereunto was faſte- 
ned a knot ofa cane, which ran cloſe about the neck of 
the conic, becauſe they ſhould not gnaw the ſtring.

T he death of /obn Ori7z was (ogreat a milchicte forthe 
diſcouering inward, or going out of the land,that to 

learne of the Indians, that which in toure wor.is hee 

declared, they necded a whole day wit the yourh : 

and maſt commonly hee vaderſtood quite conmarie 

that iv. ich was asked him : whereby tt often happe- 

ne-{ that the way that they went one dy, and {yme- 

times two or three daics, they turned backe, and went 

aſtray 
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aſtray throvgh the wood here and there. The Gover- 

nour ſpentten daies in trauclling from Antiamquetoa 

province called yas; and: came-to a towne that Ayays 
ſtood neere the Riucr that paſſeth by Caqyasand CAMs- Pr 
tiamque. There hee commanded a barge to be made, 
wherewith he paſſed the Riuer. When he had paſſed 

the Riucr there fell out ſuch weather, that foure daics 5,.,, wow a- 
he could not traucll tor ſnow. Afſoone as it gauc ouer bout the 
ſnowing,he went three daies journey through a Wil. RE 
derneſſe,and a countrie ſo low,and ſo full ot lakes and *' 
cvill waics, that hee trauclled one timea whole day in 

water, ſometimes knee deepe, ſometimes to the ſtic- 

rup,and fomtimes they ſwamme. He cametoa towne | 
called T *telpinco,abandoned,and without Maiz:there Twelp'nco. 
paſſed by it alake,that entred into the riucr, which car- a great lake. 
ried a great ſtreameand force of water. Fiue Chriſtians 

paſſing over it in a periagua, which the Gouernour 

had ſcnt with a Caprainc, the periagua ourrlct : ſome 

tooke hold on ir, ſome on the trees that were in the 

lake, Onc Francis Sebaftian,an honeſt man of Yilla nous 

de Barca Rota, was drowned there. The Goucrnour 

went a whole day along the lake ſeeking paſſage, and 

could inde none, nor any way that did paſſe to the o- 

therſide, Comming againeat night to the towne hee 

found two peaceable Indians, which ſhewed him the 

paſſage, and which way hee was to goe. There thc

with canes,rafts wherewith they paſſed thelake. They (e4the lake, 
trauelled three dates, and came to a towne of the terri- 

torie of Nzlco, called Tranto. There they tooke thirtic Tiano. 
Indians, and among them two principall men of this 

towne, The Goucrnour ſent a Captaine with horſe- 

menand footmen before to Ni/co, becauſe the Indians

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might haue no time tocarric awaythe prouiſion. They 
Threeor palledthrough three or foure great townrs, and inthe 
ture grext "x0 wne Where the Cacique was rclident, which was 
nn  - twolcagues fromthe placewherethe Gouernour re- 
maiaed, they found many Indians with their bowes 
and arrowes, in manncr as though they would haue 
ſtaicd ro fight, which did compallc the towne; andaſ- 
ſoone as they {aw the Chriſtians come necre them 
without miſdoubting them, they ſer the Caciques 
houſe on firc,and fled ouer alake that paſſed neere the 
rowne, through which the horſes could not paſſe. 
Marchzz> The nextday bcing Wedneſday the 29. of March the 
Nilco, Goucrnour cameto X4lco: he lodged with all his men 
in the Caciques towne, which ſtood in a plaine field, 
which was anhabircd tor the ſpace of a quarter of a 
lIcague: and within a kague and halfe a league were 


ycriegrex. qgther very great towncs, wherein was great ſtore of 


toOWnecs. 


Maiz,of French beancs,of Walnuts,and Prunes. This 
Thebet Wasthebcſt inhabired countrie, that was ſcene in F s- 
Coun'ricot 9;44,and had moſt ftore of Maiz, except Coga,and Apa- 
Fn 8 lihe. There came to the campe an Indian accompa- 
nied with others, and in the Caciques name gave the 

Marton» Governobra mantle of Marterns skinnes, and a cor- 
ammo Jon of perles. The Gouernour gaue him a few ſmall 
perles, Margarits, whichare certaine beades much cſtecmed 
in Pera,and otherthings, wherewith he was very well 
contented. He promiſed to returne within two daies, 
bur never came againe : but on the contrarte the In- 
dians came by night in canoes, and carried away all 
the Maiz they could, and made them cabins on the 

_ Otherſide of the Riverin the thickeſt of the wood, be- 
cauſe they might flee if wee ſhould goe to ſeeke them. 


The Gouernour, ſccing hee came not at the time ap- 
pointed, 
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pointed, commanded an ambuſh to be laid about cer- 

caine ſtore-houſes neere the lakes, whither the Indians 

came for Maiz: where they tooke two Indians, who 

told the Goucrnour,that hee which came to vilic him, 

was notthe Cacique, but was ſent by him vnder pre- 

tence to ſpice whether the Chriſtians were careleſle, 

and whether they determined to ſertle in that country 

or to goe forward, Preſently the Goucrnour ſent a 
Captaine with footmen and horſemen ouer the riuer ; 

and in their paſſage they were deſcried of the Indians, 

and therefore he could take but tenne ortwelue men 
and women, with whom hee returned to the campe. 
This Riuer which paſſed by Nil{co,was that which paſ- a gjuer fal- 
ſed by Cayas and Antiamque,and fell into Ris grande,or ling mo Rio 
the Great Riuer,which paſſed by Pachahs and __ _

neere vnto the prouince of Guachoya : and the 
thereof came vp the Riuer in canoes to make watrre 


with him of Ni/co.On his behalf there came anIndian 
tothe Gouernour and ſaid vnto him, That he was his 
ſeruant,and prayed him foto hold him, and that with- 
in two daies hee would come to kiſſe his Lordſhips 
hands : andat the time appointed he came with ſome 
of his principal Indians,which accompanied him,and 
with words of great offers and courteſie hee gaue the 
Gouernour a preſent of many Mantles and Deeres 
Skinnes. The Gouernour gaue-him ſome other things 
in rccompenlc, and honoured him much. Hee asked 
him what townes the1c were downe the River? Hee 
anſwered that he knew none other but his owne : and 
on the other ſide of the Rinera province of a Cacique 
called Qurzalia So hecioke his leaue of the Goper- 
nuur and went to his owne towne, Within few daies 


the Gouernour dctermiucd to goe to Guacheya , to 
R learne 
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learne there whether the Sea were neere, or whether 
there were any habitation neere, where hee might re- 
lieuc his companic, while the brigantines were ma- 
king, which he mcantto ſend tothe land of the Chri- - 
ſtiz9>. As he paſſed the River of Nylco, there came in 
cies Indians of Gzachoya vp the (treame, and when 
they ſ2w i:1m,ſupp fog tharhecame to ſceke them to 
 docthem ſoince hurt, they returned downerhc Riuecr, 
and info;med the Cacique thereof : who with all his 
pcopie, 'poiling the towne of all thatrhey could carric 
away, paſſed that niglit ouer to the other (1de of Rio 
er.nde,or the gieat Riucr. The Gouernour ſenta Cap- 
taine with fiftie men in ſixe canoes downe the Riuecr, 
and went himſclte by land with the reſt : heecame to 
Guachoyn, Gnachoyavpon Sunday the 17.0t Aprill : he lodged in 
the rowne of the Cacique, which was incloſed about, 
and ſeated a croſſebow ſhot diſtant from the Riuer.

| mide. /ohn Danuſco went and brought the canoes lo- 
/ den vith Maiz, French bcancs, Pruncs, and many 
loaucs 
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loaues made of the ſubſtance of prunes. That day came 14,vy _—_ 
an Indian to the Gouernor from the Cacique of Gx- made of 
choya, and ſaid, that his Lord would come the next 2s 


day. The next day they ſaw many canoes come vp the 
Riuer, and on the other ſide of the great Riuer,they 
aſſembled rogether in the ſpace of an houre: they con- 
ſulted whether they ſhould comcornot; &.at length 
concluded to come,and crofled the River. Inthe came 
the Cacique of Guachoya, and brought with him ma- 
nie Indians with great ſtore of Fiſh, Dogges, Deeres 
Skinnes, and Mantles: And affoone as they landed, 
they went to the lodging of the Goucrnour, and pre- 
ſented him their gitts, and the Cacique vitcred theſe 
words: 

CAightic and excellent Lord, 1 beſeech your Lordſhip to 
purdoa mee the erronr which I committed in abſenting my 
{elfe,and no! tarrying mths towne to haue receined and ſer- 
wed vour Lordſhip, /ince,to obtaine tha opportunitre of time, 
w4s,and ts as much as a'great wv.tt:rie to me. But I feared 
that which 1 needed not to haue feared, and {o did that which 
w.1s #0t reaſon to do : But as hafte maketh waite.and I remo- 
wed without deliberation, ſo,as ſoone as I thouzht on it, I 
determined not to follow the opinion of the fooliſh, which ts, to 
continue in their errour, but to imitate the wiſe and diſcricet, 
in changing my counſell, and ſo 1 came toſee what your Lord- 
[hip mull command me to doe that I may ſerue you in all things 
that are in my power, 

The Goucrnour recciued him with much toy, and 
gave him thankes for his preſent and offer, He a'!ked 
lm, whether hee had any notice of the Sea, Hee an- 
ſwered, no, nor of any townes downe the Riucr on. 
that fide, ſfauerhat rwoleagues from thence was one 
towne ofa priucipall Indian a ſubic& of his ; and - 
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the otherſide of the River, thice daiecs tourney from 

thence downe the Riuer, was the Province of 2ui- 

galta, which. was the greatcſt Lord that was in that 

Countric. The Goucraour thought that the Cacique 

licd vnto him,torid him out of his owne townes, and 

ſent /7ohn Danuſco with cight horſemen downethe Ri- 

uer,to ſee what habitation thcre was, and to informe 

himſelte, ifthere were any notice of the Sea, Hee tra- 

uclled eight daies,and at his returne hee faid,that in all 

that time he was notable to go aboue 14 or 15 leagues, 

becauſc of the great creckes that came out of the Ri- 

uer,and groucs of cancs, and thicke woods that were 

along the bancks of the Rtuer,and that hee had found 

no habitation. The Goucrnour fell into great dumps 

to ſee how hard it was to getto the Sea: and worle, be- 

cauſe his men and horſes cuery day diminiſhed, being 

without ſuccour to ſuſtaine themſclues in the country: 

Rn. and with that thought he fell ſick. But before he tooke 

ef thought, Þis bed hee ſentan Indian to the Cacique of Quiga/ie 

| to tell him, that hee was the Childe of the Sunne,and 

that all the way that hee came all men obeyed andſer- 

ued him,that he requeſted him to accept of his friend- 

ſhip,and come vnto him; for he would be very glad to 

ſee him; andin ſigne of loue and obedience tobring 

ſomething with him of that which in his countrie was 

moſt eſteemed. The Cacique anſwered by the ſame 
Indian; 

T hat whereas he ſaid he was the Child of the Sunne, if he 


A woſt wittie ould dric vp the Riner he wonld beltene hims : and touching 


and tout an- 


(merevttie the reſt, that hee was wont to viſit none, but rather that all 
Cacique'lt thoſe of whom he had notice did viſit him,ſerued, obeyed and 
paid him tributes willinz.y or perforce : therefore if hee deſt- 

red to ſee him, it were beſt he ſhould come thither : that if hee 
came

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camt inpeace, he would receine him with ſþeciall good will, 


and if in warre,in like manner hee would attend him in the 
towne where he was,and that for him or any other hee would 
not ſhrinke one foote backe. 

By that time the Indian returned with this anſwere, 
the Goucrnour had betaken himſelte to bed, being 
cuill handled with feucrs, and was much aggricued, 
that he was not in calc to paſſe preſently the Riuerand 
to ſeeke him, to ſee if he could abate that pride of his, 
conſidering.theRiucr wentnow very ſtrongly in thoſe 
parts; for it was ncere halfea league broad,and 16. fa- 
thomecs decp,and very furious, and ranne witha great 
current; and on both ſides there were many Indians, 
and his power was not now ſo great, but that hee had 
need to helpe himſelfe rather by flights then by force. 
The Indians of Gaachoya came cuery day with fiſh in 
ſuch numbers, that the towne was full ofthem. The 
Cacique ſaid, that on a certaine night hee of Purga/ts 
would come to giue battell to the Gouernour, Which 
the Goucrnour imagined that he had deviſed, to driue 
him outof his countrey, and commandcd him to bee 
putin hold : and that nightand all thereſt, there was 
good watch kepr. Hee asked him wherefore Qnigalte 
came not? He ſaid that hee came,butthat he ſaw him 
$25 0:96 therfore durſt not giue the attempt: and 

ce was earneſt with him to ſend his Captaines oucr 
the Riucr,and thathe would aide him with many men 
to ſet ypon 2uizalta. The Gouernour told him that 
aſloone as he was recouered, himfelfe would ſecke him 
out. And ſecing how many Indianscamedaily to the 
towne,and what ſtore of people was in that countrie, 
tearing they ſhould al conſpire together and plor ſome 
treaſon againſt him ; and becauſe the towne had ſome 
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open gaps which were not made anendot inclofing, 
belides rhe gates which they went in and out by : be- 
cauſe the Indiars ſhould not thinke he feared them, 
he letthcm all aione vnrepaired; and commanded the 
horſemen to be appointed to them, and to the gates : 
and all night the horſemen wentthe round; and two 
and two of cucry ſquadron rode about, and viſitcd the 
skouts that were without the towne in their ſtandings 
by the paſſages, and the croſſcbowmen that kept the 
canoes inthe Riuer. And becauſc the Indjans hould 
ſtand in teareof them, hee determined to ſend a Cap- 
taine to N//{co,forthoſe of Guachoys had told him t')ar 
it was inhabited; that by viing them cruelly, neither 
the onenor the other ſhould preſume to aſſailc him , 
and hee ſent Nunnes de T ovar with fitteence horſemicn, 
and /ohnde GuFman Captaine of the tootmen with his 
companie in canocs vp the Riucr. The Cacique of 
Guach:ya ſent for many canocs and many wailtke In- 
dians to goe with the Chtiſtians : and the Captaine of 
the Chriſtians.called Nunnce ae Ton, went by land 
with his horſcemen,and two leagues before he cameto 
Nilco hce ſtaied for lohn dc UnTUN, and in that place 
they paſſed the River by night : the horſemen came 
firſt, and in the moining by breake of day in fight of 
the towne they lighrtcd vpon a ſpie; which aſſoone as 
he perceiued the Chriſtian's, crying out amainefled to _ 
the towne to give warning. Nunnes de Tonar and his * 
comp111e mac ſuch ſpeed, that before the Indians of 
the towne could tuilv come out, they were vponthem: 
It was cham 1on ground that was inhabited, which 
Fries WaSIDOtitaquartirotalague, There were about fiue 
thou!21. 5.0. Or lixethouſand people in the towne : and, as many 
pier Nico. PEOpIC CAME Out of thic houſes, & fAled from one houſe 
tO 
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ro another,and many Indians came flocking together 
from all parts,there was neuer a horſcman that was not 
alone among many. The Captaine had commanded 
that they ſhould not ſpare the life of any male. Their 
diſorder was fogreat, that there was no Indian that 
ſhor an arrow at any Chriſtian. Tac ſhreckes of wo- 
men and children were fo great, that they made the 
eares deaſe of thoſe that followed them. There were 
ſlainean hundred Indians,little more or lefle: and ima- 
ny were wounded with great wounds, whom thcy 
ſuffered to eſcape to ſtrike a terror in the reſt rhat were 
notthere. There were ſomie ſo cruell and butcherlike, 
that they killed old and young, and ail that hey mer, 
though they made norefiſtance: and thoſe which pre- 
ſamed of them(clues for their valour, and were taken 
for ſuch, brake through the Indians, bearing downe 
many with their ſtirrops and breſts of their horſes; and 
ſomc they wounded with their Jances,and lo let them 
goc: and when they ſaw any youth or woman =y 
tooke them,and deliucred them to the footmen, Theſe 
mens ſinnes by Gods permiſſion lighted on their own «« 
heads:wio,becauſethcy would ſeeme valiant,becamecc 
cruel!; ſhewing themſclues extreme cowards in the 
fight of all men, when as moſt neede of valour was re-«« 
quired,and * afterward they came toa ſhameful death, * Chap.z7. 

Ot che Indians of Nzlcowere taken priſoners, foure- 

Kore women and children, and much ſpoile. The In 
Cians of Guachoya kept back before they came at the 
towne, and ſized withour,beholding theſucceſle of 
the Chriſtians with the men of Nico. And when they 
faw them purto f:ght, andthe horſemen bulie in kil- 
ling of them, they haſtened tothe houſes rorob, and 
fl: 2 thei canocs with the ſpoile of the goods; and - 

rurac 
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turned to Guachoys before the Chriſtians ; and won- 
dring much at the ſharpe dealing which they had 
ſeene them vic toward the Indians of Nilco, they told 
their Cacique all that had paſſed with great aſtoniſh- 
, ment.

"9 fv now he was 10 70e 10 giue an account before the pre- 
ſence of God of ali his (ife paſt: andſincet pleaſed him t/ take 
him in ſuch a tin. e,an4 that the time was come that he knew 
hu acath,that he his meſt unwrrthie ſernant vid yeeld bins 
many —_ tl erefore, anl1 d ſired all thit were preſent 
and abſent (whom he confeſſ.d h:mſelſe to be mn:h beholding 
ante for their [inzular wvertues, love and loy.:!1;e which him- 
ſelfe had well tried im the tranels, which they had ſuffered, 
which alwaies in his mind he did hope to ſatisfic and reward, 
when it ſhould pleaſe God tngine him veſt, with move proſpe-

of hrs ſucceſſour he requeſted them to eleft a principal perſon, 

and able to gonerne, of whom all ſhould like well, and when 
 hewaseletted,they ſhould ſweare before him to obey him:and 

that he would thanke them very much inſo dome , becauſe 

the griefe that he had, would ſomewhat be aſſwaged, and the 

paine that he felt, becauſe he left them in ſo great confuſion,to 

wit,in kazing them ina ſlrange Conntrie, where they knew - 

not where they were. 

Baltaſar de Gallegos anſwered inthe name of ll the 

reſt : And firſt of all comforting him, he ſct before his 

cies how ſhortthe life of this world was,and with how 

many troubles and miſeries it is accompanied, and 

how God ſhewed him a ſingular fauor which ſooneſt 

left it:telling him many other things fit for ſuch a time. 

And forthe laſt point, that ſince it pleaſed God to take 

him to himſelfe, although his death did iuſtly gricue 

them much,yeras wel he, as al the reſt, ought of nece(- 

ſitic to conforme themſelues ro the will of God. And 

touching the Gouernour which he commanded they 

ſhould cleR,he beſought him, thatit would pleaſe his 

Lordſhip to name him which he thought fit, and him 

they would obey. And preſently he named Lays de 

Moſcoſo de Aluarado his Captaine general]. And pre- 

{ently he was ſworne by all that were preſent and ele- 

Qed for Goucrnour. The next day,being the 21. of Thedcathof | 

May, 1542. departed out of this lite, thevalorous,vir- 297. "<ide 

tuous,and valiant Captaine, Don Fernando de Soto,Go- the 21.0f May, 

uernour of Cubs, and Adelantado of Florida : whom 2 542 #t Gua- 

torrune aduanced, as it vſcth to doe others, that hee ©?* 

might haue the higher fal. He departed in ſuch a place, 

and atſuch atime, as in his ſickneſſe he had but little 


comfort : andthe danger wherein all his people _ 
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of periſhing in that Countrie, which appeared before 
thcir cies, was cauſe ſufficient, why cuery one of them 
had need of comfort, and why they did not viſit nor 
accompanie him asthey ought to haue done. Lays de 
Aaſcoſo determined to conceale his death from the In- | 
dians, becauſe Ferdinando de Soto had made them bc- 
leeue, That the Chriſtians were immorrtall ; and alſo 
becauſe they rooke him to be hardie,wiſe,and valiant: 
and if they ſhould know thathe was dead, they would 
bee bold to (et vpon the Chriſtians, though they liucd 
peaceablic by them. In regard of their diſpoſition,and 
becauſe they were nothing conſtant,and belceued all 
that was tolde them, the Adelantado made them be- 
lceue,that he knew ſome things that paſled in ſecret a- 
mong themſclues, without their knowledge, how, or 
in what manncr he came by them : and that the figure 
which appeared ina glaſfe, which he ſhewed them,did 
tell him whatſocuer they practiſed and went about : 
and thcrefore neither in word nor deed durſt they at- 
a any thing that might bee preiudiciall vnto 
Um. 

Afﬀoone as he was dead, Luis de Moſcoſs commanded 
to put him ſecretly in an houſe, where hee remained 
three daies : and remoouing him from thence, com- 
manded him to bee buried in the night at one ofthe 
gates of the towne within the wall. And as the Indians 
had ſcene him fick,and miſſed him, ſo didthey ſuſpe 
what might bee. And paſſing by theplace where hee 
was buricd,fecing the cartiz mooued,they looked and 
ipake onc toanother, Luys de A ſoſcoſo vnderſtanding 
of it,commanded him t» ve taken vp by night, and to 
caſt a great deale © {un into the mantles, wherein he 
was winded vp, wherein hee \was carried ina canoe, 

and

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and throwne into the middeſt of the River. The Ca- 
cique of Guachoya inquired forhim, demanding whar 
was become of his brother and Lord, the Gouernour : 
Luys de Moſcoſotold him, thathee was gon to heauen, 
as many other times hee did : and becauſc hee was to 
ſtay there certainedaies, hee had left him in his place. 
The Cacique thought with himſelte that he was dead; 
and comanded two young and well proportioned In- 


dians to be brought hither; and ſaid,that 5 vſe of that This is aIfo 
Countrie was, when any Lorddied,to kill Indians to the cuttome 
wait vpon him, and ſerue him by the way : and for *ftheoldTar- 


that purpoſe by his commandement were thoſe come 
thither : and prayed Lays de Hoſcoſo to command 
them to be beheaded,that they mightattend and lerue 
his Lord and brother, Luys de Moſcoſo told him, that 
the Goucrnour was not dead,but gone to heauen,and 
that of his owne Chriſtian ſouldicrs,he had taken ſuch 
as he needed to ſerue him, & praied him to command 
thoſc Indians to be looſed, and not to vic any ſuch bad 
cuſtome from rhencefoort" : ſtraightway hee com- 
manded them to be looſcd, and to get them home 
t» their houſes. And one of them would notgoe, 
ſaying, that hee would not ſcrue him, that withour 
deſert had judged him to death, but that hee would 
, cruc him as long as hee lived, which had ſaucd his 
lie. 

Luys de Moſcoſo cauſed all the goods of the Gouernor 
t95eſold at an outcric: to wit, two men flaucs, & two

cucry i]2uc or horſe, they gauc twoor three t 
ducats : which were tobe paicd atthe fiſt melting of 
gold orfiluer,or at the diviſion of their portion of in- 
icrizance. And they entred into bonds,though in the 

YC Countiie 
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Countrie there was not wherewith, to pay it within a 
yeere after,and put in ſurctics forthe ſame. Such as in 
Spaine had go goods to bind, gaue two hundred du- 
cats foran hog,giuing aſſurance after the ſame maner. 
Thoſe which had any goods in Spaine, bought with 
more feare, and boughtthe leſle. From that time for- 


 ward,moſt of the companie had ſwine, and vrought 


them vp,and ted vpon them; and obſerued Fridaics 
and Saturdaies, and the euenings of feaſts, which be- 
fore they did not. For ſometimes intwo or three mo- 
neths they did cate no fleſh, and whenſocuer they 
couldcome by it,they did cate it. |

F Ome were glad of the death of Don 
| Ferdinand de Soto, holding for cer- 
| taine,that Lays de Moſcoſo (which 
was giuen to his eaſe) wouldrather 
defireto be among the Chriſtiansat 
RARE 2 rceſt,thento continue the labours of 
the warre in ſubduing and diſcoucring of Countries; 
whereof they were alreadie wearie, {ecing the ſmall 
profit that inſucd thereof, The Gouernour comman- 
dedthe Captaines and principall perſons to meetto 
conſult and determine what they ſhould doe, And 
being informed what peopled habitation was round 
about, he vnderſtood that to the Weſt, the Countrie 
was molt inhabited, and thatdowne the Riuer beyond 


.2utzalta was vninhabited, and had little ſtore of food 
He 
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He deſired them all, thateuerie one would giue hiso- 
pinion in writing, & ſet his handto it: thatthey might 
reſolue by generall conſent, whether they ſhould goe 
downe the Riuer, or enter into the maine land. All 


were of opinion, that it was beſt togo by land toward Thcirgencrai 
the Weſt, becauſe Nueva Eſpanne was that way; hol. ***\rionts 
ding the voyage by ſea more dangerous, and of grea- 1and Weſt 
ter hazard, becaule they could make no ſhip of any v4. 


ſtrength toabideaſtorme,neither had they Maſter,nor 
Pilot, Compaſſe, nor Chart, ncither knew they how 
farre the ſea was off, nor had any notice of it; nor whe- 
ther the Riuer did make any great turning into the 
 land,or had any great fall from the rocks, where all of 
them might be caſtaway. And ſome which had ſeene 
the ſca-chart,did find, that from the place where they 
were by the ſea coaſt to Nous Hun gs bee 400. 
leagues, little more orleſle; and ſaid, that though they 
went ſomewhat about by land in ſeckingapeopled 
Countrie,if ſome great wilderneſſe which they could 
not paſſe did not hinderthe, by ſpending that ſommer 
intrauell, finding prouiſton to paſle the winter in ſome 
| peopled Countrie, that the next ſommer after they 
might come to ſome Chriſtianland, and that ir mighe 
fortune in their trauel by land to find ſome rich Coun- 
trie, where they might doe themſelues good. The 
Gouernour, although hedefired to get out of Florids 
in ſhortertime, ſeeing the inconueniences they laid 
before him,in trauelling by ſea, determined to follow 


that which ſcemed good tothem al!. On Monday the The ff 6 
fifth of Lunc, he departed from Guachoya. The Caci- 14nc- 
que gaue hima guideto Chazrate, and ſtaied at home ca. 


in his owne tov!ne. They paſſed chrough a Prouince 
called Cazalte : and itauing prilcd awilderneſſe of fixe

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daics iournie,the twentieth day of y moneth hecame 
to Chaguate, The Cacique of this Prouince had viſt- 
ted the Goucrnour Por Ferdinando de Soto at Antiam- 
que, whither he brought him preſents ofskinnes, and 
mantles and alt. Anda day before Lays de CMoſcoſo 
cameto his towne, weloſt a Chriſtian that was ſicke; 
which hee ſuſpected that the Indians had (laine. Hee 
ſentthe Cacique word, that he ſhould command his 
people to ſecke hirn vp, and ſend him vnto him, and 
that he would hold him,as he did,for his friend : and 
it he did not,that neither he, nor his,ſhould eſcape his 
hands, and that hee would ſct his Countrie on fire. 
Preſently the Cacique came vnto him,and brought a 
oreat preſent of mantlcs and skinnes, and the Chriſti. 

an that was loſt, and madethis ſpeech following : 
Rizht excellent Lord, I would not deſerue that conceit 
Es hadof me, for all the treaſure of theworld. What 
inforced meto goe to viſit and ſerne the excellent Lord Go- 
uernour you father in Autiamque, which you ſhould hane 
remembred, where 1 offered my ſelfe with all loyaltie, faith 
and lone, during my life to ſerue and obey him ? What then 
could be the cauſe,l hauing receines fours of him, and nei- 
ther you nor he hauing done me any wrone that ſhould mooue 
me 10 doe the thing, which 1 ought not ? Belecne this of mee, 
that neither wronz, nor any worldly intereſt, w.ts able to 
make me to haue done it nor [hall be able to blind me. But 4s 
mn this life it is a natarall courſe.that after one pleaſure, many 
ſorrowes doe follow : ſo by your ind'2natizn, fortune would 
moderate the ivy, which my heart concerneth withyour pre- 
ſence; and that I ſhoulderre, where I thon: ht ſureſt to bh 
bit the marke , in harboring this Chriſtian which was loſt, 
andwſing him in ſuch manner ,as he may tell himſe!fe, thin- 
king that herein I did you ſernice, with purpoſe to deliner him 
OD Unto 
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vnto you in Chaguate, and ts ſerue you to the vitermoſt of 
my power. If 1 deſerne puniſhment for this, Iwill receine is 
at your hands, as from my Lord, as if it were a fauour. For 
the loue which I did beare 10 the excellent Gonernour, and 
which I beare to you hath no limit. And like as yougiue 
me chaſliſement,ſo will you alſo ſhew me fanour. And that 
which now I craut of you is this,to declare your will unto me, 

and thoſe things, wherein I may bee able to doe you the moſt 

and beſt ſernice. 

The Gouernour anſwered him, that becauſe he did 
not find him inthat towne, hee was incenſed againſt 
him,thinking he had abſcnted himſelfe, as others had 

done: But ſeeing he now knew his loyaltit and loue, 
he would alwaics hold him asa brother, and fauour 
him in all his affaires. The Cacique went with him to 


the towne where he reſided, which was a daics iournie A ſmal towne. 


from thence. They paſſed through a ſmal town, where 


there was alake,wherethe Indians madeſalt: andthe $._... 
Chriſtians made ſome one day while they refted fa'rſprings of 
there, of a brackiſh water, which ſprang neere the v*<* 


towne in ponds like fountaines. The Gouernour ſtai- 
cd in Chaguatelixe daies. There he was informed of 
the habitation that was toward the Welt. They told 
him, that three daics iournie from thence was a Pro- 
vince called Agznacay. The day that he departed from 
Chazvate, a Chriſtian,called Franciſco de Guzman, the 
baſe ſonne ofa Gentleman of Srmll, ſtated behind, and 
went tothe Indians, with an Indian woman which he 
kept as his concubine, for fearche ſhould be puniſhed 
for gaming debts, that he did owe. The Goucrnor had 
trauclled two daies betore he miſled him ; hce {ent the 
Cacique word to ſecke him vp, andto ſend him to 4- 
2uacay, Whither he trauclled : which hee did not per- 
| forme. 
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forme. From the Cacique of Ygwacay, before they 

came into the Countrie, there met lim on the way 15. 

Indians witha preſent of skinnes, fiſh and roſted yeni- 

ſon. The Gouernour came to his towneon Wednel. 

Aguacay. day,the fourth of Iulic. He found the towne without 

| people,and lodgedin it : he ſtaied there about a day ; 

during which, he made ſome roades, and tooke many

There an Indian 
was taken, which ſaid that from thence to Nagwatex 

wasa day anda haltfes iourney ; which they trauelled, 

fading all the way inhabited places. Hauing paſſedthe 

Juli-z9.  peopled countrie of Amaye,on Saturday the 20.0f Iu- 


liethey pitched their Campeat noone betweene 1- 
 maye 
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maye and Naguatex along the corner of a groucof very 
faire trees. In the ſame place certaine Indians were 
diſcouered, which came to view them. The horſemen 
went out tothem,and killed fix,and tooke two;whom 
the Gouernour asked, wherefore they came © They 
ſaid, to know what people hee had, and what order 
they kept; and that the Cacique of Naguatex their 
Lord had ſentthem, and that he, with other Caciques 
which came to aidc him, determined that day to bid 
him battell. While they were occupicd in theſe que- 
ſtions and anſweres, there came many Indians by 
two waics in two ſquadrons : and when they ſaw they 
were deſcried, giuing a great crie they aſflaulted the 
Chriſtians each ſquadron by it ſelfe : but ſeeing what 
rcfiſtance the Chriſtians made them, they turned their 
backes and berooke themſelues to flight, in which ma- 
ny oft them loſt their liues; and mos of the horſemen 
tollowing them in chaſe,careleſſe of the Camp, other 
two ſquadrons of Indians,which lay in ambuſh,ſet vp- 
on the Chriſtians that were in the Campe, which alſo 
they reſiſted, who alſo had their reward asthe firſt. Af- 
ter the flight of the Indians, and that the Chriſtians 
wereretired,they hcard a great noiſe a croſſebow ſhot 
from the place where they were. The Gouernour ſent 
twelue horſemen to ſee what it was. They found fixe 
Chriſtians,foure footmen and two horſemen, among 
many Indians; the horſemen defending the footmen 
with greatlabour. Theſe being of them that chaſed the 
firſt wo ſquadrons, had loſt themſelues, and comming 
to recouer the Campe fell among thoſe with whom 
they were fighting : and ſo they,and thoſe that came 
to ſuccourth&, ſlew many of the Indians,and brought 
onealiue to the Campe : whom the Gouernour exa- 

T mined, 
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mined, who they were that came to bid him battell, 
He told him, thatthey were the Cacique of Naguatex, 
and of Amaye, and another of a prouince called Haca- 
»ac,a Lord of great countries and many ſubieRts, and 
that the Cacique of Nagwatex came for Captaineand | 
chicfeſt of themall. The Gouernour commanded his 
rightarmc and noſe to be cur off, and ſent him to the 
Cacique of Nagsatex, charging him to tell him, that 
the next day hee would bee 1n lis countrey to deſtroy 
him ; and if hee would viithſtind his entrance, hee 
ſhould ſtay for him. That night ke lodged there; and 
the next day hee came to the habitation of Naguatex, 
which was very ſcattcring: he inquired wherethe Ca- 
ciques chiefe towne was © They told him that it was 
on the other {ide of a Riuer, that paſled thereby : hee 
etrauclled thitherward, and came vnto it : and on the 
other {f1de hee ſaw many Indians, that taried for-him, 
making ſhew as though they would defend the paſl- 
ſage. And becauſe hee knew not whether it could bee 
waded , nor where the paſlage was; and that ſome 
Chriſtans and horſes were hurt ; thatthey might hauc 
time to recouer, he determined to reſt certaine daies in 
the towne where he was. So hee pitched his campe a 
; 26g of a lcague from the Riucr, becauſe the wea- 
ther was very hot, neere vnto the towne, in a thinne 
groue of very faire and hie trees necre a brookes fide : 
and in that place were certainc Indians taken ; whom 
hee examined, whether the Riner were wadeable or 
no ? They ſaid,yea,at ſometimes, and in ſome places. 
Within ten dates after he ſent two Capraines with fit- 
tcene horſemen a peece vpward and downe the Ri- 
ucr with Indians to ſhew them where they ſhould goe 


cuer, to {ce what habitation vas on the other fide: 
: And 
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And the Indians withſtood them both,defending the 

paſſage ofthe Riuer as farre as they were able,butthe 

paſſed in deſpite of them : andon the other ſide of the 20 paſſe the 
River they ſaw great habitation, and great ſtore of vi- m 
uals ; and with theſe news returned to the Camp.

4 He Goucrnour ſentan Indian from Nagus- 
tex where hee lay, to command the Ca-

paſt,andif he came not,thathe would ſecke him, and 
giue him ſuch puniſhment as he had deſerued for that 


which he had doneagainſt him. Within two dates the 

Indian returned, & ſaid thatthe Cacique would come 

the nextday : which,the ſame day when he came,ſent 

many Indians before him, among whom there were 

ſome principall men : hee ſent them to ſee what coun- 
tenancethey found inthe Gouernour, to reſolue with 

himſelfe whether hee ſhould goec or not. The Indians 

let him vnderſtand, that he was comming, and went a- 

way preſently : and the Cacique came within two 

hourcs accompanied with many of his men : they 

came all ina ranke one before another on both ſides, 

lcauing a lane inthe middeſt where hee came. They 

caine where the Gouernour was, all of them weeping 

after the manner of T»/la,which was not farre from ame en 
thence toward the Eaſt. The Cacique made his due, tatra:d. 


obediencc,and this ſpecch following :

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Right high and mightie Lord, whom all the world ouzhs 
70 ſerue and obty, I was bold to appeare before your Lordaſbip, 
haxing committed ſo heinous and abominable an att, as only 
for me 10 hane imagined, deſerued to be puniſhed , truiting in 

your greatnes, that although I deſerue to obtaine no pardon, 
yet for your owne ſake only you will vſe clemencie toward me, 
conſidering how ſmall I am in compariſon of your Lordſhip, 
and not to think vpon my weakneſſes ,which, to my 2riefe and 
for my zreater 200d, I hane knowne. And 1 bel-rue that you 
and yours are immortall , and that your Lordſhip is Lord of 
the land of nature,ſeeing that you jubdae all things, and they 
obey y n,cuen the very hearts of men. For when I beheld the 
Nlanghter and deſtruttion of my men in the battel;, which, 
through mine ignorace, and the connſell of « brother of mine, 
which ated im the ſame, I gane your pt 65 preſently I re- 
pented me in my heart of the error, which 1 had committed , 
and deſired to ſerue and obey you : and to this end I come, 
that your Lordſhip may chaſliſe and command mee as your 
Ine. 

The Goucrnouranſwered him,that he forgaue him 
all which was paſt, that from thenceforth hee ſhould 
do his dutic, & that he would hold him for his friend, 
and that he would fauour him in all things. Within 

«wes fOure Gaics hee departed thence, and comming to the 
prowne »npaſ- Riucr he could nor paſſe, becauſe it was growne very

oe Ne. biege; which {ſeemed to him a thing of admiration, 


—_—_ being at that time that it was, and ſince it had not rai- 
ned a moneth before. The Indians faid, that it in-

2029" the tide thatcame intoit. It was learned that the flood 
came alway from aboue, and that the Indians of all 

that countric had no knowledgeof the Sea. The Go-

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yernour returned vntothe place where he had lodged 

before : and vndeiſtanding within eight daies ater 
thatthe Riuer was paſſcable, he departed. He paſſed o- 

ucr and found the towne without people: he lodged 4towne. 
in the field, and ſent the Cacique word to come vnto 

him, and to bring him a guide togoe forward. And 

ſome daies being paſt, ſeeing the Cacique came nor, 

nor ſent any boudie, hee ſent two Captaines ſundrie 

waics to burne the townes, and to take ſuch Indians as Toes bur- 
they could finde : They burnt great ſtore of victuals, _- 
and took many Indians. The Cacique ſeeing the hurt 

that he received in his countrie, ſent f1xe principall In- 

dians with three men for guides, which knew the lan- 

euage of the countrie, through which the Gouernour 

was to paſle. Hee departed preſently from Naguatex, 

and within three dates iourney came to a towne of 

foure or fiue houſes, which a Ao tothe Cacique 

of thar prouince,which is called Niſ/oone - it was cuill Nifſoone, 
inhabited and hadlirtle Maiz. Two daies journey for- 
wardthe guides which guided the Gouernour,it they 

were to goe Weſtward, guided him to the Eaſt; and 
ſometimes went vp and downe through very great 

woods out of the way. The Gouernour commanded 

them to bee hanged vpon a tree: and a woman that 

they tooke in N1/ſoone guided him, and went backe 

againe to ſeeke the way. In two dates he came toano- 

ther miſcrable rowne,called Lacane : an Indian was ta- Laeane. 
ken in that place, thar ſaid, that the countrie of Nanda yynyacao. 
cao was 4 countrie of great habitation, and the houſes 
ſcattering the one from the other, asthey vſe to bee in 
mountains,and had great ſtore of Maiz. The Cacique 

came with his men weeping, like them of Nagaarex * 


for this is their yſc in token of obedience : hee made

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him apreſent of much fiſh,and offered to doe what he 


would command him. Heetooke his leaue, and gaue 
him aguidetothe prouince of Soacatrrs.

ther 50. or 100. they came foorth to fight: while ſome 

fought, others came and charged our men another 

way, and while they followed ſome, others followed 

them. The fight laſted the greateſt part of the day,till 

 Aromne. they cameto theirtowne. Some horſes and men were 
woundcd,butnotto any hurt of their trauelling : for 
there was no wound that was dangerous. There was 

a great ſpoile made of the Indians. That day that the 

Gouernour departed from thence, the Indian that 

guided him ſaid, that in Newdacaohe had heard ſay,that 

the Indians of Soacatino had ſeene other Chriſtians, 

whereof they all were very glad : thinking it might be 

true,and thatthey might haue centred into thoſe parts

owne hand to goe out of Florida, ifthey found no-

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thing of profit : for they feared they ſhould loſethem- 

ſelues in ſome wildernes. This Indian led him two 

daics out of the way. The Gouernour commanded to 

torture him. He ſaid,that the Cacique of Nondacas,his 

Lord, had commanded him to guide them ſo,becauſe 

they were his enemies, and that hee was to doe as his 

Lord commanded him. The-Gouernour commanded 

him to be caſt to the dogs : and another guided him 

to Soacatino, whitherhee came the day following. It Soacatino. 
was a vcric poore Countrie : there was great want of 

Maiz inthat place. Hee asked the Indians, whether 

they knew of any other Chriſtians. They ſaid, that a

And ſo they 
held all the reſt that the Indians had ſaid, of ſeeing 
Chriſtians in the land of Florida. And, becauſe the 
Countricthat way was poore of Maiz,and toward thc 
Weſt,there was nonotice of any habitation, they re- 
turned to Gxaſco. The Indians told them there, that 
10. daies iournic from thence toward the Weſt, was a 
Riuer called Daycao; whither they went ſometimes a 
hunting and killing of Deere: and that they had ſecne 
pcople on theother {1de,but knew not what habitati- 
on was there. There rhe Chriſtians tooke ſuch Maiz 
as they found and could carrie, and,going 10. daics 
tournie through a wildernefle, they came to theRiuet 
which the Indians had told them of. Ten horſemen, 
which the Goucrnour had ſent before, paſled over the 
ſame, and went in a way that led to the Riucr, and 
lighted vpon a companie of Indians that dwclt in ve- 
ric little cabins : who,affoone as they ſaw them, tooke 
themſclues to flight, leauing that which they had all 
which was nothing but miſcrie and pouertie. The 
Countrie was ſo poore, that among them all there was 
not found halfe a peck of Maiz. The horſemen 
tooke two Indians, and returned with them to the Ri- 
ucr, where the Gouernovr ſtaied forthem. He ſought 
to learne of them what habitation was toward the 
Weſt. There was none in the Camp that could vn- 
derſtand theirlanguage. The Gouvernour afſembled 
the Captaines and principall perſons, to determine 
with tacir aduicc what they ſhould doe. And the moſt 
part 
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part ſaid, that they thought it beſt to returne backe to 

Kio grande,or the Great River of Geachoya; becauſe that 

in Nico and thereabout was ſtore of Maiz: ſaying,that 

they would make pinaces-that winter, and the next 
ſommer paſſe down the Riuer to the ſeaward in them, : 
and comming to the Sea they would goe along the 

coaſt to Nueua Eſpanna. For though it ſecmed a doubt- 

full thing and dithcult, by that which they hadalready 
alleaged, yet it was the laſt remedie they had. For by 

land they could not got for want of an Interpretour. Pair merry 
Andthey held, that the countric beyond the Riuer of our an inter- 
Daycao,where they were,was that which Cabecs de Y a- preteur. 
ca mentioned in lus relation that he paſſed of rhe 1ndi- 

ans which liucd like the Alarbes,hauing no ſetled place, and 

fed vpon Twas and rootes of the fields, and wilde 

beaſts that they killed. Which if it were ſo, if they 
ſhouldenter intoitand finde no viduals to paſſe the 
winter,they could not chuſe but periſh. For they were 

entred alrcadie into the beginning of October : and if 

they ſtaied any longer, they were not able to returrſe 

for raine and ſnowes, nor to ſuſtainethemſelucs in ſo 
poorea countrey. The Gouernour (that deſired long

ſtians, by that which Cabega de Yaca had told the Em- 

perour : and that was this; That after hee had found 

Gold,filuer clothes made of cotton wooll, hee ſaw gold andfiluer, 
and precious and (tones of great value. Aud they had not yet come 
where hee had been. For vntill thatplace hee alwaies 
tfauclled by the Sea coaſt : and they trauclled farre 
within the land; and that gaing toward the Welt, of 
neceſſitie they ſhould come where hee had been. For 
he ſaid, That ina certain place he trauelled many daies, 
and entred into the land toward the North. Andin 
Turkic ſtanes Guaſco they had alreadie found ſome Tutkie ſtones, 
2nemmnies 2nd mantles of cotton wooll: which the Indians ſigni- 
wo !!tound 1 fied by ft2nes that they had from the Weſt : and that 
valcw, holding that courſe they ſhould draw neere to the 
Jand of tne Chriſtians. But chough they were much 
diſcontented with it, and it grieued many to goe back- 

war-{, which would rather haue aduentured their liues 

and hauc diedin the land of F/#rids,then to haue gone

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oreoutofie : yet were they nota ſufficient part to 

þinder that which was determined, becauſe the princi- 

pall men agreed with the Gouernour. Andatterward 

there was one that ſaid, hee would put outone of his 

owne cyes,to pur outanother of Law de Heſcoſo ; be- 

cauſe it would gricue him much to ſce him proſper : 

becauſe aſwell hini{clfas others of his friends had croſ- 

ſed that which hee durſt not haue done, ſecing; that 

within two daies hee ſhould leaue the goucrnment. 

From Dayc4o, where now they were, to Ris grande,or 50 leagues 

the Great Riuer, was 150 leagues : which vnto that Þ<<weene the 

place they had gone Weſtward, And by the way as ot 231: 

they returned backe they had much adoe to find Maiz grande. 

to eate : for where they had paſſed, the countrey was 

deſtroyed: and ſome little Maiz that was left the In- 

dians had hidden. The townes which in Nagaatex Naguates. 

they had burned (whereof irrepented them)were re- 

paired againe,and the houſes full of Maiz. This coun- 

tric is well inhabited and plentifull, In that place are 

veſſels made of clay, which differ very little from Fine earthen 

thoſe of Efiremoz, or Monte-mor, In Chagnate the In- —_— 

dians by commandement ofthe Cacique camepeace.

The ſubſtance of the words ofthe letter was to declare 

vnto him his determination, which was,to goe out of 

the land of Florida, and to puthim in remembrance 

that he was a Chriſtian,that hee woald notremaine in 

the ſubieRion of Infidel, that hee pardoned him the 

fault which he had done in goingaway to the Indians, 

that hee ſhould come ynto him : and if they did ſtay

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The Indian went with the letter, and cameagain with- 
out any more anſ{were,then,on the back ſide, his name 
and his ſeale,that they might know he was aline. The 
Gouernaur ſent twelue horſemen to ſeeke him : but 
he, which had his ſpics,ſo hid himſelfe,thatthey could 
not find him. For want of Maiz the Gouernour could 
not ſtay any longer to. ſeeke him. Hee departed from 
Chazuete,and paſſed the Riuer by © Fays; going downe 
by it kee tound a towne called Chilans, which as yet 
they had notſeen, They came to Nuleo, & tound fo lit- 
tle Maiz,as could not ſuffice tiil they made thcir ſhips, 
becauſe the Chriſtians, being in G#achoyein the (cede 
timc, the Indians for feare of them durſt not come to 
ſow the grounds of Nico: and they knew not there- 
about any other countrie where any Maiz was : and 
that was the moſt fruitfull ſoile that was thereaway, 
and where they had moſt hope to findeir. Ecery one 
was confounded, and the moſt part thought it bad 
counſcllry come backe from the River of Daycas, and 
not toy haue followed their fortune, going that way 
that went ouer land, For by Sea it ſeemed impoſſible 
toſauc themſclucs, vnleſſe God would worke a mi- 
racle for them : tor there was neither Pilot, nor Sea- 
chart, ncither di-{ they know where the Riuer cntred 


| intothe Sea, neither had they notice of it,ncitherhad 


they any thing wherewith to make ſatles,nor any ſtore 
of Enequem, which is a graſſe whereof they make 
Okam,which grew there : and that which they found 
they ſaucd to calke the Pinaces withall, neither had 
they any thing to pitch them withall : neither could 
thcy mike ſhips of ſuch ſubſtance, bur that any ſtorme 
would putthCin greatdanger : and they feared much 
it would fall out with them, as it did with Pamphile de 
Naruatz, 
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Naruart, which was caſt away vpon that coaft : And 
aboucall other it troubled ehem moſt, that they could 
finde no Maiz : for without it they could not bee ſu- 
ſtained, nor could doe any thing that they had neede 

_ of, All of them were pur to great confuſion. Their 
chicfe remedy was to committhem(ſclues ro God,and 
to beſeech himthat he would direQthemthe way that 
they might ſaue their liues. And itpleaſed bim of his 
goodnefſlc,that the Indians of Nite came peaceablie, 
and told them, that two daics iourney from thence, 
neere vnto the Great River, were two townes, where- 
of the Chriſtians had no norice, and that the province 

was called CHimeys,and was a fruitfull ſoile : that, whe- 
ther at this ptcſent there was any Maiz or no, they 
knevv not,bcecauſe they bad warre with them : bur thar 
they would be very glad with the fauourot the Chri- 
ſtians to goe and ſpoyle them. The Gouernour ſent a 


Captaine thithcr with horſemen and footmen,and the 
Indians of Nico with him. Hee came to /incya, and Minoya. 
found two great townes ſeared ina plaine and open To great 


loile,halfe a league diſtant,one in ſight of another,and "Tt* 


in them he rooke many Indians, and found great ſtore 
of Maiz, Preſcntly he edand in one of them, and ſent 
word tothe Gouernour what hee had found: where- 

with they were all exceeding glad. They departed 
from N-lco in the beginning of December, and all rhat The becin- 
way,ard before from Chilans, they endured much ""*" 
troublc: for they paſſed through many waters, and 
many times it rained with a Northren winde, and was Raine with 
exceeding cold, ſo that tt ey were in the open field Northern | 
with water oucr and vnderneath them : and when at ing cold. 
the cnd of theirdaies journey they found drie ground 


_ torceſt vpon, they gaue great thanksto God. With this 
V 3 trouble 
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trouble almoſt all the Indians that ſerued them died. 
And atterthey were in Ainoya, many Chriſtians alſo 
died : and the moſt part were (icke of great and dange- 
rous diſeaſes, which hada ſpice of the lethargie. At 
The death of this place died Andrew de Yaſconcelos, and two Portu- 
Andrew Vaſ- pals of Elaes,which were very neerchim : which were 
ee  brethren,and by their ſurname called Sore, The Chri- 
ſtians lodged in one of the townes, which they liked 
beſt : which was tenſed about, and diſtant a quarter 
ofa league from the Great Riuzr. The Maiz that was 
inthe other towne was brougintthither; andin all it 
was eſteemed to bee 6000, hancgs or buſncls. And 
there was the beſt timber to make ſhips, that they had 
ſcenc in all the land of Florida : wherefore all of them 
gauc God great thankes for ſo ſingular a fauour, and 
hoped thatthat which they deſired would take effeR, 
- which was, that they might fatcly bee conducted into 
the land of the Chriſtians.

WSſoone as they came to Mjnoya, the 
Gouernor commanded them to ga- 
ther all the chaines together, which 
A| cuerie one had to lead Indians in ; 

and to gather al the yron which they 
2 J) had forthcir prouifion,and al the reſt 
that was inthe Camp : and to ſer vpa forgeto make 
nailes,and commanded them to cut downe timber for 
the brigandines. And a Portugall of Ceuts,who hauing. 
bina priſoner in Fe7, had learned to ſaw timber with a 


long 
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long ſaw, which for ſuch purpoſes they had carried 
witn thcm,did reach others, which helped him to ſaw 
timber. And a Genows, whom itplealed God to pre- 


ſcrue (for without him they had neuer come our of 


the countrie: for there was neuer another that could 
make ſhips but hee) with foure or five other Biſcame 


carpenters, which hewed his plancks and other tim- 
bers, made the brigandines: Andtwo calkers,the one 
of Genna,the other of Sardinia did calke them with the 
tow ofan hearb like hempe, whereof before I have 
made mention, which there is named Encquen.. And 
_ becauſe there was not enough of it, they calked them 
with the flaxe of the Countrie, and with the mantles, 
which they rauclled for that 
they had among them fel! Gch 
death : and there was none other that had any skill in 
that trade : it pleaſed God to ſend him his health: And 
albeit he was verie weake, and could not labour, yet 
15. daies before they departed, he made for cucry bri- 
gandine two halfe hogs treads, which the mariners call 
quarterets, becauſe foure of them hold a pipe of water.

many times, and brought many mantles, and great 
ſtore of iſh. And for certaine it ſeemed that God was 
willing to fauour them in ſo great necefſitie, moouing 
the minds of the Indians to bring them : for togoe to

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where they were, aſſoone as winter came in,they were 
ſo incloſed and compaſſed with water,y they could go 
no farther by land, then a league, & a league & an half.

othorſes, Tndians, becauſe they were many: and ſo many for ſo 
' manyon footethey had the aduantage of them by wa- 

ter and by land, becauſe they were more apt and ligh- 

ter, and by reaſon of the diſpoſition of the Countrie, 

which was according tothey defire for the vie of their 

warre. They broughtalſo ſome cords,and thoſe which 

Molberris Wanted for cables were made of the barkes of Mulber- 
a rie trees. They made ſtirrops of wood, & made ankers 
of their ſtirrops.

___notraineda moneth before,the Riuer grew ſo big,that

But ſeeing that 

n-tlung preuatled, they went vp to theloſts: and if 

they went out of the houſes, it was in canoes, or on 

noricback inthoſe places where the ground was hieſt. 

So they were two moneths, and could dac nothing, 

during which time the Riucr decreaſed not. The In- 

dians ccaſednot to come vnto the brigantines as they 

were wont,and came in canocs. Atthat time the Go- 

uernour feared they would ſet vpon him. Hee com- 

manded his men to take an Indian ſecretly of thoſe 

that came to the towne, and to ſtay him till the reſt

Andthclſc with thoſe which were our flaues, which Nee well, 
were of their con{piracic alſo,ſhould ſet the houſes on 
fire, and firſt of all poſlefle rhemiclues of the Jances 
which ſtood at the doores of the houſes ; and the Ca- 
ciques with all their mcn ſhould bee neere the towne 

in ambuſh in the wood, and whenthey ſaw the fire 

kindled, ſhould come, and make an end of the con- 

queſt, The Gouernourcommanded the Indian tobe 

kept in a chaine,andthe ſelfelame day that he ſpake of, 

there came 30. Indians with fiſh. Hee commanded 

their right hands to be cur off, and ſenttlh;em fo backe Thirrie Indi- 
to the Cacique of Guachoya, whoſe men they were. He ts pron 
ſenthim word,that he andthe reſt ſhould come when cy. h:ue 
they would,for he defired nothing more, and that hee rg 
ſhould kn »w,that they thought not any thing which © 
hc knew not before they thought of it. Hercupon they 

all wereputina very great fcare: And the Caciques 

of Nilco and Tagnanate came. to excuſe themſclues ; 

and a few daics after came he of Guachoya,and a princt- 

pal Indian and his ſubicR, faid,he knew by certain in- 
formarion, That the Caciques of N:/co and T aguanate 

were agreed tocome and make warre vpon the Chit 

ſtians. Aſlooneasy Indians came from Nz/co,the Go-

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uernour examined them, and they confeſſed it was 
true. Hee deliucred them preſently tothe principall 
man of Guachoya, which drew them out of the towne 
and killed thera. Another day came ſome from T a- 
Theright gwanate, and confefled it likevriſe, The Gouernour

Ten they carried them by water tothe River. Which, if 

they had gone by ſand,l:ad been in dangerof breaking 

and ſplitting their kecles, and to beeall vndone, be- 

cauſe that for want of iron,the ſpikes were ſhort, and 

the planckes and timber were very weake. The Indi- 

ans of Mnoya, Curing the time thatthey were there, 


cameto jeruc them (being driuen thereunto by neceſ- 
ſity) 
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ſity)that ofthe Maiz which they had taken from them, 
they would beſtow ſome crummes vpon them. And 
becauſethe Countric was fertill, and the people vied 
to feed of Maiz,and the Chriſtians had gotten all from 
them that they had, and the people were many, they 
were not able to ſuſtaine themſelues. Thoſe which 
came to the towne were ſo weake and feeble,that they 
had nofleſh lefton their bones : and many came and 
died necerethe towne for pure hunger and weakenefle. 
The Gouernour commanded vpon grieuous puniſh- 
ments to giue them no Marz. Yet,when they [4 that 
_ thehogges wanted itnot, and that they had yeclded 

themſclues to ſerue them, & con(idering their miſcrie 
and wretchednes, hauing pity of the, they gaue them 
part of the Maiz which they had. And when the time 
of their embarkment came, there was notſuftcient to 
ſcrue their owne turnes. That which there was, they 
put into the brigandines, and into great canoes tied 
two and two together. They ſhipped 22. of the beſt 
hor{cs,that were in the Camp;the reſt they made dried 
flcth of;1nd drefſed the hogges which they had in like 
manner. They departed from CMinoya the ſecond day

ned as flauesto ſerue them, fave ſome hundred, lirtle 
X 2 more 
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more or leſſe, which the Gouernour embarked,and 0+ 
thers whom it pleaſed him to permit. And becauſe 
there were many men of qualitie, whom he could not 
deny that which he granted toothers,he vſed a policy, 
ſaying, that they might ſerue them as long as they 
werein the Riuer,but when they carne to the ſea, they 
muſt ſcndthem away for want of water, becauſe they 
hai bur few veſſels. Hetold his friends in ſecret, that 
they ſhould carrie theirs to Naucua Eſpanna : Andall 
thoic whom hce bare no good will vnto (which were 
the greater number) ignorant of that which was hid- 
den trom them, which afterward time diſcoucr.d, 
thinking it inhumanitic for {o little time of ſerutee, in 
reward of the great ſcruice that they hid donethem,ro 
carric them with them, to leaue them flaues to other 
m-n out of their ©wnc Countrics left fius hundred 
men and women;1mong whom were many boiesand 
girles, which ſpake & vndciſtood the Spanith rongue. 
The moſt ot them did nothing but weepe: which 
mooucd great compaſhton ; fecing that all of them 
with good will would hauc become Chriſtians, and 
were left inſtatc of perdition. There went from 2Mt- 
noja 322 Spaniards in ſcuen brigandines, well made, 
ſauc that the plankes were thin, becauſcthe nailes were 
ſhort,and were not pitched,nor had any decks to keep 
the water from comming in. In ſtead of decks they 
laid planks, whereon the mariners might runnetotrim 

their ſailes, and the people might refreſh themſclues 

aboue and bclow. The Gouernour made his Cap- 

taincs,and gaue to eucry one his brigandine, and took 

theiroth and their word, that they would obey him, 

yntill they came to the land of the Chriſtians. The 

Goucrnour tooke one of the brigandines for himſelf, 

which 
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which he beſt liked. The ſame day that they _—_ 
from CMinoye,they paſſcd by Guachoya, where the In- 
dians tarried for them in canoes by the Riuer. Andon 
the ſhore,they had madea greatarbour with boughes: 
They deſired him to comeon ſhore; but he excuſed 
himſclte,and ſo wentalong : The Indians intheir ca- 

noes accompanied him; and comming wherean arme 
of the Riuer declined on the right hand, they ſaid, that 
the Prouince of 2uiga/za was neere vnto that place, 
and importuned the Gouernour to ſet vpon him, and 
that they would aide him. And becauſe they had ſaid, 
that he dwelt three daics iournic downethe Riuer, the 
 Gouernour ſuppoſed that they had plotted ſome trea- 
ſon againſt lim,and thereleftth-m, and wentdowne 
with the greateſt force of the water. The current was 
very ſtrong,and wichthe helpe of ores,they went very 
ſwiftly. The firſt day they landed in a wood on the 
left hand of the Riuer, and at night they withdrew

While they were 
there,many Indians came from the nether part ofthe 
Rruer, and on theother ſide rightagainſt them ſome- 
whatcareleffely ſet thenſelues in orderto fight..

T hat the Cacique of Qnigalta his Lord. ſent him his 
commendations, and did tet him underſtand, that all that 
the Indians of Guachoya had told him concerning him- 
ſelſe,was falſe,and that they had incenſed him, becauſe they

The Gonernour anſwered him,that he belecned a'l 
that he ſaid was truc,and willed him to tcll him, that he 
eſtecmed his friendſhip very much. With this anſiver

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they returned tothe place where the reſt in theirca- 
nocs were waiting for them, and from thenceall of 
' them fell downe,and came neere the Spaniards,ſhou- 
ting aloud, andthreatning of them. The Gouernour 
| ſent1ohy de Guzman,. which had been a Captaine of 
footemen in Florida, with 15.armed men in canoes to 
make them giue way. Aflooneas the Indians ſaw them 
come towards them, they diuided themſelues into 
two parts, and ſtood ſtill till the Spaniards came nie 
them,and when they were come neerethem,they ioy- 
ned together on both ſides, taking /ohn de Guzman in 
the middeſt, and them that came firſt with him, and 
with great furie borded them : And as their canoes 
were bigger,and many of them leaped into the water 
to ſtay them,and to lay hold on the canoes of the Spa- 
niards,and ouerwhelme them ſo preſently they ouer- 
whclmed them. The Chriſtians fell into the water, 
and with the weight of their armour ſunke downe to 
the bottome: and ſome few, thatby ſwimming or hol- 
ding by the canoe could haue ſaved themſelues, with 

oares and ſtaues,which they had,they ſtrooke them on 

the head and madethem finke. When they of the bri- 

gandines ſaw the ouerthrow, though they went about 

ro ſuccour them, yet through the current of the Ri- 

uerthey could not goe backe. Foure Spaniards fled to 

the brigandine that was ncereſt tothe canoes ; and on- 

ly theſc eſcaped of thoſe that cameamong the Indians. 

They were eleuen that died there : among whom Eleuen Spa- 
John de GuFman was one,and a ſonneof Don Carlos,cal- OT 


ned, 


led 1chn de Vargas : the reſtalſo were perſons of accoſit The death of 
and men of great courage. Thoſe that eſcaped by \hn de Guz- 
(wimming, ſaid, that they ſaw the Indians enter the 
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canoe of lobn de Guzman at the ſterne of one of their 
canoes, and whether they carried him away dead or 


aliue they could not certainly tell.

i He Indians,ſeeing that they had got- 
E ten the viRorie,tooke ſuch courage, 
| that they aſſaulted them in the bri- 
; gandines, which they durſt not doe 
P'S - "9a They came firſt ro that bri- 
rR—- gandine wherein Ca/deron went for 
Capraine,and wasin the rereward : andatrhe firſt vo- 


25.5paniards Tjeof arrowes they wounded 25 men. There were or- 


ly foure armed men inthis brigandine: theſe did ſtand 
at the brigandines ſide to defend it. Thoſe that were 
vnarmed, ſeeing how they hurt them, left their oares 
and went vnder the deck : whereupon the brigandine 
began to crofle, and to goe where the current of the 
ſtreamecarriedit. Oneof thearmed men [ecing this, 
without the commandement of the Captaine, made a 
footman to take an oarce and ſtirre rhe brigandine, hee 
ſtanding before him and defending him, with his tar- 
get. The Indians came no neerer then a bowſhor,trom 
whence they offended and were not offended, recei- 
uing no hurt : for in eucry brigandine was but one 
crofſſcbow, and thoſe which wee had were very much 
out of order. So that the Chriſtians did nothing elſe 
bur ſtand for a butte to recciue their arrowes, Hauing 
left this brigandine they wentto another, and fought 

with 
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with ithalfe an houre;and ſo from oneto another they 
fought with them all. The Chriſtians had martes to 


lay vnder them, which were double,and fo cloſe and 
ftrong,that noarrow went thorow them. And aſſoone 


as the Indians gaue them leiſure, they fenſed the bri. _—_ 
gandines with them. And the Indians ſeeing that they tence 
could not ſhoote leuell, ſhot their arrowcs at randon a:rowes. 


vpinto theaire, which fell into the brigandines, and 
hurt ſome of thc men : and not therewith contented, 
they ſought to gettothem which were in the canoes 
with the horſes. Thoſe of the brigandines enuironed 


 themto defend them, and tooke them among them. 


Thus ſecing themſclues much vexed by them,and fo 
wearied thatthey could no longer endgureit, they de- 
eermincd to traucll all the night following,thinking to 
get beyond the countrie of 2»:24/4a, and that they 
would leaue them : but when they thought leaſt of ir, 
ſuppoſing they had now left them, they heard very 
necre them ſo great outcries, that they made them 
deafe, and fo they followed vs all that night, and the 
next day till noone, by which time we were come in- 


to the countrie of others, whom they deſired to vic vs another Pro 
after the ſame manner; and ſothey did. The men of vince. 


Qurzalta returned home, and the other in fiftie ca- 
nocs fonght with vs a wholeday and a night: and they 
centred one of the brigandines, that came in the rcre- 
ward by the canoe which ſhe had at her ſterne, and 
tooke away a woman which they found in it, and at- 
terward hurt ſome of the men of the brigandincs. 
Thoſe which came with the horſes inthe canoes, be- 


ing wearic with rowing night and day, lingered be- 


hind; and preſently the Indians came vpon them, and 
thcy of the brigandines tarried for them, The Gouer- 
b nour 
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nour reſolued to goe on ſhore and to kill the horſes, 
becauſe of the ſlow way which they made becauſe of 
them. Aſſoone as they ſaw aplace conuenient for it, 
they went thither and killed the horſes, and brought 
the fleſh of them to dric it aboord. Foure or fiue of 
them remained on ſhore aliuc : the Indians went vnto 
them,atter the Spaniards were embarked. The horſes 
were not acquainted with them, and began to neigh, 
and runne vpanddowne,in ſuch {ort,that the Indians, 
for feare of them, leaped into the water : and getting 
into their canoes went afterthe brigandines,ſhooting 
cruclly at them. They followed vs that euening and 
the night following till the next day at tenne of the 
clocke,and then returned vp theRiuer.Preſently from 
a ſmall cowne that ſtood vpon the Riuer came ſcucn 
canocs,and followed vs alittle way downe the Riuer, 
ſhooting at vs : but ſccing they were ſo few that they 
could doc vs but little harme, they returned to their 
towne. From thence forward, vntill they came to the 
Sea, they had no encounter. They ſailed downe the 
Riucr ſeucntcene daies : which may be two hundred 
and fifty leagues iourney, little more or leſſe:and neere 
vnto the Sea the Riuer is diutded into two armes;each 
of them is a league and an halfe broad,

| atanker ſcuen canoes of Indians came to {cr vp6 thoſe, 
which they brought with chem. The Gotternour com- 


mandedarined men to go aboord them, and to driue 
them farther off. They camcalto againſt them by land 
throughathick wood, and a mooriſh ground, and had 
ſtaues with very ſharp forked heads made of the bones 
of fiſhes, and fought verie valiantly with vs, which 
wentout to encounter them. And theother that came 
in canoes with their arrowes ſtated for them that came 
againſt them, and at their comming both thoſe that 
werconland,and thoſe in the canoes wounded ſome 
of vs: And ſceing vs come neere them, they turned 
their backs,and like ſwift horſes among footemen gat 
away from vs; making ſome returnes, and reuniting 
themſelues together,going not paſt a bow ſhot off: for 
in ſo retiring they ſhot, without receiving any hurt of 


the Chriſtians. For though they had ſome bowes, yet 


they could not vic them; and brake their armes with 
rowing to ouertake them. And the Indians eafily in 
their compaſſe went with their canoes, ſtaying and 
whecling about as ithad been in askirmiſh, percciuing 
that thoſe that came againſt them could not offend 
them. And the more they ſtroue to come neere them, 
the more hurt they receiued. Aſſoone as they had dri- 
uen them farther off,they returned tothe brigandines, 
They ſtaicd two daics there : And departed from 
thence vnto the place, wherethc arme of the Riueren- 
treth into the ſea. They ſounded in the Riuerneerc 


vnto the Sea, and found 40. fathoms water. They

ſaicd there. Andthe Gouernour commanded al and 
ſingular perſons to ſpeake their minds touching their 
volage,whether it were beſt to crofle ouer to Nuews Eſ- 
panna, committing thelelucsto the hie ſea,or whether 
they ſhould kcepe along the coaſt. T here were ſundry 
opinions touching this matter : wherein 1o-n Danuſco, 
which preſumed much, and tooke much vpon him in 
the knowledge of nautgation, and matters of the ſea, 
although hee had butlittle experience, mooued the 
Goucrnour with his talke : and his opinion was ſe- 
conded by ſome others. And they affirmed, that it was 
much bctter to paſle by the hie ſea, and croſle the 
eulfe,which was three of foure parts thelefſler trauell, 
becauſe in going along y coaſt, they wenta great way 
about, by reaſon of the compaſſe, which the land did 
make. 7ohn Danuſco ſaid,that he had ſeene the ſeacard, 
and that from the place where they were, the coaſt ran 
Eaſtand Weſt vnto Rro de las Palmas, and from Rio de 
las Palmas to Nueua Eſpanna from North to South:and 
therefore in ſailing alwaics in ſight of land would bee 
a great compaſiing about and ſpending of much time; 
& that they would be in great danger to be oucrtaken 
with winter before they ſhould get to the land of the 
Chriſtians : and thatin 1. or 12. daies ſpace, hauing 
good weather,they might bce there in croſling ouer. 
The moſt part were againſt this opinion,and ſaid, thar 
it was more fate to goalong the coaſt, though they ſtai- 
ed the longer : becauſe their ſhips were very weake 
and without decks, ſo thata very little ſtorme was c- 
nough to caſtthem away : and if they ſhould be hin- 
rs with calmes, or contrarie weather, through the 
{mall ſtorc of veſlels which they had to carrie water in, 


they ſhould likewile fall into great danger : and thar 
although 
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although the ſhips were ſuch as they might venture in 
them, ycthauing neither Pilot nor Seacard toguide 
themſclues,it was no good counſell to croſſe thegulte. 
This opinion was confirmed by the greateſt part : and 
they agreed to go along the coaſt. At the time where- 
in they ſought to depart from thence, the cable of the 
anker of the Goucrnours brigandine brake,and the an- 
ker remained in the River. And albeit, they were 
neerethe ſhore, yet it was ſo —— the Diuers di- 
uing many times could neuer find it: which cauſed 
greatſadnes in the Gouernour, and in all thoſe that 
went with him in his brigandine : But with a grind- 
ſtone which they had, and certaine bridles which re- 
mained to ſomeof the Gentlemen, and men of wor- 
ſhip which had horſes, they made a _ which ſer- 


ued in ſtead ofan anker. The 18, of Tuly, they went They 


three leagues from the ſhore, the Captaines ofthe o- 
ther brigandines ouertookethem, and asked the Go- 
uernour,wherefore hedid put off from the ſhore £ and 
that if he would lcaue the coaſt, he ſhould ſayſo; and 
he ſhould not do it without the conſent of all:and that 
if hee did otherwiſe, they would not follow him, but 
that cuery one would doe what ſeemed beſt vnto him- 
ſelfe. The Gouernour anſwered, that hee would doe 
nothing without thcir counſell, but that hee did beare 
oft from the land to faile the better and ſafer by night 
and that the next day when time ſerued, he would re- 
turne to the ſight of land againe. They failed with a 


reaſonable good wind that day and the night follow- pet wacr al: 
ing,and the nextday till euening ſong, alwaics in freſh woſtrwo daies 
water : whercat they wondred much : forthey were _ m_

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very farre from land. But the force of the current of 
The coaſt the Riuer is ſo great, and the coaſt there is ſo ſhallow 
how. and gentle, that the freſh water cntreth farre into the 
Sea. Thatcuening on their ;zight hand thcy ſaw cer- 
Cerraine taine creekes, whither they went, and reſted there that 
wp rr * night : where John Danuſce with his reaſons wonne 
night. thematlaſt, that all conſented and agreed to commit 
themſclues to the maine Sea,alleaging,as he had done 
before, that it was a great aduantage, Ind that their 
voyage:would be much ſhorter. They ſailed two daics, 
and when they would haue come to fight of land they 
could not, forthe winde blew from the ſhore. On the 
fourth day, ſecing their freſh water began to failc, fea. 
ring neceſſiticand danger, they all complained of 1ohn 
Danu«ſco,and of the Gouernour that followed hjs coun- 
ſell: and cuery one of the Captaines ſaid, that they 
would no more goe from the ſhore, though the Go- 
uernour went whither he would. It pleaſed God that 
the winde changed though but alittle : andat the end 
of foure daies = they had put to ſea, being alreadie 
deſtitute of water,by force of rowing they gotwithin 
ſight ofland,and with great trouble recouered it,in an 
Anopen Open roade. Thar cuening the winde came to the 
Roade. South,which on that coaſt is a croſſe winde, and drauc 
the brigandincs againſt the ſhore, becauſe it blew very 
hard,and the anchors were ſo weake,that they yeclded 
and beganto bend. The Gouernour commanded all 
men toleape into the warer,and going between them 
and the ſhore, and thruſting the brigandines into the 
Sea aſſoone as the waue was paſt, they ſaued them till 


the winde ceaſed.

a poole, fenced from the South winde,which then did 
blow, and was againſt them : and there they ſtaied 
foure daics,not being able to get out: and when the 
Sea was calme they rowed out : they failed that day, 
and toward cuening the winde grew ſo ſtrong that it 
draue them on the ſhore, and they were (orice that 
they had pur foorth from the former harbour : for as 
ſoonc as night approchcd a ſtorme began to riſe in the 
Sea,and the winde ſtill waxed more and more violene 
with a tempeſt. The brigandines loſt one another : 
two of them, which bare more into the Sea, centred 
into an arme of the Sca, which peatced into the An arme of 

land two leagues beyond the place where the other '**!ca. 

were that night. The fine which ſtaied behinde,being 
alwaics a league, and halfea league the one from the 
other, mer rogether, without any knowledge the one 
of the other,in a wilde roade, where the winde and the 

waues droue them on ſhore : for their anchors did 

| ftreighten and came home; and they could notrule 

their oares, putting ſeucn or eight men to cuery oare, 
which rowcd to ſeaward : andallthe reſt leaped into

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the water, and when the waue was paſt that draue the 


brigandine on ſhore, they thruſt it againe into Sea 
with all the diligence and might that they had.Others, 
while another waue was in comming, with bowles la- 


ued out the water that came in oucrboord. While they 
were in this tempeſt in great feare of being caſt away 
in thatplace,from midnight forward they endured an 
intollerable rormet ofan infinite ſwarmeof Moskitoes 
which fell vpon them, which aſſoone as they had ſtung 
the flcſh,it ſo infeed it, as though they had bin veno- 
mous. In the morning the Sea was aſſwaged and the 
wind {laked,but not the Muskitoes : for y Files which 
were white ſeemed blacke with them inthe morning. 
Thoſe which rowed, vnleſlc others kept thcm away, 
werenot able to row. Hauing paſſc d the feare & dan- 
gerof the ſtorme, beholding the deformities of their 
faces, and the blowes which they gaue themſclues to 
driue them away, one of them laughed at another. 
They met all together in the creek where the rwo bri- 

andines were,which outwent their fellowes. There 
was found a skumme, which they call Copee, which 
the Sea caſteth vp, and it is like pitch, whcrewith in 
ſome places, where pitch is wanting, thev pirch their 
ſhips : thererhey pitched their brigancines. T hey re- 
ſted twodaies,and then eftſoones procceded on their 
voyage. They ſailed two daics more, and landed ina

The ſameday that they went'from thence fixc men 
went vpin a canoe toward the head of it, and could 
not ſee the end of it. They pr:t out from therce with

for 
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forall that made very little way with great labour in. 

two dates,and went vnder the lee of a ſmall Iſland into A fall Nang. 
an arme of the Sea, which compaſled it about. While 

they were there, there fell out ſuch weather, that my 

oauc God many thankes,that they had found our ſuch 

an harbour. There was great ſtore of fiſh in that place, Great flore of 
which they tooke with nets, which they had, and *®- 
lrookes. Hcerea man caſt an hooke and a linc intothe 

Sea,and tied the end of it to his arme,anda fiſh caught 

it,and drew him intothe water vnto thenecke : and it 

pleaſed God that hee remembred himſelfe of a knife 

that he had,and cut theline with it. There they abode Fourreene 
fourtcene daics:and atthe end of them it pleaſed God | pri ” 
toſend them faire weather, for which with great deuo- 

tion they appointed a proccſſhon, and went in procel- 

f1on along the ſtrand, beſceching God to bring them

FRE N all the coaſt whereſoeuer they digged 

Sd) they found freſh water : there they fil- 

C led their veſſels; and the proceſſion be- 

B ing ended, embarked themſelues, and 
F< voing alwaics in ſight of the ſhorethey 

failed ſixe daics. 1ohn Danuſco (aid that it would doe Sixe dai: 

well to beareout to ſcaward : for he had ſeene the Sea-'*lins- 

card, and remembred that from Rio de /as Palmas for- 

ward the coaſt did runne from North to South, and' 

thithertothey had runne from Eaſt to Welt,and in his 


opinion,by his reckoning, Rio de las Palmas could - 
Z 
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be farre off, from where they were, That ſame night 
they put to ſea, and in the morning they ſaw Palme 
Teaues floting, and the coaſt, which ranne North and 
South : from midday forward they ſaw great Moun- 
taines, which vntill then they had not ſecne : for from 
this place to Puerto de Spiritu Santo, where they firſt 
landed in Florida,was a very plaine and low countrey: 
and thertore it cannot be deſcried,vnlefle a man come 
very necre it. By that which they ſaw, they thought 
that they had ouerſhot Rio de Palmas that night, 
which is 60 leagues from the Riuer of Panuco, which 
is in Nuena Eſpanns. They aſſembled all together, 
and ſome ſaid it was not good toſaile by nighr,|cſt they 
ſhould oucrſhoot the Riuer of Panxco:and others laid, 
it was not well to loſe time while it was fauourable, 
and that it could not be ſo necre that they ſhould paſſe 
itthat night : and they agreed to take away halte the 
ſailcs, and ſo faile all night. Two of the brigandines, 
which ſailed that night with all their ſailes, by breake 
ot day had ouerſhot the River of Panuco without ſce- 
ing it. Ot the fiue that came behind, the firſt that came 
vnto it was that wherein Ca/deran was Captaine. A 
quarterof a league before they came atir, and before 
they did ſee it, they ſaw the water muddie, and knew 
it'to be treſh water: and comming right againſt the Ri- 
ucr,they ſaw, where itentred intro the Sea,that the wa- 
ter brake vpon aſhold. And becauſe there was no man 
there that knew it, they were in doubt whether they 
ſhould goe in, or gocalong, and they reſolued ro goe 
in : and before they came vnto the current,thcy went 
cloſe to the ſhore, and centred intothe port:and aſſoone 
as t];cy were come in, they ſaw Indian men and wo- 
men apparclied like Spaniards : whom they asked in 
what 
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what countrey they were They anſwered in Spaniſh, 
that it was the Riuer of Parxco, and that the towne of The River of 
the Chriſtians was 15 leagues vp within the land. The j2n%e® _ 
toy that all ofthem receiued vpon theſe newes cannot leagues trom 
ſuthciently be expreſſed : forit ſeemed vnto them, that 'Þe mouth of 
at that inſtant they were borne again. And many went © © 
on ſhoreand kiſſed the ground, and kneeling on their 
knees, with lifting vp their hands and eyes to heauen, 
they all ceaſed not to giue God thankes. Thoſe which 
came after, aſſoone as they ſaw Calderan come to an 
anchor with his brigandine in the River, preſently 
went thither,and came into the haucn. The other two 
brigandincs which had ouerſhotthe place, put to ſea 
toreturne backe to ſceke the reſt, and could not doc ir, 
becauſethe winde was contrarieand the Sea growne : 
they were afraid of being caſt away, and reconering 
the ſhore they caſt anchor. While they rode there a 
ſtorme aroſe : and ſceing that they could not abide 
there,much lefle endure at Sea, they refolued to runne 
on ſhore; andasthebrigandines were but ſmall, ſodid 
they draw butlictle water ; and wherethey were it was 
a ſandie coaſt. By which occaſion the force of their 
ſailes draue them on ſhore, without any hurt of them 
that were inthem. As thoſe that were 1n the port of 
Panucoat this time were in great ioy, ſo theſe felt a 
double griefe in their hearts : for they knew not what 
was become of their ftellowes, nor in what countrey 
they were, and feared it was a countrey of Indian ene- 
mies. They landed two leagues below the port: and 
when they ſaw themſelucs out of the danger of the 
Sea, cuery one tooke of that which he had, as much as 
he could carrie on his backe : and they trauclled vp in- 


tothe countrey, and found Indians,which told them

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where their fellowes were; and gaue them good en- 
tertainement : wherewith their ſadnes was turned in- 
toioy,and they thanked God moſt humbly for their 


deliucrance out of ſo many dangers.

IRom the time that they put out of Ris Graz-

in the River of (FSRR=eS co were 52. dates. They came into the Ri- 
+21 08g ucr of Panucothe 10. of September, 1543. They went 
vptheRiuer with their brigandines. They trauelled 

foure daies; and becauſe the wind was but little,and 

many times it ſerued them not, becauſe of the many 

turnings which the Riucr maketh, and the greatcur- 

rent, drawing them vp by towing,and that in many 

places; for this cauſe they made very little way, and 

with greatlabour : and ſceing the execution of their 

| deſire to be deferred, which was to come among Chri- 

| ſtians, and to ſee the celebration of divine ſervice, 

which ſo long time they had not ſcene; they left the 
brigandines with the mariners, and went by land to 

Panuco. All of them were apparrelled in Deerecs skins 

tanncd and dicd blacke,to wit,cotes, hoſe,and ſhooes. 

When they came to Paysco,preſently they went to the 

Church to pray and giue God thankes,thatſo miracu- 

louſely had ſaucd them. The towneſmen which be- 

fore were aduertiſed by the Indians, and knew of thcir 
arriual,caried ſome of them to their houſes, and entcr- 


cained them, whom they knew,and hadacquaintance 
of, 
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of, or becauſe they were their Countrimen. The Al- 
calde Mayor tooke the Gouernour home to his houſe: 
and commanded al the reſt, aſſoone as they came,to be 
lodged 6. & 6.and 10.8 10. according to the habilitic 
of eFrry towneſman. Andall of them were prouided 
for by their hoſtes of many hennes and bread of Maiz, 
and fruites ofthe Countrie, which are ſuch as be in the 
Iſle of Cuba, whereof before I haue ſpoken. The towne 1 he gcfcr;> 
of Panaco may containe aboue 70. families ; the moſt *ion of Fa- 
of their houſes are of lime and ſtone, and ſome made "'**: 
of timber, andall of them are thatched. Tris a poore 
Countric,and thereis neither gold nor filuer in it: The 
inhabitants liue there in great abundance of viduals 
and ſeruants. The richeſt haue not abouec 500.crownes 
rent a yeere, and that is in cotten clothes, hennes, and 
Maiz,which the Indians their ſeruants doe giue them 
for tribute. There arriued there of thoſe thatcame out z". Chriſlians 
of Fhorida,three hundred and eleuen Chriſtians, Pre. mee®t Fa 
ſently the Alcalde Mayor ſent one of therownſmenin 

poſt to aduettiſe the Viceroy, Don Autonio de Mende. 

ca, which was reſident in Mexico, that of y people that 
went with Don Ferdinando de Soto to dilcouer and con- 
quer Florida, three hundred and elcuen men wereari- 
ued there,that ſecingthey were imploicd in his Maic- 
ſties ſeruice, he would take ſome order to provide for 
them. Whereat the Viceroy, andallthe inhabitants 
of Mexico wondred. For they thought they were miſ- 
carried, becauſe they had trauclled fo farre within the 
maine land of F/orids, and had no newes of them for 
folong atime: andit ſeemed a wonderfull thing vn- 

tothem, how they could ſaue themſelucs ſo long a- 

mong Infidels, without any fort, wherein they might 


fortifiethemſeclues, and without any other ſuccourat 
Z 3 all 
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all. Preſently the Viceroy ſenta warrant, wherein hee 
commided,that whitheriocner they ſent,they ſhould 
give them victuals,andas many Indians for their caria- 
ges as they needed: and where they would not fur- 
niſh them, they might take thoſe things that were ne- 
ceſſarie perforce without incurring any dangerof law. 
This warrant was fo readilic obeyed, that by the way 
before they came to the townes, they came to recciue 
them with hennes,and vicuals.

The Countricis fo inha- 
bited with Indians, that from towne to towne, thoſe 
which arc tartheſt, are buta league, and haltea league 
alunder. Some of them that came from Floridaſtaicd 
a moneth in Panuco torceſt themſclues, others fifteene 
daics,and euery oneaslong as he liſted : for there was 
none thatſhewecd a ſower countenance to his gueſts, 
but rather gaue them any thing that they had,and ſce- 
medto be grieucd when they took their leaue. Which 
was to bebelecued. For the victuals, which the Indi- 
ans doc pay them for tributc,are more then they can 
ſpend: andin that towne is no commerce ; ws 
dwelt 
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dwelt but few Spaniards there, and they were glad of 
their companie. The Alcalde Mayor diuided all 
the Emperours clothes which he had (which there 
they pay him for histribute) among thoſe that would 
come toreceiuethem. Thoſe which had ſhirts of maile 
le{t,were glad men : for they had a horſe for one ſhirt 
of maile : Some horſedthemſclues: and ſuch as could 
not (which were the greateſt part) tooke their journic 
on foote : in which they were well receiued of the In- 
dians that were in the townes,and better ſ{crued, then : 
they could haue beenin their owne houſes, though 
they had been well toliue. Forit they asked one hen 
of an Indian,they broughtthem foure : and if they as- 
ked any of the Countrie fruit, though it were a league 
off, they ran preſently for it. And if any Chriſtian 


found himſclt euill at eaſe,they carried him in a chaire This is the

 prouidevictuals for them, and Indians to beare bur- 
dens of ſuch things as they had, and ſuch as were 
ncedfull to carric them that were fſicke, The Vice- 
_ roy ſenta Portugall 20. leagues from Mexico, with 

reat ſtore of ſugar, raiſons of the Sunne, and con- 
| NG wad other things fit for ſicke folkes, for ſuch as 
' hadneede of them: and had giuen order to cloth them 
allatthe Empcrours charges. And their approch being 
knowne by the citizens of Mexico, they went out of 
the towne to recciue them : and with great courteſie, 
requeſting them in fauour to come to their houſes, ec- 


uery one carried ſuch as hee met home with him, and 
clothed 
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clothed them eucry one the beſt they could : fo that 
he which had the meancit apparrell, iecoſt aboue 30. 
ducats. As many as were willing to come to the Vice- 
royes houſe he commanded to be apparelled,and ſuch 
as were perſons of qualiticſate at his table : and there 
wasa tablc in his houſe for as many of the meaner ſort 
as would cometo it : and he was preſently informed, 
who euery one was, to ſhew him the courtefie that he 
deſcrued.Some of the Coquerors did ſet both gentle- 
men and clownes at their owne table,and many times 
made the ſeruant fit cheeke by checke by his maſter : 
and chiefly the officers and men of baſe condition did 
ſo : for thoſe which had better education did enquire 
who euery one was, and made difference of perſons : 
but all did what they could with a good will : and euc- 
ry one told them whom they had in their houſes, that 
they ſhouldnot trouble themſelues, nor thinke them- 
ſelues the worſe, to take that which they gaue them : 
for they had bin in the like caſe, and had bin rclicued 
of others, and that this was the cuſtome of that coun- 
trcy. God reward them all : and God grant, that thoſe 
which it pleaſed him to deliuer out of Florida, and to 
bring againe into Chriſtendome,may ſerue him : and 
vnto thoſe thatdied in that countrey, and vntoall that 
belecue in him and confeſle his holy faith,God for his 
mercie ſake grant the kingdome of heauen. Amen.

There are in Florida many Beares, and Lyons, Bcafte. 
Wolues, Decre, Doggcs, Cates, Marterns and 
Coniecs. 

There be many wild Hennes as big as Turkics, Par- Fowles. 
tridgcs ſmall Ike thoſe of Africa, Cranes, Duckes, 
Pigeons, T hruſhcs,and Spuron es. There arc cerraine 
Blacke birds bigger then Sparrows, and lciler then 
Stares. Thereare Gofle Hawkes, Falcons, Icrfalcons, 
and all Fowles of prey that are in Sparne. 

The Indians are well proportioned. Thoſe of the 
plaine Countrics aretaller of bodie,and better ſhapen, 
then thoſe of the Mountaines. Thoſe of held 
haue greater ſture of Maiz, and commodities of the 
Countric, then thoſe that dwell vpon the fea coaſt. 
The Countric along the ſca coaſt is barren and poor: 
and the people more warlike. The coaſt runneth 
from - Puerto del Spiritu Santo to apalache, Eaſt and 
Welt; and from CMpalache to Rio dr las Palmas from 
Faſt to Wcſt : from R:od: las Palmas vnto Nuena Eſpan- 
”a from North to South. It is a gentle coaſt, butit
